“John Emory Andrus, the Yonkers| 
capitalist who at 84 years of age rides 
in the subway, although he does not 
have to, told in an interview yesterday 
how he would run a newspaper. /He 
would exclude all news about prize- 
fighting or scandal and hold down news 
concerning crime and ‘‘play up” church 
news, politics and matters of Govern- 
ment. While Mr. Andrus has always 
shunned society himself, he says he 
would print social news and, while he 
has publicly criticized feminine style, 
bobbed hair and the habits of our mod- 
ern women, he says he would have 
some women writing for him. 

“I don’t believe in scandal news,”’ he 
“It is degrading. Such news is 
beyond the realm of decent reading. I 
believe in printing anything that tends 
to uplift readers, but nothing that would 
tear down and is below the level of 
decency.”’ 

Criticizing what he. called 
journalism,’’ Mr. Andrus said: 

“It is must easier to be bad than 
good, but the men who have made their 
mark in the country have not debased 
themselves by é¢atering to or rubbing 
themselves against the elbows of evil. 

ere is a certain class of people that 
want scurrilous things and the scandal 
that such journalism plays up. 

“There are .some very high-toned, in- 
structive, educational newspapers and 
there are some pretty low-down ones, 
but they all seem to have a clientele.

Congress must be aware of its de- 
elining popularity during the past few 
Years.’

Interconnéction 
merely creates intercompany reserves:, it 
does not tap new sources-of power. But 
with the perfection of technique, current 


can now be generated in huge plants at } 


the very sources of the nation’s water * 
and coal resources, and transported over 


‘Iong-distance _wires, The fuel-burning 


power house located at the mine saves 
the cost of transporting coal and the 
hydroelectric plant at the waterfall 
saves the very cost of coal itself. Al- 
ready electrical engineers and executives 
talk of a “ single super-power system for 
the. whole United States.” Such a sys+ 
tem implies, of course, an enormous in- 
crease in electrical demand. But that. is 
precisely what is going on today. In the 
factory and the mine, at the quarry and 
on the railroad, electricity is substituted 
for steam at a rapidly.accelerating rate; 
while the electrification of the farm 
waits only upon a reduction in the cost 
of current and a knowledge among 
farmers of how it may be used. The 
economic savings which the use of elec- 
tricity will bring are fully as impressivé 
as these which giant power can make 
in its original generation, The electrical 
revolution suggests economic and social 
change comparable only with that 
wrought by steam in the industrial revo- 
lution of a century ago. 

Public policy toward this nad grow- 
ing force is now in its most critical and 
formative stage. Two schools of official 
thought begin to take shape. One would 
call it “the power trust” and shatter 
it to a thousand bits; the other would 
recognize but regulate 
PincHor belongs to the latter. He sees 
that electric service must of necessity 


be a monopoly and that large-scale pro-’ 


duction spells waste elimination; but he 
would guarantee the benefits to the 
public in lower rates and universal ser- 
vice. He proposes to stimulate concen- 
tration and large-scale enterprise in the 
‘generation, transmission and distribu- 
tion of electric current—even to the ex- 
tent of grants to private capital of the 
right of -eminent domain. He would 
permit the private use of public water- 
power sites, But he would allow their 
recapture by the State after a period of 
years; would make transmission . com- 
panies common carriers, separate from 
those that: generate and distribute; sub- 
mit service, rates, financing, leases and 
contracts to strict regulation by the 
State and. give tothe public authorities 
the power to compel any reasonable ser- 
vice. extension.

feasible, it is a refreshing .contrast to 
the “ trust-busting ” tactics of statesmen 
less discerning.

With this expenditure are contrasted the 
ridiculous\sums devoted by the Federal 
Government, to, education, health and 
other constrii¢tive services. 
' The argume t leaves out ‘one. consid- 
eration. If the municipality spends 80 
per, cent. of ats 
vice and ‘thé Federal vernment spends 
only 20 per cent, tha,'reason is. found 
in the ‘division ‘of furictions as between 
local and’ Federal Goverkme Wash- 
ington spends comparatively little on 
education because that has-been virtually 
left to the municipalities and States. The 
cities spend little on army and navy and 
past-wars because that has been left to 
the nation. Suppose New York City were’ 
an. independent city-State like ancient 
Athens. What proportion’ of its rev- 
enues would it now be spending on its 
own army, navy, air fleet and'in interest 
on its past wars? Lét us not be too 
hard on the extravagances of Federal 
Government. 








“THE NEW. BARBARIANS.” .. 


|| Professor WitpuR CorTEz ABBOTT of: 


Harvard has just published “ The New 
Barbarians.” The “ jacket "—if, in the 
case of a ‘professor’s book, : it shouldn’t 
be called “ gown” or “ toga ”—describes 
it as “an attempt to evaluate the situa- 
tion in which wé find ourselves.” The 
New Barbarians: are the immigrants

EXT to being President or pitcher for 
the winning team in a world .series 
there is probably no eminence the 
ordinary small boy would rather at- 
tain than that of the heavyweight 

champion of the world. He who wears these 
perishable jaurels tastes fame in its most, 
tangible form. From the moment, 
as dramatic as could well be imag- 
ined, when the referee holds up his 
hand in token of victory to the in- 
evitable end when he  struggies 
vainly to rise to his feet before the 
count of ten. he is a centre of envy 
and adulation. Riches pour in 
upon him. He thinks in hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. He is an 
attraction on the stage, and, more 
recently, in the films. He may be 
ignorant, dumpish and incapable of 
a grammatical sentence or a sus- 
tained thought and still command 
respect. Even the rudiments of 
personal charm carry him far, and 
if he has the tact and-personality of 
a James J. Corbett he becomes a 
legend in his own lifetime. 
Corbett’s misfortune was in living 
before the prizering had risen to -its 
present pitch of profit and respecta- _ 
bility, and it may be set down as 
one of his achievements, perhaps, 
that he had as much to do as any 
fighter with bringing about this re- 
suit. He proved that it was pos- 
sible for a man to achieve success 
in the ring with quite as much re- 
spect for the decencies of life as 
is compatible with success in busi- 
ness or the professions. In an oc- 
cupation in which generosity was 
hardly an asset he displayed that 
‘quality abundantly, and he had a 
feeling for fair play and a sense of 
honor. These traits show them- 
selves. not in an absolutely flawless 
record, but in a willingness to own 
up to one or two minor lapses. On 
major questions of ethics he was 
absolutely sound. He can boast, 
unlike many fighters of his genera- 
tion and some since, “I have bluffed 
my Opponents sometimes, but it was 
beyond me ever to descend to fixing 
a fight.” He was, moreover, one 
of the most intelligent men who ever 
entered a ring. 
**Such success as I have had,” he 
says, ‘“‘was due to boxing, science, 
footwork, speed and the faculty of 
outguessing them, all of which off- 
set my lightness. Then, too, I had 
ambition, took care of myself, 
thought things out and had the abil- 
ity to dominate the other man.”’ 
This is a fair estimate. He was the 
best boxer of his day and one of the 
best in pugilistic history. And he 
“had the ability to dominate the 
other man."’ In every respect ex- 
cept sheer slugging power Sullivan. 
Jeffries and Fitzsimmons were chil- 
dren beside him. He was as far re- 
moved from the mere bruiser as the 
modern soldier is from the savage 
with a club. Yet he had staying 
power, as he showed when he fought 
Choynski twenty-eight rounds with a broken 
right hand, and when he hammered Peter 
Jackson sixty-one rounds to a draw. The 
great Sullivan, outwitted and defeated in 
tweny-one rounds, was a far easier victim. 
Corbett became a prizefighter becayse, in 
spite of the gentee] appearance and manner 
which earned him the nickname of ‘“‘Gentle- 
man Jim,” he had a real calling to the ring. 
His father, a livery stable keeper in San 
Francisco, had hoped he would become a 
priest, and, that seeming unlikely, had se- 
cured him a place in a bank. A chance en- 
counter with a school bully had shown him 
that he could whip boys twice his size, and 
this had encouraged him to go on boxing in 
amateur fashion. A pal named “Lew’’

This-book is in no sense a biog- 
raphy of Lenin. It is a study of 
the man at two stages of his career 
in which Trotsky was intimately as- 
soviated with him, periods which lie 
fifteen years apart. The first goes 
hack to 1902, when Lenin was liv- 
ing in London and working with a 
group of Russian Social Democrats 
who published there one of the of- 
ficial organs of that party, the paper 
iskra. The second opens with 
Trotsky’x arrival in Russia in the 
Spring of 1917, shortly after Lenin's 
ewn return. The book is pre-emi- 
nently a tribute to Lenin’s leader- 
ship. Trotsky appears in its first 
part as a youthful disciple who 
carve to London fresh from impris- 
pnment in Moscow, where he had 
read and admired Lenin’s book on 
‘The Development of Capitalism in 
Russia.” In 1908 there was a split 
in the Social Democratic Party, 
from which emerged the small Bol- 
shevist faction of which Lenin was 
the head. Trotsky did not at once 
foHow him, and for a time gathered 
about him a small middie group. of 
his own. Except for a brief period 
during the revolution of 1905, their 
paths did not converge again until 
the Spring of 1917, when Trotsky 
came to Lenin in Petrograd and told 
him that he was in full sympathy 
avith his views. The role which he 
depicts for himself thereafter was 
that of Lenin’s trusted consultant 
und aid. Whatever truth there may 
he in. the accusations of his enemies 
in the Communist Party that Trot- 
sky tried to grasp the dead leader’s 
mantle for his own shoulders, one 
van detect in this book no effort on 
Trotsky’s part to magnify himself 
at Lenin's expense. To him, plainly, 
Lenin was the greatest man in 
history. 

One may not agree with that es- 
timate; one may believe that Lenin 
made his stand’ upon a rock that 
must. crumble; yet one must admit 
that there does not come readily to 
mind another instance of such 
fiercely concentrated purpose as 
controlled this man’s career. Lenin 
was a fanatic, if you like, but no 
orfinary one,, It is amazing that 
after a lifetime spent chiefly. in the 
world of theory, he should come to

with a mind unspoiled for action. 
If Lenin was a visionary, it was 
only in the sense that he hoped for 
results which could never be real- 
ized; there was nothing visionary 
about his planning the steps by 
which those results were to be 
sought. He knew precisely how he 
meant to go.about gaining his ends.

This phase of his character 
is welt illustrated in Trotsky’s recol- 
lection: that Lenin had no use what- 
ever for formless conversations—the 
sort of aimless discourse that ‘‘gen- 
erally changed to exiles’ chat and 
disputes."" When he talked about 
the revolution every thought was 
directed toward the goal. 

One sees how completely Lenin’s 
mind was cast in the mold of revo- 
lution from Trotsky’s account of 29 


walk they took together shortly 
after his arrival in London:

Why not, then, 
go back almost a thousand years 
further to the man who had so much 
to say about the Lord Chancellors 
and House of Lords of his own day, 
who had as much wit and almost as 
much impropriety as Congreve, 
whose lyric notes sometimes almost 
soar to Shakespeare’s level, whose 
wild farce is every bit as good as 
Sganarelle, and who can be as ar- 
ecadian as ‘‘The Littie Clay Cart’’? 
One might do worse than have a try 
at Aristophanes, a past master of 
jazz. 

The evidence has just come from 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons in the form of 
three new -volumes in the Loeb 
Translations, comprising Aristopha- 
nes in the version of B. B. Rogers, 
long recognized as the Aristophanes 
in English. I still recall the high 
enthusiasm with which Paul Elmer 
More, who reads his Greek every 
morning as easily as we do the news- 
paper, only much more 
hailed the Rogers. volumes as they 
were coming out fifteen years ago. 
It was the original intention of the 
Loeb editors, in accordance with the 
guiding principle of that famous col- 
lection, to have a fresh translation 
made by Professor John Williams 
White of Harvard. But Professor 
White died before his task was com- 
pleted and only a brief general in- 
troduction from his hand is included 
in the present volumes. 
version was taken over without the 
learned apparatus and only a few 
abbreviated notes here and there. 
These are very few, as one would 
wish in a W. 8S. Gilbert of 420 B. C. 

Professor White disposes of the 

e business of explaining Aristophanes 
by putting it up to the reader. Once 
upon a time the great Hellenic far- 
ceur was accepted as a stern moral- 
ist and patriot intent upon lashing 
the vices and follies of his time. 
Then the fashions changed in aca- 
demic circles. Chemical analysis 
‘showed in Aristophanes such a high 
percentage of slapstick and bladder 
that criticism went the other way

N recent fiction there have been 
eloquent and superficial studies 
of the Jew as an artist, 
musician, author, or genius. In 
the drama, the “Potash and 

Perimutter’” conception of the 
Hebrew has dominated the stage 
with an elemental and unfair sort of 
humor.

HE author of this essay in the 
interpretation of the role of 
music in man’s life is a teacher, 
lecturer and author well known in 
England, whose specialty is the 
inter-relations between psychology 
and music. At several important 
schools of music in London he lec- 
tures on psychology and among his 
half dozen or more published books 
are titles as widely varied as that of 
this present volume, “Nerve Con- 
trol,"’ “A Book of Autosuggestions” 
and “Points on Practising.’’ In 
“Spirit and Music’’ he outlines his 
conception of the essential nature of 


music and of its place in man’s life 
as the expression of what is finest, 
sweetest and most enduring in his 
spirit, considers the conditions of in- 
spiration, discusses the part played 
in the interpretation of music by 
composers, performers and teachers; 
writes at some length on the place 
of music in education, and deals also 
with other phases of his subject. As 
a whole, the book expresses succinct- 
ly, and perhaps too briefly, a philos- 
ophy of life that is worth the atten- 
tion of the doubting inquirer into its 
significance. 
Music exists [says the author] 
as a permanent witness to the 
reality of the intangible and to the 








power and pre-eminence of qual- 
ities which no money can purchase 
and which Time is powerless to 
destroy. * * * It is an ally and 
co-witness with religion for imma- 
terial and spiritual ends. Another 
ally, in the guise of science, is also 
coming fast in support. * * * 
Presently, there can be but little 
doubt, we shall find the three, Re- 
ligion,- Science and Music -(or 
rather, Art in general) ranged side 
by side for the ultimate destruc- 
tion of the purely material and

Clipper-Ship Days 


THE BLACK CARGO. By J. P. Mar- 
quand. 270 pp. New York: Chartes 
Scribner's Sons. $2. 


OMETHING of the austere dig- 
nity, the spiritual fire and the 
lust for material possessions 
which have come to be asso- 
ciated with the New Engiand 
trader is captured by J. P. Mar- 
quand in “Black Cargo.’’ He writes 
of those bygone “days of sail and 
shifting wind’’ when the “world was 
a stranger place than it will ever be 
again." The wharves and the 
streets, the warehouses and the well- 
to-do homes of Mr. Marquand's sea- 
faring town bear magic aromas of 
spice, glimpses of bales of exotic 
fabrics, foreign trinkets, and the 
every-day sight of men come rolling 
in ,from the ‘‘far kingdoms of 
Cathay,” Java, Samarkand, the 
Guiana coast of Arica and the 
South Sea Islands. In no sense, 
however, has Mr. Marquand mar- 
shaled a museum piece. The pic- 
turesque elements of his setting are 
not only freshly related to the time 
of which he writes, 1833 and twenty 
years earlier, but are organically 
subordinate to the atmosphere of 
mystery and impending terror which 
centres in the dour yet finicking, 
unprincipled yet admirable, old Cal- 
vinisu hypocrite, Eliphalet Greer. 
Too often a mystery story is 
spoiled by the failure of the climax 
to equal anticipations; the author, 
all too frequently, is concerned with 
keeping the characters, and the 
reader, in the dark, and on the 
edge of the chair, and the final 
revelation is greeted with a disap~ 
pointed: ‘‘Is that all?’’ Mr. Mar- 
quand gives away, almost with the 
first page, the external aspects of 
bis situation, yet suspense is main~ 
tained at high pitch to see what the 
) characters are going to do about it. 
In other words, Mr. Marquand has 
}. consciously’ or instinctively observed 
a fundamental tenet of Aristotle: 
‘that the characters shall know noth- 
ing, the audience everything, from 
the start. 
Eliphalet Greer is the hinge upon 
which the story moves, yet Mr. Mar- 
| quand does not weaken him by eon- 
centrating epithets and adjectives 
upon him. He is revealed primarily 
through the confession of one of his 
, victims, Charles Jervaile, and 
| through his effect on all the other 
| characters. Mr. Marquand knows 
the potency of indirection; his 
Fliphalet dominates even when he is 
‘| Most distant from the apparent fo- 
) cus of attention. Eliphalet is almost 
| as terrifyingly uncertain and ali- 
4 powerful an instrument of a hostile 
\ destiny as the diabolical white whale 
‘in “‘Moby Dick"’; he is, further, in 
| himself a close parallel to that Titan 
(| of hate, Captain Ahab. The novel 
itself is far more closely knit than 
| **Moby Dick’’ and far less over- 
| whelming in mystical import. ‘‘The 
| Black Cargo”’ is a not too rounded 
) study in retribution: that is, the 
: fate of Eliphalet is sufficiently inde- 
| terminate to point more acutely the 
| downfall of Charles. 
| Charles is purported to be writing, 
jin his old age, a self-justification in 
pan attempt to evade the stigma of 
one -of Eliphalet Greer’s men,”’ 


which haunts him. He is recalling 
two days of his life, sixty years 
earlier, and events in Greer’s career 
back to twenty years earlier still, 
when Greer appeared out of the 
marsh-lands with all his goods in a 
handkerchief. Greer is a living 
epitome of the will to get rich; he 
is, even more, the very apologue of 
acquisitiveness, without being sim- 
plified as a personified parable. Mr. 
Marquand makes of Greer at once 
an appetite for wickedness, a fierce- 
ly cautious Pharisee, bold in plan, 
timid in execution and an appeal- 
ing human being. That is no small 
achievement. 

Those two days are crammed with 
a staggering accumulation of -rec- 
ognitions, on Charles's part, of the 
sins of Eliphalet, until his compiete 
revulsion is accomplished with the 
final branding of Greer and his dis- 
appearance as a refugee forever. 
Greer is a pirate and a trader, uncer 
penalty of death, in furtive cargoes 
of negro slaves for South America. 
That is the secret of his wealth, and 
of the bitter lines about his mouth. 

There is a hint of a swagger in the 
way Eliphalet wears his cloak, and 
his long gray hair... There. ts a bra- 
vado in the slant of his hat, out of 
all consonance with his status as a 
pillar of society and a decoration or 
his church. The mad irony of 
Eliphalet kneeling in prayer for the 
soul of one of his paid tools is a 
grim synthesis of all the contradic- 
tions of his being. The slave trade, 
therefore, is seen ag something more 
than Greer’s greed for money; it is 
the unquenchabie adventurousness 
in him, that “grows with what it 
feeds on."’ 

How Charles came under the 
Power of Eliphalet, what deed 
Charles was commissioned to do on 
a lonely little island in the South 
Pacific, what empty hut he found 
there, what ghost came back to 
haunt Eliphalet and drive him 
forth disgraced, it would be unfair 
to tell. 2 

Mr. Marquand incidentally but 
invincibly recreates the vanished 
glories of the clipper ships of New 
England. His Eliphalet is the real 
triumph of the yarn. It is a thor-~ 
oughly mean, yet wholly sympa- 
thetic, expression of the conflict be- 
tween pride of place and desire of 
inner peace. Above all, the novel is 
superbly told and moves without a 
hitch or a strained note. 


IN INDIANA 
THE KEYS OF THE CITY. By

N “The Keys of the pte Mr. 
Davis has abandoned the city 
scenes which provided him with 
such original material for his 


shrewd, penetrating humor in “I'll!” 


Show You the Town,” and has gone 
back to an Indiana setting. Hollis- 
burg, Ind., is a self-righteous coun- 
try town, dominated by the boosting 
Chamber of Commerce and by the 
“big man,’’ St. Elmo Pence, who 
owns the bank, the best real estate, 
the police department and the insur- 
ance company. Into this town drifts 
Nicholas Rexford, a young ex-mil- 





lionaire. whose grandfather had cut 








him off with a beggarly $25,000, con- 
ditional on Nick's supporting himself 
by the sweat of his brow for tweive 
calendar months on end. When Herb 
Pence, son of the leading citizen, told 
Nick to give Hollisburg a wide berth. 
Nick was intrigued; when he met 
Ruth Hollis, daughter of the impov- 
erished first family, Colonel Oliver 
Perry Morton Hollis, who has never 
worked or relinquished his sociul 
primacy, Nick found additional rea- 
sons for realizing that Hollisburg was 
“different.”” 

A most ingenious plot is plausibly 
concatenated to a climax, in which 
Nick gets his Ruth, the Colonel! dis- 
covers an unsuspected aptitude and 
liking for work, St. Elmo Pence is 
dethroned and reduced in wealth and 
the old order of things definitely re- 
versed for the better. So adroitly is 
the action managed that an almost 
melodramatic poetic justice is meted 
out to every one of the engagingly 
plausible malefactors whose machi- 
nations were accidental excrescences 
in the ‘course of true love, excres- 
ences which true love flattened out 
with the inevitable precision of a 
steam roller. To relate the precise 
details of action and event would be 
an injustice to a really fine perform- 
ance of fugue and counterpoint in a 
classically conceived and virilely exe- 
cuted piece of artistic structure. 

However, it is not amiss to indicate 
that anothcr merely mid-Western 
love story is not worth the pains of 
such artistry. Moreover, the theme 
of an unknown young man play- 
ing Nemesis to an Indiana town 
has been rather better handled 
by another Indianian in Booth 

‘on's “The Conguest of Ca- 
naan. “The Keys of the City” 
lacks the sincerity and the power of 
its literary predecessor; and it does 
not atone for its omissions by any 
marked instance of the qualities 
which have made Mr. Davis’s very 
able work so diverting to the man 
in the street and so uncommonly true 
to life. 

Of Mr. Davis’s quiet Yankee humor 
there is not so much evidence as in 
his earlier writings. His character- 
ization is catholic and diverting, but 
takes the form rather of direct ob- 
servation of type than selection of 
significant detail. Once he remarks, 
with a trace of his suave irony, that 
“Christian charity * * * was strong 
enough to interest millions of people 
in massacred Armenians and starv- 
ing Chinese, but it didn’t seem likely 
that it would interest anybody in a 
floating laborer.’” The most char- 
ucteristic touch of his restrained 
humor is his really fine description 
of a fight between Herb and Nick at 
a country club, when all the men 
gazed on in delight and exclaimed 
“Damn shame. Somebody ought to 
stop *em.”’ 

In his treatment of the other sex 
Mr. Davis is generally at his- best, 
but here again he is somewhat off 
his beat. Charming in description 
of the sophisticated naiveté of the 
New York female, he is hampered by 
lack of fuel in his portrayal of inno- 
cence in Indiana. Once only does 
the feminine emerge from the type, 
when Nick asks Ruth if she'd 
“mind” spending the Winters in 
New York. ‘‘Now you know,” said

Ruth, “I've always wanted to see 
New York.’’ Instead of his normal, 
wholesome deflation of the charming 
foibles of women, he gives us such 
apt, but not distinctive, observations 
of mid-Western girlhood: 

* * *the daughters of Middle 
Western magnates, in New York 
and Paim Beach, in Paris and 
Deauville—ornate and aggressive, 
dressed with worried regard of for- 
mal correctness and ostentatious 
disregard of expense, because 
among people who didn’t know 
who they were their clothes, were 
the only guide to what they were. 

But the other girl was different 
* * * the thing that disturbed 
him was the sardonic twist of her 
mouth, the rather defiant sullen- 
ness of her handsome face. Here 
was No ordinary aill-too-contented 
small-town girl. He had seen faces 
like that since the war, in Vienna 
and Budapest, even in Paris and 
London—women of what had once 
been an aristocracy, women whose 
world had crashed beneath their 
feet and who preferred to smile at 
it disdainfully rather 1 
themselves crash with it. * * * 


“The Keys of the City’’ reads as 
though Elmer Davis were trying ‘to 
change his gait. Slightly more pre- 
tentious and closer to convention 
than “I'll Show You the Town,” it 
lacks the witty and exuberant 
charm of that book. At the same 
time, its literary pretensions are 
slight. The Great American novel 
may yet be written, and Elmer Davis 
has a better chance of writing it 
than most, for he is singularly devoid 
of buncombe and illusions; but it can 
never be written by a man who does 
not thoroughly believe in the quali- 
ties of his own work, and one doubts 
that Elmer Davis is keenly conscious 
in ‘“‘The Keys of the City’’ of having 
written anything but a rather con- 
ventional, rather amusing love story.

the champion of honest doubt, 

a firm believer in the clarify- 
ing value of frank skepticism. And 
at the outset of each year, as a new 
class in philosophy started, he would 
bring this home to his-students by 
means of the following story: 

There was once a negro preacher 
who on a certain occasion elected to 
preach on the subject of creation, 
stating that the Lord made the white 
man and the black man and the red 
man and the yellow man out of clay 
and stood them up against a fence 
to dry. The congregation was pow- 
erfully moved—all except one elderly 
deacon, who approached the preacher 
after the service with a highly dis- 
concerting question. How, queried 
the deacon, could the Lord stand his 
newly made clay creations against a 
fence to dry when up to that time 
there had been no man to build the 
fence? The colored parson scratched 
his head in perplexity and then burst 
forth: 

“You ain’t got no right to ax that 
question!”’ ‘‘You ain’t got no right 
atall. Why, three such questions as 
that would bust any religion!’’ 

And three such admissions as are 
made by Floyd Dell in his new novel, 





“This Mad Ideal," are going to 
**bust’’ the modern, school of fiction. 

Not that there is anything in ‘‘This 
Mad Ideal’’ to call down the wrath 
of the censor. Far from it. The 
story has not even one-half of 1 per 
eent. kick. But Floyd Dell, whether 
from cynicism born of years or from 
whatever cause, we know not, has 
suddenly turned iconoclast and torn 
to shreds the idol which the Green- 
wich group of novelists, playwrights 
and short-story writers has been at 
such pains, over so long a. stretch of 
time, to set up. That the idol could 
so readily be reduced to shreds will 
confirm many in their secretly cher- 
ished opinion that it was a man of 
straw from the first. But let us 
see just what it is that Mr. Dell has 
done. 

“This Mad Ideal’‘—the title is 
taken from a line in Browning—is 
the story of Judith Valentine, who, 
like Cleopatra, had ‘‘iinmortal long- 
ings."’ And yet not like Cleopatra. 
either, since all the mind of the 
Egyptian Queen was set upon escap- 
ing earthly life. Judith’s whole 
mind is directed to that achieving of 
immortality and amid mortality 
which is so admirably expressed in 
the ringing chorus (quoted by Dell), 
**Hallelujah, I'm a bum!’’ Judith. 
an orphan, had inherited her pen- 
chant for self-determination from 
her mother, but it is crystallized—or 
is the proper figure of speech gal- 
vanized—by her contact with Hugo 
Massinger, reporter, backwoodsman 
and tramp. For a year Judith sits 
at the feet of Hugo. ‘‘But’’ and a 
long dash (both the novelist’s) 

In the year and more that she 
had known him she had heard all 
his stories. He had come to the 
end of his epic at last and could 
only tell it over again. She knew 
his adventures by heart. She did_ 
not scorn them, but they weren't 
so bold and beautiful as they 
seemed at first. And he—instead 
of being a willful and curious seek- 
er after strange beauty—- seemed a 
harassed creature of circumstance, 
tossed here and there by the waves 
and winds of chance. 
ried in this 
cause it was something he wanted 
but because it was something that 
had happened to him. That was 
all right; it was lucky for him that 
he could take every accident as a 
gift of the gods to their favorite 
-child. It gave him a childlike 
charm. But that charm had al- 
ready begun to weary her. 

We submit—can the tramp school 
of fiction survive three such admis- 
sions as this? 

At the same time, Mr. Dell's novel; 
as a whole, is not without many win- 
some features. In point of language, 
of style, the narrative is colorless; 
but Dell has succeeded in recaptur- 
ing something of his earlier gift for 
telling a story as distinguished from 
merely building one. And the au- 
thor’s psychologizing of Judith is di- 
rect and convincing, especialily in 
the few chapters devoted to her 
childhood. In fact, Floyd Dell’s pic- 
ture of the little girl, with her hens, 
with her dying mother in a Boston 
lodging house, climbing trees in the 
park and coming to the realization 
that for some very puzzling reason 
nice little girls do not show their 
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legs, taking a swim naked in a moon- 
lit ocean and standing on her head 
(still in the nude) on a rock. where 
she is discovered and put to shame— 
pefuddled little Judith, getting her 
vyes opened to life like a kitten or a 
puppy, is a bit of pen drawing that 
exercises many fascinations. Judith 
xrown up—to 20 or thereahbout that 
is—is less compelling. 

And has not Floyd Deli himself 
given us the reason? In view of the 
passage already quoted, is it any 
wonder if the reader is not entirely 
cenyineed? Fer it is clear that the 
author himself was not convinced. 
The story is bravely ‘tricked out 
with snatches of poetry, including 
two stanzas from the ‘“‘Childe Ro- 
land’ o. Browning. Childe Roland, 
it will be recalled, came to a certain 
dark tower; but. instead of being 
taunted thereat he -but blew more 
lustily on his horn. Judith Valen- 
tine comes to her dark*“tower. and, 
although she succeeds in winding a 
blast. it is a little feeble and some- 
what pathetically blown. 


Indeed. there is more of pathos to) 


“This Mad Ideal than strikes the 
eye—or so it seems to the reviewer. 
Not but that the story is begui‘ing; 
an afternoon devoted to its reading 
will not be unpleasantly spent. Not 
but that it is, moderately dramatic. 
Not but that Judith, refusing to let 
herself be swallowed up in mediocri- 
ty, ov to permit the boy she ix on the 
verge of marrying to abandon his 
career ax an artist—net but that a 
vital issue in young lives is here 
presented. But this modernity is 
now all so old, so threadbare. The 
twentieth century is nearly a quarter 
of a hundred years gone. ts it not 
time to get fresh ideas?

The founder and teader of the Levei- 
lers had all the tricks and turns of 
the political agitator as fully at his 
command as had Cobbett. Cobbett, 
though born in an age when 
pamphieteering and newspaper writ- 
ing was much easier than. in : the 
age of Cromwell, could yet have 
taught Lilburne nothing. Even in 
the matter of compromising on law- 
suits, bringing indictments to noth- 
ing and preventing juries giving 
unanimous verdicts Lilburne holds 
the record—certainly in time, and 
probably in dexterity... Both of them 
had supreme contempt for ‘‘silken 
Levellers,"" and neither of them 
would go an inch beyond the line 
which he had marked with the 
placard: ‘“Thus far, and no further.”’

They are 
not only clear, they are fuminous. 
Mannerisms, overrefinement, polish 
that leaves the matter lifeless—all 
faults that English and American 
readers are sure to find in much 
French writing—are banished by 
Sainte-Beuve. There was no time 
for them to creep it; the thing had 
to be done right the first time.

Professor Mott has supplied a 
very full account of the life of 
Sainte-Beuve. He gives, too, a 
complete, résumé of his important 
longer works and a good survey of 
the essays. While much has been 
written about the critic, particularly 
at the time of the centenary of his 
birth in 1904, Professor Mott is yet 
able to offer his book as the first 
full biography. As for the life, it 
is less interesting than one might 
expect. - Sainte-Beuve’s strange af- 
fair with Mme. Hugo, before and 
after the great Victor took unto 
himself the faithful Juliette Drouet, 
fails somehow to excite much ro- 
mantic interest. 
Beuve’s relations with the Récamier 
circle, where Chateaubriand war 
lion, and with the Bonapartes lack 
the charm of many intimate revela- 
tions. The fault is not Professor 
Mott’s, but Sainte-Beuve’s. He 
really did not belong in that sort 
of society. He was too good a jour- 


nalist, not enough of a poet or nov-| 


elist, too sane at bottom to go along 
with erratic genius. Best of all are 
his relations with George Sand, for 
whom he was a kind of father con- 
fessor, always safe amid the devas- 
tation caused by that remarkable 
woman among men of genius. 
Professor Mott admires Sainte- 
Beuve immensely and he succeeds 
in making his reatiers share his 
sympathy for the man who has 
not escaped calumny. But when, in 
the very first line of his preface, 
Professor Mott says’ ‘‘Sainte-Beuve 
is universally recognized as the 
greatest literary critic of France’’ 
he gives us pause. ‘“Universaliy’’ 
and “‘greatest’’: are strong words. 
We do not know what the Brahmin 
sages or the learned doctors of 
China think of Sainte-Beuve, but 
looking back over such names of re- 
cent years as Taine, Renan, Jules

But the episode was not with- 
out value, for in that brief moment

We have acceptgd our 
ancestry, monkeys and all; and, in- 
stead of resenting the imputation, 
we are much more inclined to resent 
any attempt to disturb our com- 
placency. Indeed, so loyal are we 
to the simian fact of our ancestry, it 
would seem that we were descended 
from pet monkeys. All of which 
flage is merely by way of intro- 
ucing Professor Louis Trenchard 
More of the University of Cincinnati, 
whose recent lectures at Princeton 
University on the Louis Clark Va-- 
nuxem Foundation are now pub-. 
lished under the title ‘‘The Dogma 
of Evolution."" Professor More, a 
perusal of the pages inclines us to 
*elieve, is by way of being severely 
scratched.

Physics. Obviously, therefore, it 
would not be possible for him, as a 
scientist trained in so fundamental a 
field as that of physical phenomena, 
to deny the operative presence of 
law in the biological realm. But Pro- 
fessor More does deny to evolution 
certain of the claims of its strictest 
adherents; and "he resents fhe intru- 
sion into the domains of social and 
religious discussion of certain corol- 
lariés of the doctrine of evolution. 
Since the major purpose of his book 
is, as the reviewer sees it, the sub- 
stantiation of his position in respect 
to these matters, a discussion of his 
views becomes the principal task of 
a review. But that there may be no 
misunderstanding of Professor 
More's position—or, rather, that it 
may be seen whether or not the re- 
viewer has misread him—the purpose 
of the book, as stated in the intro- 
ductory chapter, will be given in the 
author’s own words: 

The purpose of the book [writes 
Professor More] is not to discuss 
the validity of evolution as a scien- 
tific biological theory, but rather 
to trace the effects of its fe geanerr 
tion to the broader fields of social 
life and religion. The doctrine of 
the early founders of evolution [for 
Professor More these are: La- 
marck, Spencer, Darwin, Huxley, 
Fiske and Haeckel} was clear, and 
it was pronounced with authority; 
today it is confused and broken 
with so many cross-currents that 
it is very doubtful if many of those 
who confidently subscribe to the 
dogma of evolution as the explan— 
ation of life, of society, and of re- 
ligion, know what it really re- 
quires us to believe. In spite of 
the fact that much of the earlier 

work.has been 

it is equally true that [the italics 
are those of the lecturer] modern 
diolgists are still using the ideas 
and methods of thei predecessors. 
If these ideas and methods are 
fundamentally wrong, .then the 
monistic and naturalistic - philoso- 
phy, which has followed from the 
doctrine of evolution and which is 
still dominant, will fall also. 

It would vake too long to give any- 
thing like an exposition of the earlier 
portions of ‘“The Dogma of Evolu- 
tion.”’ The author, after his intro- 
ductory lecture, takes up in succes- 
sion the attitude -of the Greek 
philosophers toward science, the me- 
dieval attitude—which was 
upon the medieval interpretation of 
palaeontology and geol- 


ogy. with their positive evidence for 
evolution; the work of Lamarck and 
the work of Darwin. These lectures, 
which may be classed as Professor 
More’s historical clearing of the 
path, prepare for the three lectures 
which constitute the real reason for 
the book. The headings are 
“Life as Mechanism,’’ ‘‘Evolution 
and Society,’’ and ‘‘Evolution and 
Religion.”’ 

Professor More's elucidation in the 
historical chapters is to be highly 
recommended ; besides being thorough 
‘in analysis and accurate in state- 
ment, it is set forth with a sim- 
Plicity of language. which is rare 
among writers on philosophical sub- 
jects, even those writers who 
confine ‘themselves to history of 
philosophy. And he corrects these

structive, or at least, critical chap- 
ters. 

The point against which the author 
aims his attack on what he seeks to 
prove an untenable intrusion into 
human life of the dogma of evolu- 
tion is the resulting view that life 
is mechanized, remorselessly beld in 
the grip of a fatalistic determination 
that comes not from without but 
from within. This deterministic ar- 
gument based on biology is suf- 
ficiently familiar to require no more 
than a word or two in recapitula- 
tion; it might be stated something as 
follows: Every human being is what 
he is, acts in whatever way he acts, 
because he is thus and so biolog- 
ically. Were it possible to make a 
complete bio-chemical and bio-physi- 
cal analysis of a.man, as a com-

| twist, especially by those whose ven- 


eration for the Greeks has led hem 
to seein ancient scientific writings, } 
especially those of Aristotle, a highly 
modern reading. The Greek philoso- 
phers were profoundly cognizant of 
change in things, the ‘‘flux’’. of 
Heraclitus, but they were far from 
interpreting this change in terms of 
formulated law, ‘east of all a law 
of evolution. And although Aristotle 
may-loosely be styled ‘‘the father of 
evolution,’’ the attempt of more 
than one modern writer to trace a 
direct descent of nineteenth century 
thought from Aristotle and his pred- 
ecessors is far-fetched and. without 
sufficient warrant, as Professor 
Mere points out. 

Now, it is the fashion [he 
writes) for historians, especially 
of evolution, to develop that sub- 
ject as an evolution of thought 
from. the eariiest times. If De- 
mocritus, Empedociles, Aristotle, 
St. Augustine but mention the 
word “‘ch Ee tion with 
life, they are portrayed-as fathers 
or cornerstones of evolution. 

Too little search is made to ascer- 
tain the attitude of mind of these 
earlier writers, he maintains, with 
the result that history is falsi- 
fied. These philosophers perceived 
“change,’’ but their interpretation 
was not that of the great discoverers 
and exponents of evolution as we

This is, in brief, the ‘‘cell 
theory’’ of evolution, and before it 
Professor -More throws down the 
gauntlet in the following words: 


When we strip from the mechan- 
istic cell theory its wrapping of 
mysticism and technica) verbiage 
no more inadequate proposition 
was ever imagined. The idea of 
inorganic matter being an aggre- 
gation of molecules has been seized 
upon (by the biological evolution- 
ists, that is), but the one restric- 
tion which makes the molecular 
hypothesis in physics reasonable 
has been quite overlooked. Mole- 
cules of water for example, when 
added together make only water; 
cells when added together make 
(when thé biologist takes over the 
molecular theory) such different 
things as hearts, brains and mus- 
cles. A molecule of water can be, 
and is, endowed with all the prop- 
erties of a gallon of water except 
mere size and mass. A germ cell 
of a man has not the properties of 
aman. The physicist who exam- 
ines a tiny crystal of ice the size of 
an ovum can detail to you all the 

properties of a pound of ice, or 

‘else physies would be futile as a 





science; the biologist studies the 





cell and says: Add cells together 
and ali the properties change. 


And later he compietes his dec- 
laration of independence by saying: 
‘‘Believing as I do in free-will.’’ 
That FProfeasor More is, as a sci- 
entist, compelled to acknowledge the 
truth of the theory of evolution, but 
is unwilling to accept its conse- 
quences, is apparent; the fallacious 
nature of his argument should aiso 
be apparent. There is nothing more 
dangerous than the argument from 
analogy, as every scientist knows; 
yet the Princeton lecturer, with eyes 
open, rushes in where mere 
logicians fear to tread. The lo- 
gists did not “‘seize’’ upon the physi- 
cists’ molecular theory; they found 
their own molecular (cell) theory 
forced upon them inductively after 
an examination of the data of biol- 
ogy. If any analogy there be, it is 
purely accidental; and biology would 
have reachéd the cell theory if phys- 
ies had no molecular theory. But 
Professor More goes even more wide- 
ly astray when he essays to pillory 
the monstrous acts of the evolu- 
tionary dogma when it breaks loose 
in society. An example will serve: 
It is easy for us to see [this is 
in the chapter ‘“*Evolution and So- 
ciety” ] the misery, the injustice, 
the superstition which prevailed 
during the Middie Ages. But the 
flower of that civilization, such a 
man as St. Francis of Assisi, who 
truly sought and even found a 
mystical communion with God, in- 
spires us with a feeling of reveren- 
tial wonder. In comparison with 
such a religious life as he and his 
sincere followers led, that of our 
humanitarian social ers seems | 
trivial and barren. 


Yet, be it noted, this triviality, and 
barrenness of the life of these 5 
workers is not because they may not 
have, individually, great. souls—Pro- 
fessor More is elsewhere. most insis- 
tent on the soul—but because social! 
work, humanitarianism, is due to the 
erroneous belief, sprung from the 
doctrine of evolution, that humans in 
the mass may gradually, through the 
generations, be brought to a higher 
Plane. This phase may not be dwelt 
on further, for the review must - 
hurry on to the major matter of the 
book—the author’s theory of free- 
will. But one observation will be 
made in passing. The Ohio physicist,

DRAMATIZING THE SOUL | 

TONGUES OF FIRE AND OTHER | 
STORIES. Bu_ Algernon Black- 
wood, 283 pp. New York; FE. P. 
Dutton & Co. $2.00. . 
HERE are a great many books 
published in the course of a 
year; myriads of books, it some- 

times seems; a_ veritable locust 
plague of books.: And not one year 
but every year; year after year. 

Not infrequently one wishes one had 

never been taught to read. But one 

goes on reading—this book to im- 

prove® his mind,. that because every 
one else is reading it, and not to 
follow every one else is, of course, 
not to be thought of. And then 
along comes a book which one can 
read for no reason at all except the 
joy of reading. Here comes to mind, 
first of all, ‘‘Arabian Nights’’; next 
is “Robinson Crusoe.'’ Coming down 
nearer to the present, certain of the 
tales of Stevenson. And coming 
quite ta the present, those storics 
which from time to time flow off 
the magically wielded pen of Alger- 
non Blackwood. Will Blackwood 
live? Nobody asks. Is he a great 
writer? The question is beside the 
point. Blackwood gets back to the 
first principles of the story-telling 
art--he tells a story artlessly (or 
seemingly so) and for the sheer love 
of story telling. In short, he tells 
a story as_a gypsy fortune-teller 
tells lies—and all one can do is to 
sit around and listen; for the time 
being, at least, enwrapped, en- 
thralled. And he has been at it 
again, this man Blackwood, 

“Tongues of Fire'’ being the title, 

with the addendum (fof course) 

“And Other Stories."" 

Twenty-one short talés go to make 
up the table of contents; twenty-one 
short tales which are neither of this 
world nor any other, but of that 
nebulous no-man’s country which is 
between the worlds. Is there a 
fourth dimension? There is nene for 
seometry; and although in certain 
branches of pure mathematics four- 
dimensional space is postulated, such 
postulations are entirely outside the 
realm of practical discourse. And 
there is another fourth dimension, 
not real either for practical dis- 
course; but with this difference—it 
is real for the person. whose mind 
has penetrated therein. Various 
names are given to this kind of 
reality; some call it madness, But 
those who have entered can tell a 
hawk from a handsaw for all that. 
It is the region in which conscience 
operates. Certain minds are ahle to!

Algernon Blackwood, as he himself 
tells us in that unusual piece of 
autobiography, “Episodes Before 
Thirty."’ for a brief period in his life 
fell under the lure of opium. Opium 
is the open sesame to the nebulous 
no-man’s country which is between 
worlds. It induces in the person who 
uses it the ry detach t 
from practical reality and the nec- 
essary perception of the reality of 
unreality: This is not to say that 
any of the present tales by Black- 
wood have an opium beginning, or 
an opium background; the point is, 
that they are tales of that unreality 
which is more real than reality. _To 
take one story; it is called “leter- 
shin and Mr- Snide."’ 

Not too much of the tale will be 
retold, but this much may be said. 
is a man of honest 
thoughts and generous impulses. Mr. 
Snide is a bit above him in the 
world, and Petershin is both pleased 
and taken in by the condescension 
of his friend. How the true nature 
of Mr. Snide is at last revealed the 
reader must discover for himself. 
But it is in no ordinary way. Yet, 
if the means is occult, it is not an 
occultism which is dragged in by the 
hair of the head; it is a form of 
occultism with which every one is 
familiar, being the outgrowth of an 
auto-suggestion. The occultism of 
the opening’ story is more bald, less 
convincing. Yet here, in spite of 
magic imported from the Orient, the 
reeder can read in auto-suggestion ; 
he can read in conscience. Thus the 
story ‘becomes more sharply effec- 
tive. And it will in no wise lessen 
the suspense or the dramatic telling. 

And this brings us to the core of 
Blackwood. This singularly gifted 
author,~whose name has every right 
to be linked with that of Poe and 
of Stevenson, like these predecessors 
dramatizes what for lack of any 
other term we call the soul. If his 
characters have something of flesh 
and bone, it is only because the soul 
Black- 
wood releases it as speedily as pos- 
sible; in some cases permanently, in 
others only temporarily. The reader, 
it is hardly necessary to add, gets 
out of a story just what he puts in. 
The sensitized mind will find more 
in them than a mind not sensitive to 
shades and soul-meanings. And this 
brings the discussion back to Poe 
and Stevenson and the criticism of 
Blackwood hinted at above. 

The meaning of Blackwood tis often 
not readily grasped, or when grasped 
it seems inadequate. This is not so ! 
with such a story as “‘The Fall of : 
the House of Usher’ or ‘‘Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde.” Although like 
Blackwood both Poe and Stevenson 
are dealing with the nebulous, each 
has a definite purpose which is car- 
ried relentlessly to the end. And 
Stevenson more than Poe. The 
effect of ‘‘Dr. Jekyll” is single; with 
Blackwood the effect is too often 
dispersed. But this is to be almost 
hypercritical. Blackwood, if the least 
of the trio, nevertheless has the 
right to be Hnked with these two. 
‘*Tongues of Flame,’’ it may be safe- 
ly be hazarded, will be widely read.

INCE 1916, when the catalogue 
of Americana first announced 
the public dispersal of the 
Britweli -Court library, fully 
three-quarters of the many 

thousand pieces recorded in the four- 
teen successive sales catalogues have 
come to the United States. Most of 
these have taken the golden route to 
California, where, with the excep- 
tion of duplicates or inferior copies, 
they will remain. Compared with 
their long seclusion in Britweill Court 
house, their public appearances have 
been brief, for the majority of them 
pass again into seclusion in new 
homes. Few of them are to be found 
in dealers’ catalogues aftér the vari- 
ous sales. A residue of those sold 
remains in England, but it is an 
insignificant fragment of that mag- 
nificent whole that England once 
Possessed. 


Great hands have held these treas- 
ures that made up the Britwell li- 


some of the most famous of English 
collectors. Chief among these was 
Richard Heber. When the unwield- 
ly, swollen proportions of his library 
began to be reduced by the sales first 
begun in 1834 the finest pieces in it 
were purchased—cartioads at a time 
—by William Henry Miller, founder 
of the Britwell library. One may be 
mildly facetious and still fairly ac- 
curate when one says that Heber had 
tried to corner the market in rare 
books. Had he lived much longer 
he might have so far succeeded in 
his book gluttony as to have 
gathered up every rare book lying 
about loose, for in the thirty-three 
years in which he collected, from 
1800 on, he had purchased literary 
property with such whole-hearted 
zea) that some 200,000 volumes made 
monuments of his three libraries in 
three countries. 

In addition to some of the finest 
and most important books printed in 
the English language, his libraries 
provided shelter for a motley army 
of duplicates, ‘‘crippies’’ and hy- 
brids. He had that inordinate desire 
for books which is the sign of great 
love, but he had something else as 
well—a connoisseur’s instinet for in- 
trinsic merit and material value. So 
the real rarities in his libraries which 
later found their way into the hands 
of Miller were not obtained by the 
mere element of chance. 


FTER Heber other collectors 
came and went, but, until his 
death in 1848, Miller was pres- 

ent at all the various sales that dis- 
persed their libraries. Such names 
as Freeling, Chalmers, Skegg, Jolley, 
Bright and Holgate will be immedi- 
ately familiar to the collectors of 
early English books, and the choicest 
rarities that they had possessed 
found their way to Britwell Court. 
Even after his death Miller’s succes- 
sors continued to purchase books; 
some of the finest pieces from the 
Maurice Johnson estate, 1898, be- 
came a part of the library he had 
formed. 

It may be of mterest to know 
something of the original owner of 
this great library. William Henry 
Miller was born in 1798. He was an

However, it was no longer 
as easy 2s uncle and nephew had 
imagined, and they eventually came 
to look uper one another as veterans 
in a long and bitter struggle, 
struggle for a foothold in the New 
World, the struggle against their 
own past, with its age-old fears, ex- 
clusions and limitations. 

Then the attitude of the commu- 
nity began to change; Lincoln be- 
came Jew-conscious.

young George ‘‘broke’’ an ungovern- 
able colt belonging to his mother. 
Unfortunately, the .colt burst its 
heart and died under his dete: mined 
rider. At breakfast, conversation 
turned to the subject of colts, finally 
to the favorite colt. Uneasy silence 
prevailed for a moment, then George 
related the incident to his mother. 

“It is well,’ said his mother. 
*‘But while I regret the loss of my 
favorite, I rejoice in my son, who 
always speaks the truth."’ 

Regarding George Washington's 
education, Weems has a hard time 
with the facts, but tries to gloss 
matters over so that the reader will 
get the impression that he was a 
capable young scholar who, ‘‘alb- 
though he never learned a syllable 
of Latin,"’ excelled in ‘‘reading, 
spelling, English grammar, arithme- 
tic, bookkeeping and geography.’’ 

P, L. Ford, however, in his biogra- 
phy proves beyond all doubt that 
the book education of Washington 
was meagre, and that even in such 
rudiments as spelling and grammar 
he was uncertain all his life. Just 
why this should be so remains a 
mystery. For Washington was not 
the ‘“‘poor, country boy type of 
humble origin.’’ His family came 
from the English aristocracy, had 
estates in Virginia of 8,000 acres or 
more, owned many slaves as well, 
and were among the foremost fami- 
lies socially. It seems as if a good 
schooling would have been forced 
down his throat, so to speak; but 
evidently was not. 

Moreover, the fact remains that 
Washington was sensitive about his 
lack of education. When it was sug- 
gested that he write his memoirs, he 
said: ‘‘A consciousness of a defective 
education, and a certainty of the 
want of time unfit me for such an 
undertaking.”’ 

He refused to visit France because 
he could not speak the language, and 
**to converse through the medium of 
an interpreter upon common oc- 
casions, especialiy with the tadies, 
must appear so extremely awkward, 
insipid and uncouth that I can scarce 
bear it in idea.’’ 

When told that the letters he had 





written while in command of the 
Virginia Regiment would probably 
be used in a biography he went 
through them and with pathetic 
pains tried to build them into better 
literary form by interlining correc- 
tions. Ford has a facsimile of one 
of these corrected letters in his biog- 
raphy, and also ‘makes known the 
fact that most of the correspondence 
signed by Washington during the 
revolution was written by his aids. 

Pickering said he had every reason 
to believe that not only the composi- 
tion, the clothing of the ideas, but 
the ideas themselves originated with 
the writers. During the Presidency 
nearly all written material of a pub- 
lic nature was done for Washington 
by Hamilton, Jefferson, Madison and 
Randolph. The famous Farewell Ad- 
dress is said to have been the com- 
bined efforts of at least two of these 
and Washington. Washington's 
greatness did not depend on his 
ability to draft the well-phrased, 
flowing messages popular at his time. 


Weems Portrays a War God 


Portraying Washington the soldier 
and leader, Weems gives the follow- 
ing account of him at the™battle of 
Monmouth, where he came upon Lee 
in full retreat: 

“Dashing by the madman, [Lee], 
Washington rode up to his troops, 
who at sight of him rent the air with 
‘God save great Washington!’ 

** “My. brave fellows,’ said he: ‘can 
you fight?’ ’’ 

They answered with three cheers. 
‘*“*Then face about, my heroes, and 
charge!"" Which, according to Mr. 
Weems, they promptly did. Until re- 
cently Washington has nearly al- 
ways been pictured as a sort of 
‘light opera’’ soldier to the youth of 
America. 

**See! There he stands [according 
to Weems], with the port of Mars, 
the destroyer, dark frowning over 
the fields of war; the lightning of 
Potter’s blade is by his side! * * * 
His war horse pants with impatience 
to bear him, > speedy thunderbolt, 
against the pale and bleeding ranks 
of Britain!’ Here he is no longer 
the soldier, nor even the General: 
he is The War God.

Obviously, he was not as Weems 
Pictures him in action. Ford tells 
when the British 
landed at New York. Two brigades 
of New England infantry turned 
tail and began to run from about 
fifty of the enemy. Washington had 
two strong characteristics—a hatred 
of cowardice and a fiery temper. 
When he saw the men break ranks 
and start to run he lost his self- 
control. He spurred his horse 


of his character and the cares of 
office. There is also the myth that. 
Washington never laughed and sel- 
dom smiled. 

His life mask shows a strikingly 
handsome face, regular of feature, 
with a straight, heavy, but not par- 
ticularly prominent, nose. Also, a 
regular forehead, fairly high, a well- 
moided chin and a sensitive mouth. 
But we know that he was pitted 
with Hpox, and that even in com- 





them, heaped oaths, abuse and epi-1 


thets on them at the top of his 
lungs; beat them over the head and 
shoulders with his sword and even 
snapped his pistols at them. 

The same thing happened at Mon- 
mouth, except that in this instance 
General Lee is said to have felt the 
full brunt of Washington's abuse. 
The legend that after such outbursts 
he would always repent his loss of 
temper and go off to pray, may be 
true; but modern biographers seem 
to doubt it. Doubt has also been 
cast on the famous story of Wash- 
ington “‘with the tears streaming 
down his cheeks,’’ kneeling in a 
thicket at Valley Forge, praying for 
his suffering army and the cause of 
freedom. 

For one thing, it is pointed out 
that Washington never was a the- 
atrical kind of person, or given to 
dramatic scenes. As to his religious 
character, which many have tried 
to portray as fervor amounting to 
fanaticism, Ford points out two in- 
teresting facts. First, that durimg 
the period between 1760 and 1770, 
his church attendance averaged 
only about fourteen to sixteen times 
a year. Second, that he was re- 
buked by his minister as setting a 
bad example because he never took 
communion. If, therefore, he prayed 
at Valley Forge, it is thought likely 





\ that at least he did it in the rooms 


where he and his wife were living, 
not out in the snow. 

Many are the legends of how 
Washington looked and spoke and of 
his bearing in society. It is very 
easy to get from these the impres- 
sion that he was noble of face, dig- 
nified of carriage and serious of ex- 
pression, all because of the greatness 





parative youth he, had defective 
teeth. 


Sensitive About Facial Defects 


He was a very sensitive man and 
these afflictions embarrassed him—no 
one wijl ever know to what extent. 
It is thought that whatever natural 
dignity and gravity he possessed were 
increased by consciousness of his 
facial defects. One thing is certain, 
that few men ever tried to take lib- 
erties with him in the way of famil- 
iarity, or if they did they did not do 
it a second time. As to his not 
laughing, it is said that this was the 
case only when in the presence of 
strangers, and was due to his dental 
defects. 

When Stuart painted his famous 
portrait of him, Washington's teeth 
had all been lost, and cotton was in- 
serted between the gums and the 
lips to make the mouth look more 
natural. When he was with friends 
we learn that he would be perfectly 
at his ease, and laugh often, es- 
pecially after wine had been cir- 
culating. 

Again, contrary to legend, he was 
a lavish host, entertained often in 
the true Virginia manner and was a 
leader in society. His dinners and 
receptions were formal and _ cere- 
monious to a marked degree, so 
much so that he was accused of giv- 
ing himself the airs of royalty. He 
was also immensely fond of tea, 
pecially in the company of charming 
ladies, and never lost an occasion to 
be present at such an event. 

On one thing fact and myth meet— 
his prowess as an athicte. His pow- 
erful build, heavy bones, large 
hands, long legs and arms and tight

Camps of Auto Nomads Duplicate 
Home Towns Even to Their 
Games of Checkers

Miami, Florida 
HE tropical imagination of our 
best boosters riots in the Win- 
ter playground of America and 
spreads itself in slogans— 
“Sunshine Town,’’ “Where Summer 
Spends the Winter,” ‘‘It’s June in 
Miami,” . “Frostproof,"’ “Port of 
Dreams,” ‘‘It Takes the Palm,” “‘So- 
cial Security” and other high flights 
of Chamber of Commerce poetry. 
But. no come-all-ye since invented 
equals in pulling power the inspira- 
tion of the first romancer who 
bumped into this blooming jungle on 
Easter Day in the year 1513 and 
called it Florida. 

That name is worth more to any 
State than the abolition of -the in- 
come tax. It seduces Minnesota and 
hypnotizes Maine. One afternoon in 
late September, when a rain. cold as 
sleet beat upon the gray and inter- 
minable _prairie, I stood on a station 
platform in North Dakota and 
watched two flivvers heaving 
through a sodden track in a wheat 
field. They looked like the farm as- 
sembled and running away. They 
bulged with bedding and provender, 
with everything portable, including 
the victrola and the household cat. 
Stopping ‘to balance the load when 
they made the highway, they saluted 
with a derisive and blustering. honk 
and then went waddling and splash- 
ing down the road. 

“More deserting farmers?’ I asked 
the station master, wondering why 
any who had weathered the cropless 
years should be retreating before a 
rising market. : 

He shook the rain off his cap. 
“Runnin’ away from coal bills,’’ he 
answered. ‘‘Them folks is lightin’ 
out for the Winter. They’re startin’ 
sSouth—’’ he paused and sighed, his 
imagination wistfully at work. ‘‘For 
Florida!" : 

I felt the magic of the word as he 
lingered over it. I could see the pic- 
ture it painted on the prairie—orange 
groves under a blue sky, biond 
beaches warmed by tropic suns, palm 


~ trees and pink hibiscus, tarpon in a 


tepid sea. 

Since then I have seen hundreds of 
iother caravels moving to the same 
enchantment. On any high road, any 
day from mid-September until 
Christmas, the h per ji 
wheeling toward the Dixie Highway 
is now as regular a seasonai phenom- 
enon as the southward. flight of the 
birds. 

We have become in the past decade 
not only a migratory but a hibernat- 
ing people in a sense unimaginable 
before we owned and kept in cur- 
rency more than 80 per cent. of the 








mofored rolling stock of the world, 
eighteen millions of handy engines of 
escape that give us mastery over the 
weather, electoral regulation of the 
intemperance of the seasons. 

Inquire at any filling station within 
a thousand miles of Jacksonville and 
you will learn that ag soon as the 
Summer touring slackens the Winter 
rush begins, and that it grows denser 
every year. Fifteen hundred cars a 
day, carrying 4,000 to 5,000 persons 
from other States were counted en- 
tering Florida this season through 
the two main gateways—at Lakeland 
and the St. John’s River Bridge at 
Jacksonville. They come from every 
State in the Union, Canada and Mex- 
ico, the greatest number from the 
neighboring Commonwealths of Geor- 
gia and the Carolinas, and after that 
from Michigan, Ohio and New York 
in the order named. They come in 
every sort of vehicle, bungalows and 
prairie shacks on wheels, sedans 
stuffed like packing cases, hump- 
backed touring cars, rusty and 
ragged flivvers with nothing to go on 
but the power of habit. The poor 
carry a coffee pot and a pup tent and 
the rich a radio set and:a complete 
camping outfit. They bowl along on 
cushioned springs and shock: absorb- 
ers or are bumped black and blue on 
no springs at all. 


The Great Trek Southward 


The wonder is that under any con- 
ditions a million and a half Ameri- 
cans, more than double the normal 
population of Florida, only a small 
fraction of them rich or supposed to 
be leisured, choose and are able to 
put out the fire, close up the shop 
and abolish the Winter. Consider 
what it means to have the farm, the 
village, the town, the home, the 
business in transit with the seasons. 
Those solid bulwarks are no longer 
stationary in these United States. 
They are movable institutions, which 
can be packed up and transported 
from North Dakota.to Florida and 
back again as easily as the country- 
man once moved into the ¢ity. 

The flight of the elect to the cocoa- 
nut groves is well illustrated in the 
rotogravure sections of the Sunday 
papers.. The noise of the perspiring 
realtor, seeing Florida as a Winter 
suburb adjacent to any town, has 
been heard in the most frozen North. 
Yet how much more pictorial and 
sensational than these adventures, 
gorgeous as they are, in the revolu- 
tionary push of the unadvertised mil- 
lion toward a place in the sun! 
Trampled on and jostled and snubbed 
on the Florida beaches these Febru- 
ary days, one has q startied impres- 
sion of a kind of national vagrancy,

a premonitory vision of the day when 
democracy will rebel against the 
autocracy of the sun, batter up the 
soistices and reshuffle the signs. of

A year ago I witnessed another mi- 
gration of almost equal magnitude, 
the forced eviction of a rooted popu- 
lation from Turkey into Greece. It 
was attended by unspeakable agonies, 
physical and spiritual, and all the 
world unites in regarding this trans- 
Planting of a people from one land 
and clime to another as the great 
human tragedy of our time. Its pos- 
sibilities of embroiling us ali in war 
are not yet exhausted.

This might be termed a color scale 
for cities, each combination serving 
to express something of a collective 
soul and familiar aspects. 

What, then, are the colors of our 
representative cities? Is it within 
the perspective of the man who rides 
in these street cars and walks these 
colorful streets to understand such 
subtle distinctions? Every reader 
may answer for himself, with the 
help ‘of a few suggestions. Con- 
sciously or unconsciously most of us 
have thought about the personalities 
of cities as expressed in colors. A 
little prodding of the memory will 
show that cities are best remembered 
by their mass effects, rising in the 
mind after years as some great 
cathedral, dimly recalled. Here and 
there a color enters into the mass, a 
warm red, a deep-toned blue, and the 
whole city emerges as it was seen 
years before. 

‘Perhaps we may as well consider 
the colors of our cities by geographic 
progression. San Francisco is best 
represented by gold and blue. But 
why gold and blue, it may be asked. 
Well, there is the pervading. blue of 
the great bay and the wrrmth of 
sunshine for long seasons. ‘he vis- 
itor of past days could close his eyes 
and view San Francisco again by 
thinking of that broad, blue bay and 
the warmth of the California sun, a 
kind of golden light, mellowing 
everything. There are other colors, 
of course, in the San Francisco pic- 
ture, but none so pervading as these. 

In Los Angeles the suggestion is 
different. It has sunshine and biue 
ocean, too, along with the shimmer 
of near deserts. But the true colors 
of Los Angeles are gray and brass. 
Gray rungs through as many shades 
as the whole gamut of colors. The 
uninitiated man may think of gray 
as just a piain gray) and likely to 
mean sadness or a wintry scene in 
his own private color scheme. But 
the grays that enter into the artistic 
definition ‘are varied indeed. Thus 
Los Angeles is a gray city, with the 
brass thrown in. This latter ex- 
presses several things.

Just 
touch that mass with the warm 
gray and the cerulean blue—Denver 
lives again in the eye of the mind. 


Yellow Ochre of Omaha 


Omaha, another Western city of a 
distinctly different type, can be de- 
scribed in terms of gray, green and 
yellow ochre. The yellow ochre 
instantly will ©e associated in every 
visitor’s mind with the muddy river 
which flows. by the city. There is 
abundant green, and the gray in 
this case serves to biend the other 
two, the yellow and the green. 
Plainly no picture of a city could be 
done in two such contrasting colors. 
But the gray softens both and makes 
them -workabie. 

Gray predominates in every city’s 
color notes, but it is a-different gray 
in each case. The natural colors of 
nat are blue and green, and these 
anes 6 soothe the eye in the coun- 
try. But cities, the creations of 
man, are always gray. There are

Some cities would seem to have 
been created for quick definitions as 
our artists might depict them upon 
canyas with a stroke or two and a 
final daub. Milwaukee is red, white 
and Prussian blue. Then comes Chi- 
cago, corresponding to a milky blue 
and gray. Chicago’s smoke is not 
so black as in some other cities; but 
the volume is immense, with long, 
white plumes dissolving in the blue 
of the sky. There also is the biue of 
the lake, a cold, milky blue opposed 
to the shade of the sky. By adding 
the smoke, along with a suggestion 
of the city’s spreading miles, and a 
touch of its personality, the combi- 
nation results—milky blue and gray. 

Cleveland, a second lake city, re- 
sponds to another note in the scale. 
Cleveland is black and white and vio- 
let. Its streets are broad and 
asphaited. They convey the thought 
of black, with shadow effects added 
by many buildings. Along these 
streets are thousands of white 
homes. The whole city has a cleanly 
air. And its particular corner of the 
sky is a little different from that of 
most cities, for there is a touch of 


violet in it, -particulariy at sundowzi. 
Violets: have a preferred place in 
Cleveland’s front yard flower ‘beds. 
In the Spring they bloom profusely. 
Thus we find the city’s color note, 
white, black and violet, a sharply 
drawn picture in bold lines with the 
violet in contrast. 
Pittsburgh ts a vivid spot on the 


no analysis. Any one who has seen 
Pittsburgh in the evening must have 
felt that velvet purple. It would be 
possible to put out a hand and touch 
it, a soft velvet soothing bed the 
finger. 

The brown suggests a slag -pile, 
Shadows and such things.

But they are so essentially a 
part of Pittsburgh, the city itself— 
the soul in color—that it must be a 
blind eye, indeed, which would not 
see. 


Quaker Gray and Brick Red 

The contrast presented ,in Phila- 
deiphia is expressive of the old and 
the new, the industrial and the 
Colonial. Quaker gray and brick red 
are the prominent notes. In_ this 
case the gray is a shade found no- 
where else, frequently seen in the 
tone of some good Quaker matron’s 
gown as she goes to church on a 
Sunday morning. It typifies the 
general aspect of Philadelphia, and 
the brick red supplies a familiar 
phase of the city’s life. Probably no 
other American community could be 
interpreted in two colors blending so 
well as this Quaker gray and brick 
red. They translate upon the can- 
vas some of its substantial air and 
poise of mind, along with its rows 
of brick homes. 

Traveling a little way south, we 
come to Baltimore—old rose and 
green on gray. Some knowledge of 
Baltimore may be required to catch 
that vision.

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BRIDGE HOMES—A NEW VISION OF THE CITY 


They Are Only 
Dreams as Yet, But 
Architects Say They 

Are Practical.

UT of the fantastic age have 


come many forms of resi-}_ 


dence hardly contemplated in 
the original scheme of man 
as a sedentary land animal.. Among 
these are the speeding Pullman 
**palace,’’ the ocean-going hotel, the 


near future it is not unlikely that 
“*Home, . James,’’ may mean a short 
airplane flight to a dirigible in the 
upper reaches of the sky, waiting 
patiently to hoist the master’s col- 
ors. 

And vow there fs talk among archi- 
tects—and something more than talk, 
since it bas arrived at the stage of 
actual studies and sketches—of 2 
new type of aerial residence, of great 
city homes springing out of the beds 
of surrounding rivers. - 

In short, say the advanced proph- 
ets of modern building, why should 
not the bridges of Manhattan, for 
instance, each be a long avenue of 
skyscraping apartments overlooking 
the water? And why not? 

There are many, as always, who 
laugh quietly at the idea, when it is 
presented to them, and recount the 
obvious difficulties. There are oth- 
ers—good souls—the cheerful, inval- 
uable yes-men of the world, who 
welcome it with open arms, and 
whose imagination begins at-once to 
picture the delightful life that might 
be lived in some tvory tower high 
above the boats. 

Ancient Bridge Communities 

These happy spirits want to be 
booked on the spot for the topmost 
apartment in the’ tallest hive. And 
there are others—well, it may be sol- 
emnly. announced that hard-headed 
engineers and hard-boiled builders 
have weighed the proposal and said, 
“‘It can be done.’’ It can be; that 
is, if one does not take into account 
such trifles as Federal objection and 
political interference. For Uncle Sam 
rules with a military autocracy over 
the rivers of the land. 

From the standpoint of sheer 
beauty, of startling picturesqueness, 
nobody can deny the fascination of 
these bridge communities. There is 
nothing in the world, so far as we 
know, to compare with them, except 
the Ponte Vecchio, which spans .the 
Arno at Florence with its twoscore 
of busy jewelry shops and dwellings 
above. In ancient times bridges with 
houses on them were more common. 
Old London Bridge, preserved for us 
now only in aged prints, was a wel- 
ter of houses, and must have been 
of much nobler proportions than the 
Ponte Vecchio. One can regret that 
its long row of queer turrets and 
leaning tenements had to make way 
for the naked scientific forms of 
nineteenth century bridge building. 
But, remembering the warning in 
the old nursery rhyme, perhaps the 
wreckers only anticipated natural 
destruction. 

Quaint and memorable as London 
Bridge must have appeared, and as 
the Ponte Vecchio is, these bridges 
would seem toys beside the inhab- 
ited structures contemplated for New 
York. Imagine, for example, a 
bridge such as that projected by Mr. 
Gustav Lindenthal across the Hud- 
son, carrying a row of towering 
Apartments .on either side of the 
roadway. One can easily sense ‘the 
majesty of that skyline, rising, at 
the piers, to summits twenty-five 
stories hjgh, and dipping gracefully 
in between as the cornice follows the 
sweep of the cables; to- rise - again 
full height at the next pier. 

With a dozen such bridges at in- 
tervals upholdine their vast gleam- 
ing facades of differing design, with 
gayly dressed people upon their bal- 
econies and terraces, flags flying 





from their spires and boats weaving

Magic Lure of Water

The human race is intoxicated by 
water Into a reckless expenditure 
never induced by stimulants that can 
only be had in drinkable quantities.

People who want the life 
de luxe will not be able to resist the 
enticemest of bridge apartments. 
Who can doubt thatthe privileges 
and immunities of such a location 
will far outnumber those of living on 
land?

HAT a deathbiow it would 

have been to the pioneer 

history and traditions of 

the Southwest if Henry 
Ford had lived, flourished and gone 
into the flivver business seventy-five 
years ago! 

Take the case of General Anson 
Mills as an example. If, on May 
S, 1858, General Mills, who was then 
a venturesome youth, had stepped 
out of a flivver instead of a stage 
coach at the front door of a little 
adobe saioon in E) Paso, Texas, the 
probabilities are that he would have 
' taken one hasty glance at his sur- 
roundings, paused only long enough 
to slip a couple of drinks under his 
belt and then would have scrambled 
hastily back into his trusty machine, 
stepped on the gas and hurried back 
to the refinements of civilization 
from which he had come. 

But, as things were in those days, 
Mills didn’t do anything of the kind. 
Travel-worn, tired and dirty, the 
young man crawled out of a non- 
bulletproof Concord coach, in which 
he had traveled for the better 
part of three weeks, took off his hat, 
felt for -his hair, said ‘“‘Thank God" 
when he found it and then and there 
made up his mind to remain where 
he was. To do so was to accept the 
lesser of two evils. 


Why the Settlers Stayed 

With due respect to the pioneering 
achievements of my own immediate 
ancestors, I will say that in my 
opinion it was the same with nearly 
all of the men who came into this 
‘remote section of the Southwest in 
the very early days. Having over- 
come the perils of the trails and 
having once partaken of the boun- 
.teous refreshments served over the 
bar in Uncle Ben Dowell’s saloon, 
few men cared to undertake the re- 
turn trip. Hence, according to the 
rather unreliable records of local 
history, Ei Paso is said to have 
acquired, in the years that elapsed 
between 1850 and 1861, a dissatis- 
fied population of forty-four Amer- 
icans. 

All of these forty-four had’ come 
in either from the east or the 
north, At the very door of Uncle 
Ben Dowell’s saloon, which stood on 
the exact spot where the most ornate 
hotel in the Southwest now rears its 
imposing and expensive head, two 
great continental trails crossed each 
other. 

Standing in the doorway of his 
humbie one-story shack, Uncle Ben 
could look north and south along a 
trail the oldest in America, which, 
many years before the Pilgrim 
Fathers landed at Plymouth Rock, 
had échoed to the clink of Spanish 
armor and the report of Spanish 
arquebuses. Looking in the other 
direction, to the east and west, the 
old man’s eyes wandered along the 





| sandy and sinuous route of the cele- 


brated Butterworth Stage Road, 
which stretched its -perilous way 
through two thousand miles of hard- 
ships that separated the Buckhorn 
Saloon in San Antonio ‘from the 
Golden Gate. 

Today men travel over these trails 
on balloon tires, curled hair cushions 
and shock absorbers. They make 
the trip from San Antonio to El 
Paso, or from Santa Fé to El Paso, 
in two days; they look upon a flat 
tire as a calamity; bewail a broken 
spring as a dire catastrophé, and if 
they happen to meet a coyote in the 
road they immediately sit down, 
write a story and send it to an East- 
ern magazine. The greatest peril 
they have to overcome is broken 
glass to which still lingers the scent 
of the bootlegger; and the greatest 
inconvenience they can be put to is 
the insurmountable one of being held 
up for ten minutes by a long freight 
train at the railroad crossing. 

It certainly is tough to have to 
rough it in the Southwest in these 
days; but it isn’t anything like it 
used to be. I should say not! 

Within the last month I made the 
trip from the northern to the south- 
ern boundary of the State of New 
Mexico. We loafed along in a 
“straight eight’’ and got through in 
a little less than three days. We ate 
three meals a day and, for the two 
nights we were out we slept in reg- 
ular beds equipped with clean sheets 
and reading lamps. On the way we 
saw a few of Mary Austin’s Indians. 
They were tame and uninteresting. 
One good active man, with a. pointed 
stick, provided he could wake them 
up at all, could chase a whole tribe 
clear out of the State. 





Forty-four years ago, when I was 
an infant in my mother’s arms, T 
went over exactly the same route in 
2 six-mule-power stage. According 
to my mother, although we hurried 
all we could, we were just three 
weeks on the road. Time, as she 
said, was not the essence of that 
trip. Apache Indians were the 
thing~, in those days, that were of 
more interest and importance than 
anything else, and such trifling 
hardships as not seeing a bed for 
three weeks or not being able to 
wash, not even on Saturday nights, 
were not considered at all. People 
who ‘got through without being sub- 
jected to a scalp treatment by the 
native tonsorial artists of the great 
Southwest were generally looked 
upon as lucky! We were lucky. 
Twice they almost got us, and the 
third time they would certainly have 
done so had it not been for the time- 
ly arrival of a troop of united States 
cavalry under Captain Whitehead. 
Thank God for Whitehead! 


On the Butterworth Trai! 


East of El Paso, along the Butter- 
worth Stage route, it was even worse 
than it was to the north, as just a 
few paragraphs from the history of 
that celebrated old trail will testify. 

Today the Butterworth Stage 
Route is decorated along its course 
with the rusty and dilapidated car- 
casses of Ford automobiles, with 
here and there the more dignified 
remains of an abandoned Buick or a 
deserted Dodge. In the old days, 
however, from the rim of the mesa 
at El Paso, across to the Crow Fiats, 
around by Guadalupe Peak and 
clear through to the Pecos River, the

markers that lay by the roadside 
were human bones! 

Until 1850 there was no Butter- 
worth trail. From time immemorial 
all of that part of the State of Texas 
which lies west of the Pecos River 
had been claimed by the Apache and 
Comanche Indians as their own God- 
given domain, and hence the little 
settlement at El Paso was completely 
cut cff from its nearest neighbor, 
San Antonio, by a strip of land sev- 
cral hundred miles wide, which was 
thickly infested with savages. 

‘But in 1850 the opening of a road' 
became an imperative matter. The 
gold rush to California had begun the 
year before and an insistent demand 
aruse, almost immediately, for a 
southern stage route which would be 
open all the year, over which mail 
and passengers could be transported. 

In compliance with this demand 
Captain John Skillman—no better 
plainsman and Indian fighter ever 
joyously killed a redskin—entered 
into a contract with the United 
States Government to deliver mail 
three times a week at each end of 
the long run between San Francisco 
and San Antonio. 

Captain Skillman never made good. 
He made his first run with a Con- 
eord coach drawn by six mules and 
accompanied by a mounted guard of 
eighteen men, all of whom were ex- 
perienced in Indian warfare. It took 
this cavalcade thirty days to get to 
El Paso, only 673 miles; and there 
is no record at all as to when, if 
ever, it finally reached San Fran- 
cisco. 

After this there would frequently 
be months at a time when no stages 
would get through, and when they 
did manage it—and many of the old- 
timers have told me this—the pas- 
sengers would always, upon alight- 
ing in El Paso, reverently raise their 
hats, feel their hair, and utter the 
sentiment already ascribed to Gen- 
eral Mills. 

The two Apache chiefs who were 
principally interested in intercepting 
the mails so that they could look 
at the pictures in the newspapers, 
and in scalping the passengers, were 
Espejo and Victorio. In the early 
history of the trail Espejo, whose 
name means ‘‘Looking Glass,"’ kept 
himself, and everybody else west of 
the Pecos, exceedingly busy; later 
he “was succeeded by the celebrated 
Victorio, who continued to operate 
until he was captured and illed by 
the Mexicans at Tres Castillos in 
1880. 

From the time that the Butter- 
worth Stage Route was ‘‘broken

through" until -the outbreak of the 
Civil War, Espejo was constantly on 
the job. During the war there was 
no service, but when it was re- 
established in 64 Espejo was ‘the 
first man to profit by it. 

The passengers on the first stage 
who left El Paso for the East after 
the war were Northern men who 


‘knew little or nothing about Indians. 


In the party were two young Mexi- 
cans who were taken along either as 
guides or servants. At a place known 
as Wild Rose Pass, exactly where 
he had held up the first post-war, 
west-bound freighting outfit only a 
week or two before, Espejo and his 
braves greeted the stage. The vehicle 
looked like an old friend to them 
and doubtless, as they had not had 
any pictures for several years, they 
were anxious to get their mail. 


The Confident Tenderfoot 


The Indians ambushed the stage 
and when the party aboard showed 
fight—there was an army officer in 
the party who committed suicide 
rather than be captured—old Espejo 
shook out a flag of truce, came for- 
ward and offered to make a treaty. 
The two youthful Mexicans advised 
against any such procedure, saying 
that the Indians would never keep 
their. word; but a Mr. Davis, who 
was the leader of the party, solemnly 
drew up a formal agreement of some 
kind—which Espejo, of course, 
couldn't read—and everybody signed 
it. 

The Indians withdrew, the tender- 
feet, confident that the noble red- 
man was ap honorable person, 
breathed easy, the stage started on 
its way and, in less than an hour, 
when the passengers were off their 
guard, Espejo attacked in force and 
killed and scalped most of the party. 
The stage mules were stolen and the 
two or three survivors, who man- 
aged in some unaccountadle manner 
to make their escape, walked sev- 
enty-eight miles into Fort Stockton. 

The two young Mexicans, however, 
were not among the slain. ‘As soon 
as Mr. Davis and Espejo signed their 
treaty these boys resigned their com- 
missions, left the party and took a 
short cut across the country at Del 
Rio. They knew, even though their 
leader didn’t, that no Indian born of 
a squaw had ever been known, up 
to that time, to keep a*contract. 

Incidents similar to the one re- 
counted above were of almost weekly 
occurrence along the Butterworth 
Trail, and only recently a new story 
came to my ears.

ITHIN a few hours of noon 
on the fourth of March, 
when Calvin Coolidge 
raises his right hand and 
kisses tht Book on the Capitol steps 
and the guns of Fort Myer rumble 
a Presidential salute, a steady-eyed, 
gvray-bearded man will turn over the 
seal of the United States and the 
custody of the nation’s laws and 
treaties with foreign powers to a 
smooth-faced, white-haired man of 
distinguished appearance, despite his 
round shoulders. 

Eight years ago the man with the 
beard was told one night before go- 
ing to bed that he, too, would be 
kissing a Bible on the Capitol steps. 
When he got up the next morning 
he found that it wasn't true. If it 
had been true, the chances are that 
this man, after serving two terms, 
would be witnessing his successor’s 
inauguration this March instead of 
turning over the Administration of 
the Department of State to Frank 
B. Kellogg, late of Minnesota, later 
of the United States Senate, and

London. 


And yet some people say that there 
is nothing dramatic about Oharles 
Evans Hughes! Of no one else in 
this day of rapid transmission of 
election ‘returns can it be said that he 
went to bed the next President of 
the United States and woke up a 
there man. The man who defeated 
him sleeps with the represéntatton of 
a crusader’s sword over his tomb in 
Bethlehem Chapel of the unfinished 
cathedral overlooking Washington, 

_ but the man who really kept him 
from the Presidency sits in the Sen- 
ate in the front row of the Republi- 
can side, the fourth seat from the 
wall, and occasionally raises a quer- 
ulous voice to make trouble for Mr. 
Hughes, even in his last days in the 
Cabinet. 

The senior Senator from California, 
the State that decided Woodrow Wil- 
son’s re-election in 1916, merits a 
paragraph by himself. Hiram John- 
son may be a disappointed man and 
the victim of ungrasped opportuni- 
ties. He gave the Republican Party 
two chances to take him and missed 
one himself. But in his depression, 
he has the consotation of knowing 
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that what he did or failed to do was 
the means of continuing one man in 
-the Presidency and of elevating an- 
other to inherit that office. Had 
Hiram Johnson been willing to ac- 
cept the Republican nomination for 
Vice President in 1920, he would be 
in the White House today. But there 
would have been a greater alteration 
of the pages of ‘history as we know 
them if he had done more for Mr. 
Hughes in California in 1916. 


Fate’s Catalytic Agent 


What the history of the world dur- 
ing the past eight years would have 
been had Johnson, Fate’s catalytic 
agent, behaved otherwise would re- 
quire not only the audacity of clair- 
voyance but the gift of tongues. 
About the only certain deduction 
that can: be drawn is that things 
would have been different for Mr. 
Hughes. 

But would Mr. Hughes have been 
different?

Probably, be- 
cause we were taught also that vir- 
tue brings its own reward, the un- 
spectacular possession of these qual- 
ities does not appeal to our imag- 
inations.

Colored by Smoke, It Produces a 
Result Unlike Anything This 
Side of the Styx

Fog in the House, Too 


The fact is that it really was a bit 
thick. The house was as nearly her- 
meticaily sealed as it was possible to 
make it, but still some of the fog 
had leaked in. It is a hopeless task 
to keep it out. As for the kitchen 
enc. of the house, refrigerators are 
searce in London and food is usually 
kept cool behind a screen which ad- 
mits the outdoor air. The larder 
accordingly was as foggy as all out- 
doors, the food had been hurriedly 
covered over, and every exposed sur- 
face bore the brownish rust-colored 
scum that fog deposits. Touch it and 
it comes off on the fingers, and the 
white finger-marks remain until the 
fog -has had time to deposit a fresh 
layer of scum. In the well-chosen 
words of Mrs. ’Enry ‘'‘Iggins, it 
would suit us admirably if some of 
this here muck was pushed into the 
middie of next Summer. As far a& 
Mrs. ‘Iggins and I are concerned, 
next Summer's American school- 
ma’ams are welcome to ali the Lon- 
-don fogs their eager hearts desire. 

London has heen having more than 
its share of them this Winter. They 
began in .December, they became 
thicker last month and there is every 
prospect that succeeding weeks are 
to be foggier than ever. It is true, 
however, that fogs are not all that 
they used to be. Back in the days 
when the Inner Circle trains were 
run by steam and locomotives puffed 
coal smoke into the heart of the me- 
tropolis, there was a nutriment in 
London's fogs that seems to have 
thinned nowadays. In those days 
you could take a bite out of the rich 
brown stuff when you came out of 
the office and, by eating your way 
through it, you could make a full 
meal before you reached home: 

Those were undoubtedly the days. 
There were heroes in London when 
the Inner Circle burned coal. But 
bewadays the Inner Circle trains are 





run by electricity and London’s fogs 
are not as nourishing as they used 
to be. Modern fogs are quite foggy 
enough, but, compared to the roast 
beef fogs of the brave old days, they 
are merely appetizers to the ammo- 
niated tincture of quinine that fol- 
lows them. 


London's fogs this. Winter. arise 
from the nine months of heavy rain 
that culminated in the New Year 
floods. The ground and the river 
are both gorged with water and the 
air is soaked with rising moisture, 
which every passing chill turns into 
fog. London itself might be better 
off than some parts of the lower 
Thames valley, for it covers over its 
soil with pavements and drains away 
its rains. But what it gains by thus 
reducing fogs it loses in aggravating 
them with its smoke... The point is 
one which is frequently turned 
against London, ¢ut one may as well 
be clear on it. London’s smoke has 
nothing to do with the number of 
ity fogs.” It does have to do with 
their color, If there were no smoke 
in London there would still be as 
many fogs, but they would be white 
fogs instead of yellow, gray, green, 
brown or black fogs. And white fogs 
are at once the cleanest, coldest and 
wettest of all. 

This matter of the relationship of 
London’s smoke to its fogs can be, 
and is, reduced to figures. In one of 
last month’s fogs, it was ascertained 
that between 15,000 and 16,000 soot’ 
particles were present in every cubic 
centimeter of air or about 256,000 in 
every cubic inch. The size of these 
particles varied from 1-50,000th to 
1-16,000th of an inch and the total 
weight of them over the entire met- 
ropolitan area was estimated at be- 
tween 350 and 300 tons. 

As London's fogs go nowadays, 
this was a very bad fog. The rate 
at which these soot particles were 
raining down on exposed surfaces 
was estimated to be 80,000 a square 
centimeter each minute or 515,000 a 
square inch each minute. For the 
scientifically minded, these are im- 





pressive figures, but for those who

are not of a scientific turn of mind 
they are not as impressive as the | 
rusty taste this sooty deposit pro- 
duces in all food exposed to it. 

Unlike ‘fogs at sea, the fogs of 
London are not breeze-proof and it 
takes only a light but steady breath 
of air to waft them away with all 
the tons of soot and filth suspended- 
in them. This may. seem question- 
able, for a London fog appears to be 
in continuous motion. If it were 
content to sit still upon the streets 
of London, it would not be the 
weird thing it is: 


The Confused Taxi Driver 


Just how weird it can be you 
may judge for yourself. In one of 
last month's fogs a driver drew 
into the curb and stopped half way 
up a hill. He waited with his brakes 
on until he. decided they were not 
holding and his car was moving 
backward down the hill. Then he 
jumped out in a hurry to save him- 
self from the inevitable smash, but 
found, when he set foot on the pave-. 
ment, that his car was standing 
quite still. It was the fog drifting

Upon the wet grass of Hyde Park 
and Kensington Gardens a fog sits 
and sits and.sits, but elsewhere in 
London it fluctuates continually. A 
warmer breath of air makes it trans- 
parent. A colder breath condenses it. 
Wandering breaths of varying tem- 
peratures give it the appearance of 
movement, but in reality the degree 
of its actual travel is negligible. Only 
a real breeze, holding steadily, can 
make it move and then it quickly 
disappears. With the lower Thames 
valley soaked with the floods of half 
a dozen up-river counties, only con- 
tinual breezes or continual warmth 
could have prevented the exceptional 
series of fogs which have visited 
London this Winter, and until some 
means of producing a breeze or 
warmth at will is discovered Lon- 


don will always be liabie to its Win- 


ter fogs. They may in time become 
white fogs but they will continue as 
long as cold air condenses moisture. 

At present a white fog is a com- 
parative luxury. There are still 
touches of the old-fashioned brown 
and black fogs, but most of the Win- 
ter’s visitations have been of the yel- 
lowish, grayish or greenish varieties. 
It ought to be added at once, how- 
ever, that this statement is made 
with all possible reserve, for there is 
nothing on the face of the earth that 
so continually belies generalization 
as London's fogs. 

Ordinarily, you leave home on a 
Winter morning with a pale sun low 
over the rooftops and the other end 
of the street veiled by a mist of the 
softest pearl. You hop on a bus in 


(berfect confidence and five minutes 


afterward the bang of fog torpedoes 
on the railway not far off makes 
you vaguely suspicious. Buried in 
your morning paper, you get your 
first intimation of fog by the jerking 
and jumping of the bus. You know 
what you are in for at once, for the 
fog gait of a London bus is like no 
other motion that man has devised. 
You look up from your morning pa- 
per to see what color it is, although 
this is hardly necessary, for you can 
tell the color by the taste. A white 
fog has the sickly taste of cold 
steam, a patch of gray begins to 
tickle the throat and a streak of sul- 
phurous yellow or green brings a 
cough from the toughest of throats. 

Thereafter, your bus takes twenty 
minutes to cover a distance you 
would ordinarily walk in five min- 
utes. - Your driver crawls along in

speed, stop, low speed, stop. You 
pass a tram on fire, its low speed 
and continual stoppages having 
caused its fuse to blow out.

Generally speaking, London's fogs 
grow thicker as you move from the 
western suburbs into the city, and 
if you were to continue through the

Depressing in Its Effect

acutely and personally depressing, -it 
whelms you beneath a slow and sul- 
phurous swirl, it sets you feeling 
your way with tingling throat and 
streaming eyes.

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JEFFERSON'S ‘RIP’ LIVES IN CHURCH WINDOW:

MAN is known by the company 
he keeps. Rightly, then, 
Joseph Jefferson, distinctive 

; among actors as Charles 
Lamb among essayists, is known 
by ‘the company he kept so faith- 
fully through all the latter half 
pf his long stage career of seventy 
years. *‘Prince of dramatic carpet- 
baggers,’’ as somebody called him, 
he traveled about the world season 
after season with his inseparable 
Rip Van Winkle, And now that he 
has been in his grave a score of 
Summers it is still as poor reprobate 
Rip, a beloved vagabond sinner, that 
the world remembers this kindly, 
shrewd, blameless and distinguished 
gentleman of a family respectably 
established upon the stage for five 
generations—or longer than the 
Drews and the Barrymores, 

William Winter, who is responsible 
for the felicitous parailel with Lamb, 
wrote that the art of comedy acting 
had in Jefferson its fine. flower, be- 
cause he possessed''a ‘“‘rare genius 
radiating mirth and tenderness with 
the light. of poetic imagination.” 

It was with that light that he trans- 
figured Washington Irving's sodden 
Dutchman, who was the chosen com- 
panion of his elder years and some- 
how also the spirit of his own youth 
—though he wag never himself a 
tippler or a wastrel. Rip in Jeffer- 
son’s company took on a color of 
dreams which wrapped the harm- 
less sinner in a mantle of Jefferson’s 
own gentle and tender imaginings 
aad won a way for him into the 
hearts of three generations of play- 
gxoers, 


The Church of the Actors 


It was indeed a sort of miracle 
-that was worked upon Rip, so that 
the legendary figure which wears 


his tatterdemalion aspect is really | 


the vagabond spirit which respecta- 
bility never extinguished in his 
creator. No wonder that the mir- 
acle should receive the solemn sanc- 
tion of stained glass. Last week a 
memorial window wag placed in the 
Little Church Around the Corner— 
which is New “York's confessed 
church of the actors. And it is the 
effigy of Rip that filters the south- 
ern sunlight into pools of color 
and, in the blessed character of the 
Good Samaritan of Holy Writ, 
stands by the figure of Christ Him- 
self. . Thus the Episcopal Actors’ 
Guild has chosen to commemorate 
at once Jefferson’s career and the 
simple and human act which gave 
the church its name and that pecu- 
Nar place which it holds in the 
player folk’s affections. 

It was Joseph Jefferson who camc 
to that little church in 1870 to ask 
Christian burial for his fellow-player, 
George Holland,. when another and 
prouder church had refused to bury 
the dead man as belonging to a calt- 
ing not quite inside the pale of God's 
elect. He found what he sought, and 
he said: *‘God bless the LittleChurch 
Around the Corner.” So it has been 
known ever since, and so it is in- 
scribed in brass below the ecclesiasti- 
cal glass. But in the glass itself is 
Rip, despised and rejected of the 
righteous, who brings the dead mum- 
mer’s soul to the lych gate where the 
Saviour of Mankind—who also, even 
as the others, was despised and re- 
jected—stands welcoming and merci- 
ful. Rip is clothed with the familiar 
tattered stage costume that traveled 
about in Jefferson's carpetbag. And 
beneath and above the principal 
panels of the window. they have 
dared to place medallions where, in 
peaked caps and manifold baggy 
Dutch breeches, Hendrick Hudson's 
phantom crew drink deep draughts 
from their flagons and play with 
those magic ninepins that in so many 
playhouses all over the country let 

- loose ‘ the rolling stage - thunder 
through simulated moonlit Catskills. 

All that has happened to Rip be- 
cause of keeping company with 
Joseph Jefferson—and to Jefferson 
for keeping company with Rip.

multitude of sins in the other are 
united. And the mantle of that 
charity is wide enough to cover not 
only poor dram-drinking Rip but his 
upheavenly midnight companions— 
and even the wayward miming fancy 
that set up a stage hero so little use- 
ful as a moral lesson. There is little 
really Gothic about .the execution of 
the window, which was the idea of 
Walter Wilson and was made in 
Engiand by James Powell of White- 
friars, but the spirit which recog- 
nizes the good and the evil, the hu- 
man and the fantastic—and even the 
grotesque—in one broad sweep, and 
admits them all to Holy Church— 
that has at least a medieval flavor.

N Paradise Valley in the Pocono

EMINISM is popularly sup- 
Posed to be the product of 
Western civilization. .The 
women’s rights movement, 
culminating in the winning of the 
franchise in many Western countries, 
‘originated in England and the 
United States. The spread of this 
movement to Eastern countries has 
m part of the widespread pro- 
gram of Occidentalization in Japan 
and Turkey, the most progressive of 
ali Fastern countries. 

And yet in my wanderings through 
Asia during the past two years I 
found that women in many of the 
s0-called backward countries en- 
joyed, in certain respects, rights and 
privileges that have not yet been 
granted to women in some Occidental 
countries. This fact is partly ac- 
‘countable for the state of affairs in 
: ey today, where the vast me- 
jority of the women have not shown 
the slightest disposition to avail 
themselves of the new freedom that 
is theirs for the asking in the Turk- 
fish Republic. 


Turkey, Old and New 


Before I went to Turkey, like every 
pose else, I had read much about 
aé Edib Hanoum and the group 
ot progressive ‘Turkish women in 
Constantinople who had put their 
veils in the ragbag, scrapped the 
tharems and opened the door of op- 
‘portunity to: women in many fields of 
Professional and social activity.

ORIENT ALSO HAS 
ITS FEMINISTS 


But They Are Content to Remain 
Quite Unemancipated 


During the subsequent five months 
I spent in Anatolia I did not see, at 


unveiled women. The vast majority 
of the women of Turkey were still 
quite content to lead the lives their 
grandmothers had led. The educa- 
tional propaganda and the efforts of 
the small. groups of ‘progressive 
women from Constantinople, backed 
by the Angora Government, had 
made almost no progress toward en- 
lightening the women of the prov- 
inces. At first this state of affairs 
was absolutely incomprehensible to 
me. Later, when I had lived: for 
some time in provincial Turkey and 
had obtained intimate glimpses into 
the lives of the women, I began to 
understand why they were so indif- 
ferent in the matter of emancipation. 

Their attitude was partly due to 
ignorance, for even -the average 
middle-class woman in provincial 
Turkey has only an elementary ed- 
ucation, and the great masses are 
illiterate. But there was a stili deep- 
er reason. Actually, the women in 
Mosiem countries in some respects 
have many more liberties than is 

ly pposed For example, 
I was very much surprised to learn 
the Moslem laws with regard to mar- 
riage and divorce. 

The National Assembly recently 
passed a law making polygamy il- 
legal in Turkey, and introducing 
civil statutes with regard to mar- 
tiage and divorce. Up to that time, 
however, the matter had been reg- 
ulated under the ecclesiastical law, 
which was very specific. A man 
was legally. entitled to four wives, 
but he could increase his household 
only with the consent of the exist-

make a settlement on each wife ac- 


not to be used in the upkeep of the 
establishment, . A husband was com- 
pelied to furnish separate accommo- 
dations and quarters for each of his 


simple. If a man wished to divorce 
his wife for any reason, all he had 
to do was to say in the presence of 
witnesses: ‘I divorce you.” There- 
upon ensued a period of separation, 
lasting for six months. At the end 
of that period they met again, by 
mutual arrangement, and if the 
husband was still of the same mind, 
he repeated the same performance; 
whereupon there was another pro- 
bationary period lasting six months, 
and at the end of that time the di- 
vorce became final, if he so desired 
tt. Under no circumstances was the 
man permitted to institute divorce 
proceedings if the wife was about 
to have a child. In Moslem coun- 
tries a man is legally responsible for 
the maintenance of all children ‘born 
in wedlock. If it was so specified 
in the marriage contract, a woman 
could obtain the same privileges as 
the man with regard to divorce. 
This, of course, was a matter resting 
with the parents who drew up the 
contract, as the girls were usually 
married at an age when they knew 
nothing about such matters. 


Polygamy Dying Out 

For several generations there has 
been little or no polygamy among 
the u per classes in Turkey, largely 
for economic reasons, for fhe coun- 
try has been drained and impow- 
erished by a series of foreign wars. 
Among the peasants I found, in 
many instances, that. the wives were 
the warmest advocates of polygamy. 
In a Turkish peasant household the 
wife does most of* the hard work, 
and if she has some one to share it 
with her, so much the better. In 
their own villages the Turkish peas- 
ant women almost never wear veils. 
They usually hold the purse-strings 
and are exceedingly independent. 

The average Turkish wonian has 
not been taught to expect romance 
in marriage. Having chiidren is the 
chief end and aim of her existence. 
But very often she has an exceed- 
ingly happy home life. The pro- 
vincial Turk is a rather moral per- 





son. Prostitution is rere in the 


compensations. A mother of grown 
sons is the undisputed autocrat of 
the household, and she can always 
look forward to the pleasure of lord- 
ing it.over her sons and her daugh- 
ters-in-law. 
_ Even in Mongolia, one of the most 
countries in the world, I 
found that the women possessed 
some rights not yet accorded them 
in most Western countries. For ex- 
ample, there is no such thing as il- 
legitimacy in Mongolia. All children, 
whether born in or out of wedlock, 
have the same rights before the 
law. If the name of the father. is 
not known, they can legally take the 
name of their maternal grandfather. 
Prostitution is very common in 
Mongolia. This is due, first, to the 
fact that at ‘least one-third of the 
maie population consists of lamas, 
the Buddhist priests, 
bidden to marry; secondly, because 
until 1912 the many Chinese who 
were engaged in business in Mon- 





golia were forbidden by the Chinese 


Government to bring their wives 
with them. 

A woman of more than doubtful 
morals usually pursués her: career 
until the age of 28 or 30; Then if 
she has succeeded in acquiring a 
neat little fortune, as many of them 
do, she gets married—that is to say, 
she goes through a marriage cere- 
mony in which nothing is lacking 
but the groom. There are pres- 
ents, a wedding feast and a religious 
ceremony, to which all her friends 
and relatives are invited. After this 
she enjoys all of the rights and 
privileges accorded a married wo- 
man, and leads the rest of her life 
as a highly respected member of 
the community. But this is an ex- 
pensive proceeding, so if she has 
failed to amass a fortune she shaves 
her head, puts on a red satin robe 
and becomes a Buddhist nun. 


The Women of Persia 


Even in Persia, where the Shias, 
one of the most “sects in 
Islam, are in power, and where to 
this day no native woman ever ap- 
Pears with her face uncovered, I 
found that there were many hun- 
dreds of families in which polygamy 
had not been practiced for centuries, 
and in which the women occupied a 
most enviable position. It is a fact 
little known in Western countries, 
but for many hundreds of yea?s 
thousands of Persians of the better 
class have been secretly ‘‘Sufi’'—fol- 
lowers of the various sects founded 
by the Persian philosophers of the 
eleventh and twelfth centuries, who 
kept alive the philosophic doctrines 
of liberal thought that perished in 
Europe with the downfall of Greek 
civilization. Among the Sufis 
monogamy hes always been the rule, 


,| and women have been considered the 


equal of men in every particular; 
but they have had to practice their 
doctrines in secret, as they have al- 
‘ways been persecuted by the priest- 
ridden monarchical Government.

ermine robes, makes a prettier pic- 
ture than the Senate, few will deny. 
And ina woman, prettiness is equiv- 
alent to power. But in the: struggle 
now anticipated by Britain, there is 
likely to be rough fighting. It is a 
case for khaki, not gold lace. Nor are 
mere numbers a test of resisting 
force. Arithmetically, the House of 
Lords is many times the size of the 
Senate. But size is not strength. A 
shark is much smaller than a whale, 
but much more formidable. So also 
with an elephant and a tiger. What 
Lord Birkenhead wants is a second 
Chamber that can bite. He demands 
not the ornamental but the useful. 
He sees that the Senate, when 
aroused toa stern sense of duty, can 
teach even the proudest President to 
tremble. He wants to be able, if 
necessary, to talk to Philip Snowden 
as Henry Cabot Lodge talked to 
Woodrow Wiison. 


Control of Finance 


What determines whether a coun- 
try is to be Capitalist or Communist 
is, in one word, finance—for in- 
stance, a Capital Levy or a steeply 
graduated Income Tax. Over Fi- 
mance, the Senate retains the veto 
power. ,It can and does revise and 
reject both taxes and appropriations 
of public money.

throne. As long as Prime Minister 
Wells retained the confidence of his 
Labor majority in the Commons he 
could snap his fingers at Curzon 
over diplomatic appointments. 

So with treaties. The Senate ex- 
amines a treaty, line by line, as if 
it were a piece of legislation. But 
in Britain a Labor Government could 
sign an offensive and defensive alli- 
ance with the third international and 
Zinovieff, without one peer being 
consulted. Until. defeated in the 
Commons, such an Administration 
could surrender Egypt, blow up 





say, an income tax or a measure to 
regulate the employment- of chil- 
dren, is thus remote from British 
practice. It is only as the interpre- 
ters of law that the Judges who hap- 
pen to be in the House of Lords, sit 
as a Supreme Court. And the House 
of Lords as a whole can only delay 
the passage of a néw law for a max- 
imum period of two years. Indeed, 
even this delaying power is limited 
to acts, other than finance. For af- 
ter passing the Commons, a money 
bill must receive the royal assent at 
once. 


The Past Remembered 


We may now understand, perhaps, 
why Lord Birkenhead would like to 
establish a small, compact second 
chamber like the Senate, which will 
have the power to say, ““No,” when 
“no’’ is needed. One may be asked 
why the authority of the Senate 
should not be conferred, here and 
now, upon the present peerage. The 
reason is that the House of Lords 
has a past. Six centuries before 
Magna Charta, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury had his seat in the great 
council of the nation. And the past 
included feudalism of which Britain 
retains long and sometimes bitter 
memories. 5

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'SAVANTS TO THE RESCUE OF BLUEBEARD

NNE, Sister Anne, on the 
tower, do you not see some 
one coming?’’ 

Through the nurseries of 
countless homes has resounded that 
chiNing cry. Little children have 
quaked beneath the quilts as Fa- 
tima’s brothers, hidden in a cloud 
of dust, rushed along the country 
road to save her from the uplifted 
scimitar of Bluebeard, - legendary 
wife-killer of a hundred tales, about 
to behead his seventh spouse, who 
was a litile tou anxious to peer into 
the cupboard at the end of the hall. 

But alas, poor Bluebeard! Recent 
dispatches from Paris indicate that 
in ‘he new cloud of dust swirling up 
from the French capital may be dis- 
cerned a determined group of schol- 
ars bent upon whitewashing Blue- 
heard and posing him as an innocent 
martyr and the protector of a na- 
tion’s nurseries. Perhaps we shall 
yet have a Barriesque treatment of 
Bluebeard as the patron saint of lit- 
tle children. 

For Bluebeard, or, to render him 
his honors, Sir Gilles de Rais, Seig- 
neur de Laval, Baron de Retz, Mar- 
shal of France, comrade and com- 
panion of Jeamne d'Arc, has founc 
friends, Eminent historians, includ 
ing Salomon Reinach, member of 
the Institute of France; Maftre 
Maurice Garcon, member of the 
Paris bar, and M. Bouteron, Li- 
brarian of the French Academy, 
have formed an association to obtain 
justice for Baron Bluebeard. con- 
victed, hanged and burned on Oct. 
26, 1440, for sorcery and the mur- 
der of 400—or was it 800?—women 
and children. 

Like all martyrs, the Baron finds 
his friends a little late. They as- 
“sert, these Parisian defenders, that 
they have discovered ‘‘fresh evi- 
dence’ that is sufficient under the 
French code to set the legal ma- 
chinery in motion to take the case 
to the High Court of Cassation. The 
evidence is based on the discovery 
last Summer by Dr. Vinchon of a 
gold vein under the ruins of the 
Chateau of Machecoul, one of Blue- 
beard’s strongholds near Nantes. 
One of the counts that weighed most 
heavily in his trial fer sorcery was 
“the manufacture of gold’’ which the 
Baron, with his celebrated Italian 
econfrére, Francois Prelati, was ac- 
cused of making wrth the blood and 
bones of 800 victims as the chief in- 
gredients. As to the 800 victims, the 
Parisian savants pooh-pooh the idea 
as ‘‘a gross exaggeration,’’ and.seem 
to intimate that the total may have 
been only 140 at the outside. 

But this war on ancient legends 
is shaking the juvenile cosmos to its

very foundation, and already there 
are rumblings of revolution in the 
nurseries of the world. Bluebeard 
@ good mah and a myth of milk 
and water? Perish the thought. If 
this keeps on what will happen to 
Santa Chus, Littl Red Riding 
Hood, Jack the Giant Killer, Hump- 
ty-Dumpty and all the other real 
heroes of childhood? These solemn 
Parisian -hair splitters may decide 
that the cow never jumped over the 
moon at all. It was probably only 
a tall lamppost. They may find 
that the hostility toward the famous 
Dr. Fell was nothing but the Freu- 
dian outcrop: of a former family 
quarrel. Perhaps it wasn't a tuffet 
that Miss Muffet sat on, and after 
all--who did kill cock robin? 

These are frightful possibilities 
and it might be well to squelch this 
movement at the start and inquire 
into the legend of Bluebeard, now 
threatened with destruction, or 
worse than that, with a clean bill 
of health. What is the origin of 
the tale of this villain and his nu- 
merous wives, six of whom were dis- 
covered by the seventh under rather 
disagreeable conditions, to say the 
least ?. 

Curiosity and Bluebeard’s key! 
This tremendous theme of human 
curiosity has provided material for 
the fable of Pandora's box, the medi- 
eval tales of Gaston Paris, for Huys- 
man’s ‘‘La-Bas,’’ Wagner’s Lohen- 


grin, minor works by Gretry, Ren- | 


ault and Offenbach, the older ‘*Pen- 
tamerone” of Gianbattista Basile, 
early Gaelic myths and still more 
ancient tales that have their roots 
buried in the folklore of the Orient 
and India. 


A Romantic Figure 


A series of frescoes are to be 
found in a chapel at Morbihan, 
France, dating from the thirteenth 
century and depicting the legend of 
St. Trophino, the seventh wife of a 
bearded villain. But the genuine 
historical character,*the human peg 
upon which mankind has figurative- 
ly hung the horrible crimes of the 
world and the fatality of feminine 
curiosity, is our old friend, Gilles de 
Rais, later Baron de Retz, a Marshal 
of France at 25, and a friend of 
Jeanne d’Arc. This individual fur- 
nished the motive for the modern 
version of ‘‘Bluebeard” by Charles 
Perrault (1628-1703), member of the 
French Academy, and author of a 
series of Mother Goose tales and 
fairy stories for his family. Wheth- 
er innocent or guilty, this romantic 
figure of the Middle Ages had a 
fascinating history. 





He was born probably at Mache- 
coul in Southern Brittany, about

1404, became an orphan cat 12 years 
of age, and, save for military train- 
ing thereafter, was allowed to lead 
a life according to his own strong 
appetites and desires. He was twice 
engaged to girls who died before 
the marriage day, and this was one 
of the reasons that led Perrault to 
choose Gilles de Rais as his legendary 
wife killer. ; 

The Baron was married at 16 to 
Catherine de Thouars, a wealthy 
girl of his own age, and, despite his 
youth, had already completed an im- 
portant military campaign. In 1425 
he took a leading part im the siege 
of Saint Jean de Beuvron, and in

And then, at the age of 28, the 
young Bluebeard-to-be reversed the 
thread of his life; separated from his 
wife, installed, himself and a bril- 
liant Italian alchemist, Francois 
Prelati, in a gloomy chateau and, 
if we are to believe contemporar) 
records, changed from a courageou: 
soldier and talented young noble to 
a- magician, necromancer, debtor 
robber and murderer The time 
were ripe for ‘‘mysteres,”’ supersti 
tions, signs, omens and _ portents. 
The brains of men were filled with 
the dark and golden dreams of the 
Fountain of Youth and the Philoso- 
pher’s Stone. Perverse romanticism 
ran riot. The Inquisition was furic- 
tioning full blast. Into this realm of 
dreams and reverie, of crazy alchemy 
and fearful superstition, the young 
nobleman plunged. Wight extraordi- 
nary years of erime and. murder 
followed. 

Beginning in 1432 a wave of terror 
swept a large part of Western 
France, including Southern Brittany, 
Western Maine and Northern Poitou. 
Children in increasing numbers dis- 
appeared. Young boys and girls 
vanished without a trace from home, 
fields and hillside. And, in a dark, 
forbidding tower of the Castle of 
Machecoul these two men, Gilles de 
Rais and Francois Prelati, sought to 
acquire gold, first by magic, second 
by alchemy, third by murder. For 
in the alchemy of gold the blood of 
young victims was required. The 
sanguinary myths of Druidism still 
poisoned the woods of France. The 
terror of the countryside reached a 


Ancther Version of Bluebeard. 


1429 assumed the duties of Captain 
of the Guard with Jeanne d’Arc. 
He accompanied the Maid on her 
famous journey to Orléans. In these 
years his interests were divided be- 
tween the chase, wars, and adven- 
tures. At this time, 1431, he was 
deseribed as ‘‘tall, handsome and 
well formed; complexion fair, eyes 
large and blue, eyebrows’ long and 
black, strong arms with small hands, 
and he was. particularly noticeable 
for a long. soft, silky ‘blue-black’ 
beard."’ : 

A few years -later the Baron 
-maintained a small standing army in 
his pay, lived in magnificent apart- 
ments and established a’ local re- 
ligious hierarchy with a _ pseudo 
bishop at its head. He is reported 
to have spent 80,000 gold crowns or 
more within a few months. He was 
passionately devoted to music, fos- 


climax when the people finally found 
that the gloomy castle of Machecoul 
was the centre of operations in an 
ever-widening circle of disappear- 
ances and suspected crimes: The 
closets of Bluebeard’s castle were re- 
ported full of human ones and the 
ashes of countless children were re- 
ported to have been scattered from 
the parapet of the castle tower. 

So on July 30, 14406, Jean de Male- 
stroit, Bishop of Nantes, issued a 
“Declaration of Infamy’’ against the 
Baron. With Prelati and several ac- 
complices he was tried before a re- 
ligious court and then a civil court 
in the great hall of the Tour Neuve 
in the chateau at Nantes. Into that 
chamber ‘ta cloud of witnesses, poor 
people, came up single file, crying 
and sobbing while they recounted the 





details of the abduction of their chil- 
dren. Their cries and tears added to 


r ted, and showed the great sor- 
row and grief to which they had 
been subject and the-terrors through 
which they had passed."’ ; 

Gilles, like so many others of hik 
time, feared heresy and excommuni- 
cation far more than proof of his 
guilt. Only threat of the former and 
added fear of torture broke his proud 
Spirit. and caused him to sign full 
confession. And so at 11 A. M., Oct- 
1.26, 1440, at the age of 36, Gilles.de 
Rais, the biuebearded terror of the 
countryside, was hanged and burned 
with two accomplices. His body was 
recovered by relatives before it was 
entirely destroyed and he was buried 
in the Chureh of the Carmeiites at 
Nantes. 


What His Defenders Say 


The family of Gilles became ex- 
tinct within sixty-two years of his 
death and silence reigned until the 
historians of today gather to do 
battle. Salomon Reinach, his most 
able defender, points out that it was 
inconceivable that this cultured man 
of courage and daring, with a de- 
cided flair for music, the fine arts 
and the draina, should stoop to the 
crimes of which he ~was accused (of 
which no physical evidence was ever 
adduced) and should execute them 
in the stupid manner described at 
his trial. Reinach believes him the 
victim of superstition, of the pro- 
fessional jealousy of Jean de Males- 
troit, Chancellor and Bishop of 
Nantes, who feared the effect of 
Gilles’s ‘‘discoveries’’ of the manu- 
facture of gold. Reinach also points 
out the strong similarity in the pro- 
cedure of convicting other martyrs, 
notahly the Baron's own- friend, 
Jeanne d'Arc, convicted and exe- 
cuted only ten years before Gilles. 
The recently reported discovery of 
gold beneath the Castle of Mache- 
coul supports his theory of jealousy. 

Nevertheless, the case against the 
Baron is pretty strong. Nicolas 
Flamel, another” brilliant essayist, 
points to the rapid growth of the 
Baron's unbridled appetites in his 
youth, and the tendency of sensi- 
tive minds in those days toward 
dark obsessions and criminal experi- 
ments. He calls de Rais an artist 
of death, who formed a hierarchy 
of crime. Beside him the modern 
Bluebeards, Sanbounghi, Rasputin, 
Landru, the French Don Juan of 
the backstairs, and Haarman, the 
illiterate German vampire, are not 
fit to dwell. And Gilles de Rais in- 
stilled a fear into the French coun- 
tryside that, after five centuries of 
enduring strength, is firmer than 
ever before. The very force of this 
tradition throughout a wide range 
of territory is impressive proof that 
there was something radically wrong 
with the brilliant Baron. 

However, with the usual ironic 
twist of eternal history, the People, 
immediately after his exécution. 
erected a monument and altar to 
Bluebeard, and in Nantes, at least. 
his memory has «roused sympathy. 

Was Bluebeard, after ali, a ‘kind- 
heurted family man, a little over- 
fond of children, perhaps, but mis- 
understood and maligned? Perhaps. 
But these modern scientific inquiries 
really ought to cease. Are even the 
legends of the ourseries to be shelved 
one by one? It is time that the 
Fundamentalists of Fairy Tales, the 
associated friends of children,. which 
means every one, should step into 
the widening breach and uphold the 
base villainy of Bluebeard, the com- 
pound fractures of Humpty Dumpty, 
the adventures of Sindbad, the Kalen. 
dar Prince, Goldilocks, Little Red 
Riding Hood, the Piper's Son, Jack 
Spratt, and all the other childhood 
heroes threatened by the new reform

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GRAND OPERA BY THE MILE IN BERLIN 


Last of Kaisers Created a Full 


Cast in Stone for His 


» Victory 


LREADY the Victorians have 
been defended. This is a 
plea for the indefensible. In 
face of it, for a generation, 
champions of high art have raged 
and professors of good taste have 
bowed in shame their humbled 
heads. And yet six years after the 
war which swept his dynasty into 
the dustbin it still affronts the out- 
raged eye unchanged—that notorious 
Sieges-Allée in Berlin—just as it 
was when it was set-up wholesale 
twenty-four years ago by Victoria’: 
grandson, when the Squire of Doorn, 
in the star réle of German Emperor, 
was in the height of his season on 
the great world’s grand operatic 
stage. 

Any visitor to the capital of the 
German Republic in this year 1 of 
the Dawes plan—gny such visitor 
who is unable to sec Wagner per- 
formed upon the narrow stage of an 
opera house need not go away 
empty. AH he has to do is to walk 
up Unter den Linden, pass through 
the Brandenburger Tor and proceed 
a couple of hundred“ yards into the 
agreeable spaces of the Tiergarten. 
At once he is in -the midst of the 
Sieges-Allée, facing a full operatic 
cast. 

For the Sieges-Allée—Victory Ave- 
nue—is all opera anc operatic scen- 
ery. It is‘not monumental history.’ 
The influence of Wagner confounds 
with the elemental ground-swell of 
heavy sentiment the facts of gene- 
alogy and leads the long reces- 
sional of William's ancestors back 
into the twilight of the gods. The 
ancient trees_of the ol@ deer park ot 
the Brandenburg Margraves serve 
as back drop of a play cut out oi 
stone by the mile, as Reinhardt’s 
cathedral of “The Miracle” was cut 
out of miles of timber. 

Old Fritz and His Stick 

At the point of entry by the Char- 
lottenburger Chaussée stands with 
his inevitable walking stick old 
Fritz of Prussia, otherwise Freder- 
ick the Great, avoiding with a de- 
moniac eye the stone images of two 
Margraves, Johann I. and Otto 
f11., who are spectacularly ad 


Avenue 


So much may be accounted his- 
tory. But these are only front row 
spectators. The real show is on the 
other side- of the Allee, where the 
Wagnerian gang |extends the better 
part of a mile left and right of those 
two map-reading Margraves. On 
the extreme right, supporting a 
cross in sign of having made the raw 
Brandenburgers Christians, stands 
in a noble footlight attitude Albert 
the Bear, who lived and hunted in 
the twelfth century.

| Not All Bad Sculpture 

Being bearer to. posterity of a mes- 
sage so ironic would lend interest to 
almost any wholesale exhibition of 
bad sculpture. But, as a matter of 
mere justice, all the sculpture is not 
so altogether bad. There are figures 
which, in their theatrical way, pos- 
sess both distinction and dignity. 
Especially is this true of several of 
the more frankly Wagnerian char- 
acters who pose as William's royal 
and imperial ancestors. A few have 
a fine stony look about them which 
is characteristically Prussian—as in 
Hindenburg. And the armor and 
habiliments generally are executed 
with careful exactitude. 

After all, William's specialty was 
| costume. He was not a trained 
scenic director or regisseur.

Here, then, instead of a vulgar 
wax-work in a tawdry, stuffy mu- 
seum, we have a fine durable assem- 
blage of marble figures arranged in 
order in a fine natural outdoor set- 
ting—a forest right in the heart of 
a big town which may be assumed 
even now, under Herr Ebert’s re- 
public, to take a moderate interest 
in the feudal past out of which it 
grew.

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STRANGE TALES OF THE FOREIGN LEGION 


Dramatic Stories of the Gentleman Rankers of Many Breeds Who Fight and Die ~ 


NCE again the story of the 
Foreign Legion of France 
has been brought to light, 
this time in a volume of 

memoirs of a former member of that 
celebrated fighting force, just pub- 
lished. in London. _At odd times 
there have been a number of memoirs 
written by legionnaires of the corps 
which has left the bones of its 
soldiers in every quarter of the globe 
from Indo-China to Mexico, but. the 
new book has had given to it an 
unusual standing through a preface 
by D. H. Lawrence. {fn it the writer 
sets forth his version cf the tale of 
the Prince of the royal house of 
Prussia who died on the sands of 
Africa as a simple soldat of the 
tegion. x 


Stories of a German Prince 

Several versions of the story are 
still told in the cante2ns of the For- 
eign Legion. The most romantic of 
all, probably the one handed down 
by word of mouth from the old and 
searred legionnaire to the newly 
enlisted ‘‘bleu,” tells how there ar- 
rived at the headquarters of the 
legion at Sidi-bel-Abbés a stalwart 
young German who enlisted’ under 
an assumed name. He went into 
action against the raiding Arabs, and 
at Salida his party was attacked by 
an overwhelming force. One by one 
the officers went down, so the story 
runs, and at the last moment, when 
defeat and extinction seemed near at 
hand, the German private rallied the 
small handful of legionnaires and ied 
them in a charge that broke the 
attack of the desert raiders. 

He himself fell, shot through the 
breast, just as the relief force ar- 
rived. There was no doubt that his 
wound would prove fatal, and the 
Colonel of the rescuing column, 
learning of the facts, was the first 
to hasten to his bedside, where he 
pinned on the heroic German his 
own Cross of the Legion of Honor. 
The dying man whispered a few 
words to him and within the hour 
«a stream of telegraphic messages 
was passing between the isolated 
desert station and Berlin. 

The German died that evening. 
Within the week there arrived at the 


the body, which was carried to the 
coast under the French flag with an 
escort of chevaliers of the Legion 
of Honor. A German warship was 
waiting off Oran with flag at half- 
mast. The coffin was borne aboard 
and the ship sailed away. Such is 
the barrack-room tale. 

The story embodied in the latest 
memoirs of the legion appears to 
have a more solid basis of fact, in- 
asmuch as other writers who served 
their five years amid the sands of 
Africa have also set it down as 
their version. The more matter-of- 
fact account relates that a member 
of the German royal house, a cousin 
of William I1., enlisted as a private 
in the Foreign Legion about 1880. 
About this story there clings none 
of the atmosphere of romance. The 
royal German, it is related, seemed 
a dull and ordinary fellow, distin- 
guished chiefly for his attitude of 
intense reserve. He saw no action, 
he led no gallant charge, he died of 
disease in a desert hospital. But a 
German warship did come to Oran 
to ear his body home, and’ lowered 
her flag in mourning. In what way 
the Prince had erred had never been 
disclosed—there was never a word 
from the court of Prussia to tell why 
a youth of royal blood went to die 
in the burning heat of the desert. 
This was not strange. Always the 
motives leading to the presence in 
the Foreign Legion of its strange 
strata of educated men have been 
concealed. 3 

The Foreign Legion came into its 
greatest glory in the World War. 
The real romance of its life, how- 
ever, lies in the years before—that 
sultry, mad cycle of eighty years or 
so when it was fighting the battles 
wf France in the wilds of Dahomey, 
on the killing deserts of Africa, in 
the stench and heat of the tropics 
of Indo-China. Nowhere has there 
ever been gathered together such a 
collection of colorful characters as 
those who have worn the kepi and 
carried the knapsack of the legion- 
naire. 

Nothing was too incredible to be 
believed of the legion and its. sol- 
diers. To it there flocked through

lands. Broken men who had been 
high-rankingofficers in the armies of 
other nations came to Sidi-bel-Abbés 
to take the rank of privates. Pro- 
fessors, ruined diplomats, noblemen 
whose lives had been shattered, at 
one time or an6ther have all been 
found in its barracks. On more than 
one occasion, .it is told, a General 
inspecting the Foreign Legion has’ 
been seen to stop and shake hands 
with a private in the ranks. ‘‘Some 
one he knew before,”” was the whis- 
per that went down the lines, but 
no one ever thought of asking what 
that ‘‘before’’ might mean. In the 
Foreign Legion, as every writer has

He expressed his 
surprise in these words: 

“I was speaking just now to a

Is the legion, then, a collection of 
ruined talents?’ 

From the writings of men who 
served in the Foreign Legion in its 
earlier days may be drawn the best 
valuation of its extraordinary per- 
sonnel. For the most part, it seems, 
the legion was composed of men 
from the working class who had 
deserted from other armies. Here 
and there, however, appeared flashes

Innumeradle times the strange 


melting-pot of the Foreign Legion 
has been the subject of comment. 
But it took General de Negrier, its 
best-loved commander, to sum up 
the capabilities of the soldiers who 
are paid 5 centimes a day for un- 
dergoing such dangers and hard- 
ships as have never fallen -to the lot 
of any other fighting force. 

“There is nothing the legion can- 
not do,”’ he said, according to one 
member of his force. ‘‘I will under- 
take to build an engine with my 
legionnaires. From their ranks 1 
can assemble the faculties of a uni- 
versity. There are men among them 
who can not only fight through a 
war but write its history."’ 


Men With Many Talents 

There was truth in those words. 
A detachment of the legion at one 
time was cut off from the main body 
by Arabs. Its men were dropping 
under fire, and all the doctors were 
with the main column. The plight 
of the wounded at last became so 
pitiable that the Captain cried out: 
**Are there any medical men here? 
Attend the wounded."’ Three pri- 
vates dropped their rifles and went 
to the aid of the casualties. One of 
them was a graduate of the Sor- 
bonne, another of the University of 
Zurich, the third of a leading Ger- 
man medical college. 

The incident illustrates the com-

There was, for 
Instance, the Alsatian officer who 
joined the Foreign Legion. He was 
an officer in a German regiment of 
lancers, the girl he loved was 
French. She refused to marry a man 
who wore the uniform of Prussia, 
and the Alsatian promptly deserted 
his regiment and enlisted under the 
Tricolor. 

Another legend goes'as far back 
as its ill-fated expedition intd Mex- 
ico to aid the cause of Maximilian. 
The legion had just capthred a town 
and the natives were shivering in 
terror of the invaders. The com- 
manding officer decided to reassure 
the’ Mexicans. He announced that 
his troops would do no harm to the 
inhabitants, that they were- good 
Christians, and to prove it would 
hold a parade celebration of mass. 
The legionnaires were sent out to 
gather flowers and decorate the 
church, and the moment came when 
officers and men gathered within the 
church. 

At this moment it was found that 
the local curé had fled the town. 
There was no priest to celebrate the 
mass. The natives believed the 
parade a hoax. And then the sentry 
at the door of the church took it 
upon himself to speak as his com- 
manding officer passed by. 

“If you cannot find a priest to 
perform the mass, mon Colonel, I 
would be glad if you would let me 
do it.” . 

“‘What?’’ exclaimed the Colonel.

A corporal who had been a Colonei 
in the Austrian Army, a private who 
had. been Secretary of the Austro- 
Hungarian Embassy at Rome—these 
are typical cases of men who, hav- 
ing ruined their lives, sought refuge 
in the legion. In the legion’s band, 
it is told, were many soldiers who .- 
had played in the most famous or- . 
chestras of the Continent. This band 
used to go to Paris, on occasions, to - 
give concerts. The talent of its mem- 
bers fairly stunned the musical 
world. 


Its Flags and Trophies 


The Foreign Legion has never 
lacked for recruits, despite the hard- 
ships, iron discipline and hopelessly 
low pay of the corps. For it has 
its traditions, and in the salle d’hon- 
meur at the Sidi-bel-Abbés head- 
quarters is a stirring array: of flags 
and battle trophies. Strangest of all 
is the artificial hand of one of its 
dead Captains, which commemorates 
a terrific struggie against odds—the 
battle at Camaron, Mexico. Here 
Captain Danjou, who had lost his 
real hand in the .Crimea, and sixty 
men were surrounded by 2,000 Mex- 
icans. They cut their way through 
the enemy and sought refuge in the 
hacienda of Camaron. All day the 
battle went on with the legionnaires 
barricaded behind the walls of the 
hacienda. : 


Five times the Mexicans called 
upon the legionnaires to surfender. 
Each time the answer was a defiant 
shout. When at last the relieving 
column arrived, there was not a 
single legionnaire left alive. For ten 
hours sixty men had held off 2,000 
while the convoy they were escorting 
had gone through to safety. 

A similar exploit was performed 
later in Indo-China when a force of 
390 legionnaires held off a Chinese 
army for thirty-two days. Before 
the French brigade arrived to raise 
the siege they had beaten off seven 
attacks. As General de Negrier once 
remarked: ‘‘Some soldiers can fight

RALLIES HIS FRIENDS 


Fearing the Rapacious Timber Cutter, He Seeks 
the Eternal Protection of His Native State

For, being a 
landscape painter, he recognized that 
‘the Old Man is no mere thing of 
features, cut by nature in the moun- 
tain rock, but an* eerie, supernat- 
ural fragment of the gods, a sort 
of ‘“‘oversoul” .to the enfire Fran- 
conia region, the. mark, moreover, 
of New Hampshire. 

Science has gone over the Old Man 
painstakingly this last half century 
with microscope, foot-rule and geol- 
ogiat’s hammer, examining, classify- 
ing, chipping, attempting to take 
his measure and at length filing his 
record away neatly in card cata- 
logues. Given time to run over the 
records, scientists can answer any 
question you may ask about him. 
To them there is no mystery here. 

But Thomas Cole, painter, was 
frightened. To him this Old Man 
was no fantastic curiosity, hanging

tourist's trip through the Notch; no 
silent salesman for pop and photo- 
graphs, peanuts and pennants. To 
him the Old Man had personality. 
About him lurked the’ soul of a 
Titan. It was fitting and proper 
that an artist should be frightened

His Jazzy Neighbors 


This Emersonian remark about the 
‘‘oversoul,’: effervescent enough in 
itself, may yet help to convey the 
precise quality of the danger which 
now threatens the Old Man ag he 
gazes into the south from a shoulder 
of Cannon Mountain, looking beyond 
the New Hampshire forests. His 
somewhat lowbrow features are se- 
cure enough. No one is anxious in 
regard to them. For several years 
ago they were firmly bolted into 
place by a party of unimaginative 
engineers, and they will defy the 
elements for many years more. But 
the spirit of the entire Franconia 
region, heretofore held in subjection

The real danger, however, is from 
the lumberman, who can scarcely 
rekon ‘‘oversoul” in terms of board- 
feet, On the slopes of Cannon 
Mountain and beneath the Old Man 
of the Mountains grow a valuable 


stand of timber, long protected from | 


hostile hands, but recently ‘‘scaled”’ 
by. a lumber company. And at the 


prospect of -sawmills and logging, 


roads befouling the forests just un- 
der the great Stone Face, and the 
desolation that always follows the 
mill, those who love him cry out, 
like’ the man in Sheridan's farce, 
“Ha! thou has touch’d me near- 
ly!” This can never be! 


The only certain remedy is the 
purchase of the entire Notch, and 
measures now are under way to ac- 
complish precisely that. In his re- 
cent inauguration speech Governor 
Winant of New Hampshire recom- 
mended that the Legislature take 
steps toward acquiring Franconia 
Notch as a State reservation. A 
bill has ‘already been introduced in 
the Legislature to appropriate $200,- 
000 for that purpose. But the pur- 
chase price set by the present own- 
ers is said to be at least twice that 
sum,.and New Hampshire, with a 
population of only 443,000, largely 
farmers, can ili afford the - full 
amount. 

The Society for the Protection of 
New Hampshire Forests, which al- 
ready holds the Lost River region 
in North Woodstock and manages it 
profitably for the public good, has 
projects in hand, under the direction 
of Philip W. Ayres, for raising th> 
necessary amount. Already $160,000 
has been promised in private gifts. 
The Federal Forest Service, under 
the Department of Agriculture, esti- 
mates that the timber land in Fran- 
conia. Notch that it does not own 
already is worth $75,000 to the Gov- 
ernment and will doubtless appro- 
priate that sum. If some scheme 
can be devised for organizing all 
these sources of revenue—the State 
of New Hampshire, the Federal For- 
est Service and the friends of the 
Society for the Protection of New 
Hampshire Forests—the purchese 
can doubtless be made; and the Old 





Man of the Mountains may not be 
forced to sell his ‘‘oversoul” for a 
mess of pottage. Those sensitive 
folk. who prefer the Old Man as a 
representation of the great spirit 
to the Old Man as a bargain-counter 
tor the money-changers may still 
pass through Franconia without ele- 
vating their nostrils protestingly. 

Even the scientists who know s0 
much cannot tell when the Old Man 
was created, or whether he was born 
and grew naturally <o his present 
superannuated age; but the his- 
torians at least know when hé was 
discovered. It was in 18. “The 
road was being built through Fran- 
conia Notch. Two workmen, Frau- 
cis. Whitcomb and Luke Brooks, 
went to Profile Lake to wash their 
hands (early prophets of the sani- 
tary workman) and saw those sharp, 
flmt features in the sky. It was 
1805.: _‘“Phomas Jefferson!’’ they 
exclaimed patriotically. 


Many Are His Visitors 


Another story (for even the his- 
torians, you see, are none too cer- 
tain) credits a Baptist 
who was watching the road ‘con- 
struction, with having seen the Old 
Man first. What he said has not 
been recorded. ‘Good God!”’ is more 
than Hikely. At any rate, that is 
the year in Which the Old Man iden- 
tified his history with ours; and 
since then millions have traveled 
merely to look at him, and some 
thousands have referred to him in 
print. Travel through the White 
Mountains in lumbering wagons be- 
gan soon after 1805. Visitors went 
north through Crawford Notch and 
returned through Franconia, stop- 
ping at Profile Lake, with -various 
emotions of horror and admiration. 
The same route through the moun- 
tains is now a common one for those 
who travel by motor. Today the trip 
may be less of an adventure; but 
the show places are much the same. 

Sometime in the middle of the 
nineteenth century a party of geolo- 
gists, some of them Dartmouth stu- 
dents, mapped the Franconia region, 
a difficult task in those days. And 
as part of the whole job they climbed 
around the Old Man of the Moun- 
tains. That face, they discovered, is 


formed by the accidental position of

the edges of three disconnected 
ledges, with different vertical axes. 
One forms. the protruding forehead. 
A second forms the nose and the 
third the chin. Measurements of the 
distance from chin to top vary from 
thirty-six to forty feet, for these sci- 
entists, who snicker about ‘‘over- 
souls,” cannot always agree. . The 
face is 1,200 feet above the quiet 
little water of Profile Lake, .some- 
times referred to as the Old Man's 
Wash Bowl. These three ledges 
form a perfect image when seen 
from one position. You have only 
to move a little in either direction, 
however, and the face loses all char- 
acteristics—‘‘a withered cliff is all 
we see."" If ‘two workmen had not 
thought to wash their hands before 
dinner—but that would be a differ- 
ent story. 

Now, profiles in the rocks are 
common things. This is a large 
country, but it contains hardly a 
singie township which does not boast 
at least one profile, with the local 
description varying between George 
Washington and Queen Victoria, ac- 
cording to the age of the oldest in- 
habitant. New Hampshire moun- 





tains are riddled with profiles and

In the opening paragraphs 
of that tale Hawthorne, who had 
seen the profile in 1832, described 
it as he remembered it about sixteen 
years later— 

““The Great Stone Face was a work 
of Nature in her mood of majestic 
playfulness, formed on the perpen-

OCRATES, discoursing to the 
wise youth Theaetetus, in- 
quired, rather trickily:. ‘‘And 
do you define thought as I 


do?" The youth, not only wise 
but discreet, replied: ‘‘How do you 
define it?’’ As the talk, said So- 


crates, which the soul has with it- 
self about any subjects which it con- 
siders. The soul, he said, as the 
image presents itself to me, when it 
thinks is merely conversing with it- 
self, asking itself questions and an- 
swering, affirming and denying. 
When .it has arrived at a decision, 
whether slowly or with 4 sudden. 
bound, and is at last agreed, and is 
not in doubt, we call that its opinion. 
And the discreet Theaetetus decided 
that this also was his definition of 
an opinion. 

The soul of at least one observer 
has been talking with itself for a 
very considerable time concerning 
the work of Eugene Speicher, and 
now, with a large group of the paint- 
ings and a small group of the im- 
portant drawings on view at the 
Rehn Galleries, it has been having 
a splendid talk and thoroughly 
agrees with itself that Mr. Speicher 
is an artist of unusual power and 
conviction, of whom it is meet for 
all Americans to be proud, since he 
places a quietus upon the silly Eu- 
ropean notion that Americans trifle 
with art and commonly are super- 
ficial about it. 

Nothing less superficial, for ex- 
ample, than the nude figure which 
is the latest of his paintings in the 
exhibition. The most difficult prob- 
lems that present themselves to an 
artist have been summoned for solu- 
tion and thoughtfully solved. Ob- 
serve merely the foreshortenings. 
Their number in itself is amazing; 
and each is thoroughly interrogated 
and justly indicated; any one who has 
concerned himself with the design of 
the human figure must applaud the 
justness of these foreshortenings. 
Must applaud also the keen austerity 
of the lines and the living quality 
within the fiesh. Again, applause 








for the juxtapositions of color, strong 
and reticent, and for the textures of 
fabrics and furnishings. Nothing less 
superficia] could be imagined. . The 
figure, a little heavy about the 
shoulders and head, is seated upon a 
couch. A pile of variously patterned 
stuffs form a striking setting for the 
cool firm flesh. A lace scarf is 
flung over the hair and hangs in 
loose quite heavy folds, a gold chain 
surrounds the muscular throat; a 
pair of coquettish slippers are on the

ment of the labor invoived; the final 
beautiful bluff of the true painter 


that all is as easy as rolling off a log.. 


That may not come later, however. 
In looking through the roomful of 
serene paintings, a state of mind 
brought about, it is easy to infer, 
through struggle sharp and hard, 
one feels that even the most beauti- 
ful bluff in the world would not fit 
Mr. Speicher’s Egyptian ideal of in- 
destructible sincerity. Moreover, he 
has a sculptor’s attitude toward ma- 
terial solidity. Power and massive- 
Ness are of the essence of his art. 
A “‘living calm’’ is the gift he is 
eager to bestow upon his created fig- 
ures, but not for him is ‘the Chinese 
idea of ignoring as far as possible 
the material out of which they are 
made and suggesting chiefly by line 
and veils of tone fading into space. 
It is a noble and permanent art that 
he thus produces and we may depend

. If, however, we turn to the draw- 
ings and studies in monochrome, we 
find that in freshness of presentation 
they have an advantage. Our soul 
agrees with itself concerning their 
great beauty. If the paintings have 
much to say of the artist’s tenacity | 
in holding his impression, of his 
technical superiority in- controlling 
his composition, of his rare feeling 
for deep and full harmonies of color, 
of his draftsmanship and the dignity 
of his vision, the drawings iet us 
see the lightness possible to. his 
strong touch, the ease with which he 
can carry through an intricate }hittle 
arrangement, the buoyancy of his 
unpremeditated expression. The 
beautiful bluff may come after all, 
only not quite as bluff, rather as 
the ease that compensates for labor 
if we keep long enough at the labor 
and postpone instead of seeking its 








gurcease. In this way we get back 


the casual beauty of the sketch with- 
out sacrificimg the substance of our 
learning. But whatever Mr. Spei- 
cher’r future may hold, his present 
secures him.

Charlies Woodbury thinks and his 
etchings at the Keppel Galleries 
have the force of such expression. 
The wind in the clearing, tidal move- 
ment, currents of air, these funda- 
mental mysteries have seized upon 
‘his imagination and he has taken 
pains to express their character with 
a searching analysis resolving into 
synthesis. 5; 





Of course, he has helped himself 
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in all legitimate ways. Porpgises 
have helped him. Leaping cut -of 
the water, burrowing into it, pitting 
their temporal force against the 
eternal rhythms. Seeing them active 
in their strength and so ponderable 
and thick, intensifies the impression 
of mysterious law directing as easily 
toward irresistible movement the 
fluent wave and the intangible airs. 
Aeroplanes -have helped him, driving 
in flocks across the heavens, coming 
» swiftly as across a cinema screen, 
swelling to huge proportions, yet 
eeping their littleness in compari- 
g0n with the vastness through which 
é ‘ they travel. Trees help him, cling- 
( ing desperately to the whirling earth 
while bending their branches under 
thé attack of violent winds whipping. 
b at them. v 
These aids ‘to understanding are 
mot, however used for their own 
- Sweet sakes, and it is this that dis- 
tinguishes Mr. Woodbury’s-art from 
that of his contemporaries. The in- 
terest of his contemporaries, like his 
own, often is ‘in: fundamentals, al- 
‘twee where they are oof any im- 
portance. But this may almost be 
“considered as limited to fundamen- 
tals.- Observe’ one of ‘his, “subjects, 
as quiet as the: Summer morning it. 
celebrates, a couple of boats rocking 
on the bréast of a slowly moving sea. 
The movement under the dominz- 
sky is slow,-hardly perceptible, but 
it draws from the uttermost depths 
of the ocean’s being. Tennyson de- 
scribed it in™his: sweet .monosyllabic 
lines about crossing the bar: ‘‘Such 
a tide as moving seems asleep, too 
still for sound or foam.” In his old 
\ age Tenriyson was thinking .of his 
own -spirit's return to the soundless 
deep; but he. was too keen- an ob- 
server to have missed the signifi- 
eance of those still tides which he 
could watch from the shores of his 
island. Mr. Woodbury, using a more 
modern idiom, conveys in his etching 
the same idea, which in his case also 
is based upon a mighty store of ob- 
served truths. 


Truth About the Air 


In the etching of the airplanes 
one feels likewise the massive sub- 
stance of experience upon which the 
artistic idea rides buoyantly. The 
artist has no window in an ivory 
tower from which to watch the stout 
currents of the air. He has worked 
from the plane itself, flying among 
the eddies and buffeting waves of 
the newly explored element. This 
doubtless is one reason for the con- 
viction carried by his etchings of the 
air. The other reason is that he 
knows the language he speaks. 

At the Brummer Galleries is the 
first exhibition of Walter Pach’s 
collected works. It must be at least 
twenty years, no doubt it is longer, 
since Mr. Pach began to work inde- 
pendently, yet this is the first large 
exhibition he has held. The impres- 


sion gained from the collection as |- 


4 one sees it from the hallway, some- 
what remote and integral, is that the 
many influences that have passed 
into or over his art have left it 
singularly: unmodified. The color 
has extraordinary purity, his blues 
are those of clear water reflecting 
clear skies.. His color makes the 
itinerant visitor.to the galleries draw 
a long, reviving breath, as though 
country had come to town. He is 
not a “clever” painter, not clever 
really at all, but immensely in 
earnest and patient,-and aware of 
what he is doing, a welcomed con- 

{ trast to the very clever ones. When 

| he paints a street in Mexico we know 

| that the street is precisely as he says 

it is, although we may think to our- 

selves that he might have done it 

better perhaps. In the same way we 

know that such portraits as that of 

Magda, with its careful reasonble- 

ness, is completely expressive of the 

character of the sitter, although it 

has so little in the’ way of features 

a nothing at all in the way of ges- 

jure or pose. Magda just sits there 

being Magda. With flowers there is 

the same intensity of realization.

| there are no petals or anything like 
that to shatter the impression. 

The subject pictures, more difficult 
ia cumponitional intricacies, are con- 
quered with the same simplicity of 
attack.

The nudes in the exhibition are 
interesting not only by their inherent 
quality ‘but by-the contrasts they 
offer.” A nude isperhaps the best 
test of an artist's quality possible 
to-get in a modern exhibition.. Here 
at least he is submitting his: work 
on its own merits and net with con- 
sciousness of the public. The public 
not. only . knows nothing about 
whether lie is doing his work in this 
kind Well or ill; it knows that it dees 


not know. 


In the case of Robert Henri'’s nude 
the canvas is. thinly covered with 
hardly more than stains .of color, 
but the effect is that of a much- 
colored drawing. ‘The drawing “is 
kept well under control by this judi- 
cious method and the purple and

clear, shining poetry of execution, 
limpid. and. delicate-as the lines of 
Keats. ; 
‘Picking here and there. among the 
rather crowded rooms John Car- 
roll’s two figures, a man serenading 
a woman, makes itself felt rather too 
emphatically’ by size alone; . John 
Grabach's fluttering screen of ghost- 
ly white clothes hanging by their 
nécks from high clotheslines above 
human beings as wavering and limp 
as the rags themselves makes an im- 
pression of genuine beauty, a pallid 
patterning of surface and liveliness 
of outline.

An especially interesting feature df 
the section of sculpture is the work 
in wood. This material, so -sym- 
pathetic and responsive, so inde- 
structibly alive, grows steadily in fa- 
vor. A large example at the head 
of the stairway is a group of two 
figures carved with a moderate de- 
gree of generalization by Wstelle 
Rumbold Kohn. Boris Biai exhibits 
a@ woman’s head in a reddish wood, 
apparently mahogany, the textures 
closely discriminated and contrasted. 

In this and in the mask of an old 
man the impressionistic modeling is 
subtle and more in harmony with the 
material than the floating vagueness 
of such treatment could ever be with 
marble or bronze. Mr. Bilai also has 
a portrait head in wood of R. Tait 
McKenzie. There is no floating 
vagueness about John R. Clarke's 
carvings in wood of the grizzly bear. 
In one example he calls his subject 
**Madonna of the Woods,’’ a cub 
nursing at its mother’s breast, the 
little keen eyes and sentimental ex- 
pression of the mother bear pre- 
sented as direct portraiture without 
exaggeration. The other subject is 
the single figure of a grizzly, real- 
ized to the last rugged strand of 
corase hair and the last glitter of 
polish on the sinister claws. The 
two carvings are so well composed 
in mass and the detail is so far from 
interfering with the large effect that 
one can find no fault with their 
naturalism. Edgar Wilson shows a 
portrait head, ‘‘Eric,”"’ carved in 
wood in high relief against a panel. 
Wood also is the medium for a 
pretty “Spring” by Simon Moselsio. 

Gaetano Cecere shows the ‘‘Roman 
Peasant’’ and the ‘‘Persephone” 
that won spurs and prizes in New 
York with their imperturbable 
calm and impeccable craftsmanship. 

Laura Gar- 
din Fraser's ‘‘Prince” is a portrait

THE SAILOR’S BERBER 
NE of the odd sights of New 
York Harbor fn Winter is the 
berber. The dictionary calls 
the berber “a cold, sleetlike mist 
that crusts on the face, hair and 
beard or mustache,’” and _ sailors 
apply the term to the thin vapor that 
rises from the water on exceedingly 
cold days. | 





As a rule the berber makes its ap- 
pearance in the harbor after one of | 
those violent changes of temperature | 
to which New York is accustomed. 
A comparatively mild day is followed | 
by. rain or snow. Overnight. the, 
weather clears and the mercury 
drops rapidly toward zero. In the 
morning the air is. several degrees 
colder than the water and the latter 
gives off spirais of vapor that look 
like jets of steam. 

Indeed, the harbor resembles ,a 
hugh simmering pot, with scum here 
and there in the form of ice floes. 
The vapor does not rise high and is 
soon evaporated by the sun, but the 
pot simmers sometimes for several 
hours, and if the sunlight is brilliant 
one may detect miniature rainbows 
in the steam spirals. 

The berber does not confine itself 
to the harbor. Sailors sometimes see 
it on the northern edge of the Gulf | 
Stream after a cold gale from the |

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countered an Indian named Mari- 
anne, whom I have known for a great 
many years. This old fellow, who 
must certainly have passed the cen- 
tury mark, is the chief of the Cine- 
cus.

They were gone for the better part 
of a week and on their return trip, 
when they were almost in sight of 
their home settlement, the axle of 
one of the carretas gave way. Ma- 
rianne rode into the village to get a 
new axle. He was gone only an 
hour or two but upon his return he 
found that every one of his dozen or 
more companions had been killed 
and scalped and 
stolen., The first_ thing that 
rianne did was to dig a dozen shal- 
low graves and bury the dead. Next 
he made and set up a cross, using 
the new axle that he had brought 
with him as the upright and a piece 
of the broken one as the transverse.

tlement, gave the alarm and, if the 
old man is to be believed, this was 
the last depredation ,committed by 
Victoric along the Butterworth Stage 
itoute.

He, it seems, had no 
pretense or worldly ambition, and it 
was the poet who first saw that 
Earnest’s profile was the only true 
reflection of the Great Stone Face. 
For to Hawthorne the Old Man bore 
“‘the glow of a vast warmth that 
embraced all mankind in his affec- 
tions, and had room for more.” 


The poets have set the heavens 
ringing with a potpourri of discor- 
dant comparisons. As quoted at the 
head of this article, John Townsend 
Trowbridge found the Old Man a 
Titan. Lucy Larcom, too, was im- 
pressed chiefly with his size. Harry. 
Hibbard found him the image of the 
Indian’s ‘‘more_ benignant, god,” 
“the spot where the Great Spirit 
made abode.’” In one poem Charlies 
Fletcher Lummis refers mainly to

cessful career. His son Joseph was 
a gentile soul who was actor and 
scene painter too—but more charac- 
teristically “the latter—and it was 
this Joseph 2d, who was the father of 
Joseph 34, who became Rip Van

the character he erected a sort of" 


living monument to his parent in 
the matter at least of his amiability 
and improvidence. Young Joseph 
was born in Philadelphia. His first 
piayground was the stage of a thea- 
tre, his first playthings theatrical 
properties. At five years old he 
made his first conscious appearance 
when Rice, the original Jim Crow of 
black face, spilled him out of a bag 
as a tar-baby miniature counterpart 
of himself. 

In 1839, when Joe was 10 years 
old, the Jefferson family, father, 
mother and children as a troupe, 
went adventuring in the’ West. They 
went to Chicago by way of the Lakes 
and came down thence through the 


cariously upon trunks filled with 
their theatrical gear and covered 
with the mottled hides of calico cir- 
cus horses. Or they might travei in 
sleds upon_the river ice and have 
the trunks fal! in so that the father’s 
carefully painted scenery was ruined. 
At Pekin they gave-a performance 
in whdt Mr. Jefferson in_his auto- 
biography calls a ‘‘pork-house.’’ At 
all events it was a place intended 
for the habitation of pigs, who were 
ejected and their late quarters treat- 
ed with whitewash. There the com- 
pany performed John Howard 
Vayne’s *‘Clari, the Maid of Milan," 
in which occurs the song ‘*‘Home, 
Sweet Home,”’ since so famous. Mrs. 
Jefferson as leading lady sang that 
song, which was spoiled by the 
grunting and bumping of the pigs 
beneath the house that had been 
their own. And Mrs. Jefferson 
burst into tears. 
A Prohibitory License Tax 

At Springfield the Jeffersons were 
80 much encouraged by the prospect 
of having the Legislature of Illinois 
to play to that.they built a theatre 
of their own. Whereupon the town 
authorities imposed a_ prohibitory 
license tax. They were in despair 
when a young iawyer came and of- 
fered to use his good offices—out of 
pure kindness—in their behalf. 
young lawyer entertained the city 
fathers with mirth-provoking anec- 
dotes and so far softened their hearts 
that payment of the license was re- 
mitted. The name of the young law~ 
yer was Abraham Lincoln. 

In Memphis, Tenn., the theatres 
were not open. There the city 
fathers had just ordered that all wag- 
ons should bear a number. Young 
Joe went to the Mayor and got for 
his father the job of painting’ the 
numbers on the wagons—which kept 
them for a month. In that busy river 
city also the eider Jefferson found 
employment decorating the walls of 
McAllister’s saloon—especialiy a 
“mysterious apartment where late 
hours were kept.” With the $200 
obtained—not without Mrs. Jeffer- 
son’s intercession with Mrs. McAllis- 
ter—for this work of art, they trav- 
eled steerage to New Orleans in a 
Mississippi River steamboat, and 
reached Mobile in the midst of an 
epidemic of yellow fever. 

The fever carried away Joseph Jef- 
ferson Sr. As the son quaintly puts 
it, his mother was ‘‘reduced from 
leading iddy to landlady'’—being 
driven to the device of taking board- 
ers—while Joe and his sister were 
engaged by the local theatrical man- 
ager to play children’s parts at $6 
” week apiece. 

{f you would know all the wander- 
ings of that theatrical family, how 
they played in hotel dining rooms 
through the towns of the Alabama 
and Mississippi countryside, how 
they were abandoned on roadsides by 
teamsters who wanted cash when 
there wasn't any. how a farmer ‘‘in- 
sured’’ them ‘‘a full house’’ of his 
fymily and neighbors if they would 
piay in his barn, and how they did 
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and ‘‘The Spectre Bridegroom’’ and 
the farmer actually produced the au- 
dience, how in the direst straits the 
good and careful mother always 
seemed able to produce one last gold 
piece from a dark blue woolen stock- 
ing—till at last.even that bank was 
empty—all these things you may 
read in the story of his life as Jef- 
ferson himself Kas written it. 


es Over Into Texas 


How dauntless a lot they were may 
be gathered from the direction in 
which their wandering spirit next 
took them—mother, son and daugh- 
ter. They had crossed over into 
Texas and played at Galveston and 
Houston when the Mexican war got 
into full swing. In May, 1846, there- 
fore, they cheerfully embarked on 

“a condemned Mississippi 
steamer” for Point Isabel and, a spe- 
cial providence protecting them, then 
arrived with a crowd of soldiers and 
gamblers in time to hear General 
Zachary Taylor’s guns at Palo Alto, 
to be literal spectators of the death 
of gallant Major Ringgold and to fol- 
low the victorious Americans into 
Matamoras, where. with the permis- 
sion of the military authorities, they 
gave dramatic entertainments in the 
Spanish theatre. When the, army 
Passed on they were stranded, 
whereupon, nothing daunted, Joe 
and a companion opened a coffee and 
cake stand in the Grand Spanish 
Saloon, where all the gamblers and 
desperados of the region resorted. A 
very good business was done till the 
murder of a celebrated border char- 
acter by Mexicans under his very 
eyes decided the rising young mer- 
chant that perhaps there were 
heaithier places for the prosecution 
of peaceful trade—supposing one’s 
art were to lie fallow. i 
To this period belongs one of the 
most engaging passages in Mr. Jef- 
ferson’s autobiography—that which 
deals with the heautiful Metta. a 
delicious and fiery mixture of Mex- 
ico and Castile, a confection of black 
eyes, lovely hands and feet, with 
a way of tossing back her head and 
showing a whole row of pearly teeth 
that was singularly disturbing. It 
was a very perilous passage for a 
youth of 17, and, perhaps—as in his 
riper years he admits—it was just 
as well that he went away and left 
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Having sold his interest in his 
eoffee and cake stand, he did go 
away from Matainoras, and with 
his mother and, sister traveled to 
Brazos with a boatload of wounded 
soldiers, many of whom died mis- 
erably yn the voyage. So the fam- 
ily got beck to New Orleans and 
the wildest of young Joseph's ad- 
ventures came to an end. ‘There 
was more travel by river steamboat 
and stage coach—there were many 
subsequent wanderings over the 
country upon various theatrical 
enterprises. But his serious career 
as a “low comedian” began soon af- 
terward with an engagement at the 
Arch Street Theatre in Philadelphia, 
where such very classical things were 
undertaken as Sophocies’s ‘‘An- 
tigone.’’ Jefferson partly imperson- 
ated chorus. A little later Jef- 
ferson records of himself that he 
was engaged by Joseph Foster, an- 
other Philadelphia manager, who ran 
a sort of combined theatre and 
circus — where equestrian stunts 
abounded. -When Foster saw his 
new acquisition for the first time 
he said, *‘You don’t look like a 
escape look more like an un- 
dertaker.’ 

Jefferson’s own account of his 
personal appearance is good enough. 
His, he said, was a ‘‘classical con- 
tour, neither Greek nor Roman, but 
of pure nut-cracker type.” 

*,* 
We may ieave him as his old 
friend, fellow-player and biographer, 
Francis Wilson, first saw him. He 
was standing on the curb at the 
southwest corner of Twenty-third 
Street and Sixth Avenue, New York, 
watching the crowd file into the 
Booth Theatre for a matinée per- 
formance of ‘‘Rip Van Winkle.'’ He 
stood there abstractedly eating 
Malaga grapes. Wilson, boy like, 
brushed by him so as to be able 
to say he had touched the great 
man. Jefferson took no notice and 
presently entered the theatre by the 
stage door. That was in 1870—the 
year that George Holland died and 
the year that the Little Church 
Around the Corner won its name and 
Jefferson's blessing, now commemo-

In Cali- 
fornia W3ison received only 3,773 
more votes than Hughes; in Minne- 
sotu Hughes was but 392 votes ahead 
of Wilson. So close did Mr. Hughes 
come to being President.

As a military teader, he accom- 

plished the impossible by winning 2 
revolution against one of the strong~ 
est nations in the world, with vir- 
tually only a handful of men and 
meagre. uncertain supplies. At its 
close he helped establish a new Gov- 
ernment and set it well on its feet 
as its first President. 
- These things in themselves would 
have taken all the living time, and 
certainly all the energy, of most 
great men; but Washington found 
time to be renowned as an athlete, 
@ sportsman and a social leader. He 
was, likewise, an energetic and ca- 
pable executive of. his own estate 
and shouldered the responsibilities 
of many relatives and friends less 
fortunate than himself; That fa- 
mous summary of him, ‘First in 
war, first in peace, first in the 
hearts of his countrymen,"’ is no 
myth.

N sum, I had rather see the wily 


game and high-colored ardor of 
“The Dove’’ than many of the dull 


sincerities in. the theatre of the last 


décade. The truth is we have been 
more or less-bluffed and confused ‘by 
certain theories of realism and scien- 


tific: truth in the theatre. Many a 
little spectator, because he could see’ 


that the thing on the stage was not 


what he saw on the street or anywhere 


in life, considered himself a judge. If 


‘he could see that something was. being 


done to,heighten or theatricalize .-a 


‘section of life, he set the whole thing 
down as hokum, tricks! 


But nothing 
is more obvious than that every dram- 


atist or producer who ever succeeded 
in the theatre had the gift for putting 
the glamour of theatricality into: his 
material. Bernard Shaw, with all his

Glamour. 
terms of the art of the theatre 
are the play, the audience, the 
# actors, the lights and setting, all 
combined, all used to express what is 
to be expressed. Theatricality is the 
heightening that comes upon the ma- 
terial when we successfully express it 
in these terms. Every work in the 
theatre that is really theatre. has the- 
atricality. In so far as it has not 
theatricality. it is not theatre, how- 
ever admirable it may be as literature, 
morality or social science. All signif- 
icant plays, “Hamlet,” “Tartuffe ” 
“Hippolytus,’’ “Candida,’’ now being 
given by the Actors’ Theatre, and 
“The Wild Duck,"* soon to be given 
there, have this theatricality and 
are alive by it. In such plays this 
quality tends to disappear; it is a part 
of the play’s truth, inseparable from 
it. “The Dove’’ is not a significant 
play, ‘and so the-process behind the 
production of it is more exposed, and 
the nature and glamour of the theatre 
can be more easily studied.

The play- 
fhouses. follow that same tradition in 
their appearance and in their fare. The 
Greenwich Village Theatre least of all, 
however; its physical difference consists 

fefly in its diminutive size anc its 

retentiousness. At any rate, it is 

ot stuffy with commercialism. In Mac- 
@ougal Street the Provincetown is as 
(diff'rent” as it can be, uncomfortable, 
. fneagrely ventilated, entirely propitious 

r artistic drama. And the Cherry 
Lane unites inaccessibility with its as- 
éetic interior, But the Triangle in 
Seventh Avenue is as pure and chaste 
as the most ardent vows of professional 
poverty could achieve. Surely here, far 
from the poison of Broadway commer- 
@lalism, Truth may diffuse her Radiance 
from the Stage. This is the winc-blown 
summit of Parnassus. 

‘Imagine the ,Thespian Diogenes, lan- 
tern in hand, wandering to the Village 
@ome murky evening in search of the 
Triangle. Over the humbleness of its 
‘quipment his mournful heart must in- 
deed begin to glow. Its location, even 
those who have been there, is a mat- 

ter of considetable doubt. In the teler 
“hone book the address is “Seyenth Ave- 
. Bue and Eleventh Street.’”’ On the pro- 
Sram it is described, like, the Howse 
That Jack Built, as one and a half 
Blocks south of the Twelfth Street exit 
to the Fourteenth Street station of the 
Seventh Avenue subway. The tickets 
are of two minds.

spicuous. Humility could go no further 
in location or exterior. 3 

Nor is there any tawdry swank about 
the interior. For nothing inside serves 
to compromise the beauty of a dramatic 
art born of love and nourished upon dis- 
interested affection. Wealth does not 
accumulate here; men, possibly, do not 
decay. Drama here does not feed 
gluttonously upon the flesh-pots, nor sell 
its soul at the box office. For Triangle 
is as badly ventilated as the most jejune 
tourist could desire. It has other attrac- 
tions as well, and other diffdrences. 
Broadway theatres, for instance, these, 
base, capitalistic enterprises, arrange 
their seats in rows, duly lettered and 
numbered. At Triangle, ‘‘sense, order, 
decency, and such like stuff’’ are thrust 
impatiently aside. The floor of the 
three-cornered auditorium is filled with 
benches and tables, and an extra row 
-of them fills a platform along two sides 
of the room. The stage fills the third 
side. of the basement. Three huge masks 
and a stuffed parrot swing from the 
beams. Posters, clippings from the 
press, caricatures of thespians, photo- 
graphs and stage miscellany sweep 
across the walls in gay abandon. A 
hundred playgoers may crowd into this 
room, smoke as the play progresses, and 
relieve the tension ,of the most passion- 
ate moments by gripping the tables: be- 
fore them. There is no formality. The 
book of etiquette ia of no avaif to those 
who. énter e. There are no conven- 
tions to dim the radiance of truth shin- 
ing like a beacon light from this humble 
stage. 

Now, one of the joys of life, and a 
joy which becomes rare ar by year, 
lies In getting close to the elements, the 
sources, of any art, in staining one’s 
fingers with the pigments. Civilization 
conceals elements behind a shiny veneer. 
But at the Triangle one breathes the 
very odor of the theatre and, after a 
fashion, gets sprinkled with the dust of 
the drama, There are no secrets of 
toilet or cosmetic, and the audience pa- 
tiently bears with the managément the 
burdens of play production. And open- 
ing nights! If the last opening, for a 
three-act ‘piece entitled ‘‘The Crucible,” 
may be taken as example, one must not 
look for too much precision. For that 
evening the curtain was set for 9 o’clock, 
and the audience assembled according to 
appointment. But, bless us, rumor spread 
through the house that the first act 
setting had not then been completed. 
The audience cooled its heels for a full 
hour while the rumble and clatter of 
last-minute preparation- kept expectation 
keen. No one seemed impatient. No 
one fumbled at his watch pocket. At 
length a face peered between the cur- 
tains, proclaiming that the last daub of 
paint had performed its magic and all 
was now in readiness. The house lights 
went out. The rise of the curtain in the 
theatre is always an auspicious moment. 


But, lord! what have we here, in this 
drama free of the materialistic shackles 
of Broadway? A triangle play in the 
Triangle Theatre. A misalliance, a gild- 
ed youth cast off by his feather, a beau- 
teous heroine in a squalid tenement, a 
disappointed wealthy lover ready to set 
all things aright, intoxicating drink, a 
quarrel, talk of a wild and sinful flight 
in loving arms across the sea, a proud 
banker confessing illegal bond manipu- 
lations, valiant, chaste, renunciation by 
the hero, funds for the grasping banker, 
a lost son recognized by his affectionate 
father, wile and husband in tearful em- 
brace, curtain and applause. “Won't you 
—sit down,’’ says the hero now and then 
with a lordly flourish. ‘I am no object 
of charity yet,” screams the befuddled 
husband indignantly at the sight of $500. 
‘Take me away,” pleads the heroine in 
Anthony Tremaine’s luxurious apart- 
ment hung with rare laces and bro- 
cades from the Orient, Lord, what talk 
of big stock deals, pearl fisheries and 
sash, what fulminations at love, what 
tighS and sobs and: maledictions, what 
slanders and filth splashed on the purple 
robes of magnanimity! ‘‘O heat, dry up 
my brains! Tears seven times salt, burn 
out the sense and virtue of mine eye!!”’ 
This sort of pabulum. yields health on 
Broadway, but ’tis poison in the Village! 

‘It must be obvious,”’ writes St> John 
Ervine, “that an organization so costly 
as the West End Theatre must have a 
sterilizing effect on the mind of the 
dramatist. * * * If we cannot. some- 
how rearrange the finances of the thea- 








well taken. But let no one suppose that 
vows of poverty are sufficient to insure 
the sanctity of drama. ‘‘The Crucible,” 
according to the management of the Tri- 
angle Theatre, is no fair sample of the 
fruit of an organization mainly devoted 
to one-act plays. That field of vignette 
drama is a worthy one, versatile, di- 
verse and never monotonous and, like 
the short story; possible of innumerable 
stinging effects. The staging, lighting 
and acting are less exacting than for 





full-length drama; and Broadway does 
not do the same sort of thing with much 
more flair. In this style of producing 
the ‘‘diff’rent’’ theatre may be glorious- 
ly diffrent and productive as well... 

It must be confessed, however, that 
the Village has not been of much cre- 
ative service to the drama this season, 
except for those who find real sub- 
stance in O’Neill’s ‘‘Desire Under the 
Elms.*’ The present writer does not. 
“S$. S. Glencairn” has been well worth 


doing, especially since those four play- 
lets had never been grouped before; and 
it fs not likely that they will ever be 
staged better or acted with more elas- 
ticity. They are not new plays, how- 
ever, nor was ‘‘Emperor Jones’’ or 
“Diff’rent,’’ now visible in an extremely 
ungainly performance,. nor ‘‘Patience’’ 
in Sheridan Square nor ‘“‘The Way of

E angle from which England 

views American plays is always 

an interesting one, even though 

Americans do not invariably 

agree with it. The Daily Tele- 
graph, considering Burns Mantle's se- 
lection of the ‘teny best plays of the 
past season, is able to regard the Amer- 
ican drama from a detached viewpoint, 
and thus arrives at a few interest- 
ing generalities. The writer is A. D. 
Peters, and his comments are: 

“The task of selecting the ten best 
plays of the year would make most 
critics tremble. Burhs Mantle has 
adopted the policy, which is probably 
essential in a book of this kind, of ac- 
cepting the public’s verdict first and 
using his own: discrimination afterward. 
Every play chosen has run for more 
than a hundred performances; but the 
runs of several which are included have 


successful, 





been exceeded by those of some which 
have been left out. The ten plays se- 
lected are ‘Outward Bound,’ ‘Beggar 
on Horseback,’ ‘The Show-Off,’ ‘The 
Swan,’ ‘Tarnish,’ ‘Chicken Feed,’ 
Goose Hangs High,’ ‘Sun-Up,’ ‘Hell-Bent 
fer Heaven’ and “The Changelings.’ The 
most notable. omission Is ‘Saint Joan, 
which had 200 performances to its credit 
at the time this book was compiled, and 
was still running. It is dismissed with 
the description, ‘an unlifelike but inter- 
esting discussion of the miracle days in 
France, when the Maid of Domremy led 
her mystified followers to victory.’ In 
the cases of some others the editor has 
a better excuse; ‘Welded,’ by Eugene 
O'Neill ; ‘Windows,’ by John Galsworthy ; 
‘Queen Victoria,’ by David Carb and 
Walter Prichard Baton, and ‘Robert EB. 
Lee,’ by John Drinkwater, did not make 
money. ‘White Cargo,’ although very

“In “Tarnish’ we are introduced once 
again to one of ‘those serious dramas of 
American family life and problems that 
serve well to distinguish the American 
theatre’ (Burns Mantle). It is a sex 
Play of thé type 
Americans never tire of seeing and dis- 
cussing. The young hero is “tarnished’ 
by a sordid love affair, which he aban- 
dons on falling in love with the heroine; 
he ia lured to the abandoned lady’s flat 
by a trick and caught there by the 
heroine; there is much argument ‘about 
it and about,’ and the final curtain falla 
upon @ speech by the mother: ‘God, 
they’re a poor lot, the men, all of ’em, 
and dirty, too; but the thing is, darlin’, 
to get one that cleans easy.’ 

“ ‘Beggar on Horseback’ is the only one 
of these eight American plays that can- 
not bé classified, and this is due rather 
to its treatment than to-its subject. The 
theme is the old conflict between marry- 
ing for money and marrying for love. A 
young composer ig in love with a poor 
girl, but is persuaded to propose to a 
rich one, in order that he may have the 
leisure to write masterpieces. The play 
shows his dream of what would happen 
to him, and ends in -his renunciation of 
riches. The originality and cleverness of 
it He in the half-impressionistic, half- 
realistic handling of the dream. Impos- 
sible, ludicrous things happen, as they 
might in a dream, but they have all a 
strong undercurrent of truth. The com- 
edy is barbed with satire, and the fiction 
never loses sight of fact, Like the rest, 
it hab a distinctly nationalistic flavor, 
and is in the main an attack on the 
American ‘Church of the Gospel of Suc- 
cess.’ This edifice has its counterparts 
in every country, but the mode of as- 
sault would probably . be a little different 
in each. 

“The main point about this play, as 
about. the others, is that the American 
theatre is-a vigorous and growing con- 
cern, perfectly capable of working out 
its own salvation. We should make a 
great mistake, pardonable, perhaps, but 
not the less’ foolish, if we were to judge 
it only by its exports.’’

For- 
mer friend, former admirer, former 
debtor of Ravel, he never succeeded in 
dragging him into his Machiavellian 
political combinations, and always in 
this, connection ran foul-of Ravel's 
cold spirit of independence. Published 
in the little reviews of the avant-garde, 
the attacks, of Satie on Ravel were 
always based on insults.

Mr. Gigli’s actions in the matter of 
curtain calls are well known to sub- 
seribers and have been the subject of 
frequent comment. Mme. Jeritza is not 
the only singer thus offended. Mr. 
Gatti’s prima donnas all could tell the 
same story if so inclined. I have never 
been to the opera when Mr. Gigli sang 
that he didnot ‘‘contrive’’ (I use the 
word: advisedly) to take a curtain call 
alone... He always finds some excuse 
to “‘linger’’ (as Mr. Good says), most 
reluctant to leave the stage. When his 
fellow-artist or artists have retired to 
the wings, Mr. Gigli casts a final 
glamce to his cohorts out front, who at 
the erghtest provocation shout ‘‘Gigli!’’ 
Then Mr. Gigli bounds out alone, ob- 
lMvious. of the rights of others to share 

- in the honor of the performance. While 
holding no brief for Jeritza, I for one 
am glad that she had the courage to 
assert herself.

A word about Britain’ s contrasted: at- 
titudes toward opium in India and at 
home. There are 7,000 shops in India 
and hundreds of chests of opium are 
sold every month at public auction. 
“The London Times (July 20,.- 1926) 
contained an account of a man in Lon- 
don convicted of having opium and 
opium-smoking ‘implements in his pos- 
session, who received three years in 
jail. Parliament this year increased the 
Personal penalty from six months’ im- 
prisonment to ten years’ penal servitude, 
determined to excise this moral cancer 
from the social system.’’ But men fol- 
lowing Mahatma Gandhi's instructions, 
trying to stop the opium traffic in In- 
dia, are put in prison! 

A heartrending letter from G. F. An- 
drews describes the pinched, wizened 
faces of little babies, whom their own 
mothers were actually poisoning With 
opium in their ignorance. This goes on 
all over India. And he also speaks of 
the fine race of Assamese being practi- 
cally destroyed under British control. 

Judson Taylor, head of the Island Mis- 
sion in China, says that “during a pe- 

of eighty years the British Govern- 
ment has created 150,000,000 victims of 
the opium habit.” And yet 5,000 medi- 
cal men in England made a public dec- 
laration, a few years ago, that opium 
smoking and eating is morally and plys- 
ically a poison. The British Foreign 
Office, nevertheless, nafvely announces: 
It is wrong to assume that what is in- 
jurious to Western peoples is necessarily 
bad for Orientals. And some English- 
men have stated that opium is to the 
Indian what tea is to the British. An 
enlightened American publicist would 
have us believe that opium to the Indian 
mind is like alcohol, or even tobacco, 
with us. 

However, there are thousands of pro- 
tests from the Indian people themselves, 
showing the real attitude of these na- 
tives against opium, but to whom, Lord 
Cecil is quoted as saying, “it is gener- 
ally harmless.’’ 

Dr. Sze, Chinese representative, - pre- 
dicted that if the powers refuse to act 
the Orient would be swept by a- tidal 
wave of moral indignation which would 
have repercussions on the economic and 
political structure of the entire world.

In your issue of yesterday you pub- 
lished an article under the heading “‘A 
War to Defend Brazil.” It is signed 
Edward Smith. He is either entirely 
unfamiliar with the matter he under- 
takes to discuss or he reiterates know- 
ingly a political invention long ago stig- 
matized as absurd and malicious.

None. of the teachers men- 
tioned by Dr. Eliot was wise enough to 
evolve.a system of yovernment that bet- 
tered the condition of man, one in which 
man is-protected in his rights of lib- 
erty, thought and person ; also protected 
by patent* and copyright for his - me-

GREEK LACE SALE 
FOR NEEDY REFUGEES 


NDDR the. auspices of the Amer 
U can Friends of Greece, Inc., there 

will be, commencing tomorrow, a 
week’s sale of hand-made laces and em- 
broideries for the benefit of Greek refu- 
gees at the Arnold-Constable store on 
Fifth Avenue. This society, under the 
Presidency of Professor Edward Capps 
of Princeton and former American Min- 
ister to Greece, has been helping in the 
rehabilitation. of the ion and a half 
Greek refugees left Homeless a year. or 
sO ago by war and the exchange of na- 
tionals between Greece and Turkey, one 
of the greatest forced migrations in 
history. 
Despite inadequate housing facilities 
and entire lack of necessary comforts, 
the Greek refugeés have been working 
hard to make ‘sufficient money to once 
more establish independent homes. Thou- 
sands of women and girls would go from 
door to door trying to sell their embrai~ 
deries. So it was decided to open work- 
shops in the different refugee settle- 
ments near Athens where the women 
could find regular employment. / 

In these shops looms were set up for 
weaving“eatpets and cloth. There were 
reoms for dyeing and for other hand 
labor. Expert needlewomen, who in hap- 
pier days worked only on laces_and lin- 
ens to beautify their own homes, -gave 
their best talent for a daily wage, just 
enough to keep from starving. The only 
way these workshops could be kept run- 
ning was by finding a market forthe 
goods, and this the society of the Amer- 
ican Friends of Greece has been trying 
to do.

Little is Known outside the Depart- 
ment of the Aisne about this fortress. 
It was built by the Duke as a'strong’ 
point over those regions bounded by the 
Aisne and the Oise, above Compeigne, at 
a time when his fortunes demanded that 
he be away at. the wars by the side of 
the rash young Francis I. or near the 
court of his sovereign in Paris or Blois 
pressing his political fortunés. 

Perched on a lofty eminence dominat- 
ing the ‘busy little manufacturing town 
whence the Guise duchy had its name, 


| it is today, except for a small reofed-in 


portion, merely a forbidding ruin of 
walls and towers. Its most interesting 
fe&ture is a series of meandering sub- 
terranean passages connecting extensive 
dungeons and caverns large enough toa 
house a regiment of troops and bury 
scores of luckless prisoners. Here dnd 
there are discernible crumbling stair-+ 
cases winding up into’ ‘the mediaeval 
towers which sulk against the sky, ten- 
anted by crows and roéks, and casting 
dark shadows over the town. . 

The Guises were a branch of the fam- 
ily of the Dukes of Lorraine, and as 
such were regarded by the Court of 
France and the, French people as for- 
eigners. Grasping, scheming and un- 
scrupulous in an age of unscrupulous 
‘nobles, what they obtained they were 
forced to hold with an iron grip jin the’ 
face of a hostile people in all three 
estates. They sought their fortune at 
the court of France and for a 100 years 
were never far from the councils of 
King and Cardinal. Richelieu, Mazarin 
and the Montmorencies watched the 
Guises closely, sometimes leagued with 
them, sometimes intriguing against 
them, and rarely in open hostility to 
them. . 


Made Peer by Francis I. 


The first duke was educated at the 
French court. Though naturalized in 
France, and inheriting vast domains 
there from his father, René II/ of Lor- 
raine, he continued to interest himself, 
with his brother John, in his father’s 
duchy. John became the first Cardinal 
of Lorraine and Claude went to the 
wars with Francis I. When he was jA7 
years old: he married Antoinette de 
Bourbon and thus allied himself to the 
royal house of France. 

For his services fn the armies the 
King on his return from captivity ele- 
vated Claude de Lorraine, Count of 
Joinville and Aumale and inheritor of 
numerous other fiefs and titles, to be 
Duke of Guise, though up to this time 
only princes of the royal house had 
held the title of Duke and Peer of 
France, 

Then it was that the Chateau de Guise 
came into being. Architects of this per- 
fod were sacrificing the grim strength 
that marked the strongholds of the feu- 
dal barons +o the renaissance style of 
graceful towers, sharp peaked roofs and

ornate design. The chAteaux of Pierre- 
fonds and Coucy, neighbors of the Cha- 
teau de Guise and both famous for their 
history and. architectural beauties, 
examples of this style. Coucy was 
tially destroyed by German artillery, but 
Pierrefonds escaped and during the war 
was-used as garrison and hospital by 
the French, - . * 
The Duke of Guise. however would 
have none of the new styles. His cha- 
teau must defend a wide region. If he 
was to maintain his newly won honors 
for his family the royal favor must bé 
kept. through. respect, and service. <A 
fortress strategically placed a hundred 
miles or so north of Paris was a mighty. 
stronghold against outside enemies as 
welk as a refuge from internecine war 
and the Court of France itself. 

How well the first duke builded his- 
tory has proved. In 1550 he died and 
was succeeded by_his son Francis of 
Lorraine, “‘le Graad Guise.’’ As Count 


of Aumale this second duke served with | 


honor in the armies of France and was 
nearly killed at the siege of Boulogne in 
1545. A scar from that-siege brought 
him the nickname of “Balafré.”” On 
the accession of Henry II.,: Duke Fran- 
cis of Guise shared the chief honors of 
the kingdom with the constable Anne de 
Montmorency. The Montmorencies were 
perhaps more loyal to France than the 


Guises but lacked the ability to win pop-, 


ularity and “play politics’’ 
dukes 
history: 
Duke’ Francis also was a great sol- 
dier. In 1548 he put down a peasant up- 
rising in Saintonge with a humanity sur- 
prising for the period. The following 
three years he prepared for the cam- 
paign in Lorraine, and successfully de- 
fended Metz against the Duke of Alva 
and Albert of Brandenburg. A truce of 
six years with Spain was broken largely 
thfough the machinations of the Duke of 
Guise, who was sent to Ital¥ at the 
head of ari army. From there he was 
hastily recalled to repel Alva, who was 
sweeping toward Paris from the north. 
The Spaniards took St. Quentin, but 
were stopped at the Oise by Guise op- 


that the 
Guise showed’ throughout their 


‘erating from his own stronghold. Guise 


was made Lieutenant General of the 
kingdom and, continuing the war in the 
north, ended the campaign with the siege 
of Calais, which he took after five days’ 
fighting in January, 1558. 


Guise Became Virtual King. 


On the accession of Francis II. in 
1519 the royal authority: was practically 
delegated to Guise, and then began the 
intrigues for which the family was 
famous, Catherine de Medici was now 
for the first time free to use her po- 
litical ability. Conspiracy followed con- 
spiracy against the ‘‘foreigners,’’ the 
Italian Queen and the Duke from Lor- 


raine. The Huguenots, Louis of Condé, | 


Anthony of Navarre and others sought 
to ovérthrow Catherine and the Guises 
and the-exttethe Catholic Party... 

At the same time Catherine and the 
Duke of Guise plotted against each 
other. With his ‘old enemy Montmorency 
and the Marshal de Saint Aidre against 
Catherine, the Bourbons, and the Hugue- 
not leader, Coligny the’ Duke formed 
the famous triumvirate. This alliance 
aimed at the annulment of concessions

AST week the Governor of Penn- 
sylvania appeared before. the 
State Legislature in joint session 
and delivered.a message Which 
included, among others,., this 
striking statement: 

“Tre time is almost here when electric 
utility companies will be interconnected 
all the way from Chicago to the Gulf 
‘and from the Atlantic Coast to the 
Great Plains. Already a Single dis- 
patcher—controlling not trains but cur- 
rent—gives orders for the disposal of 
the power of several interconnected elec- 
tric systems. * * * There is already 
advancing with immense rapidity a con- 
solidation of companies engaged in sup- 
plying this universal source of power, 
which has- already transcended State 
limes and has in many respects reached 
national proportions. * * * Leaders of 
the electrical industry do not hesitate 
to forecast interconnection in the near 
future all over the United States.” 

Two days before Governor Pinchot’s 
remarks came the news that within the 
next year or so the Falls of Niagara 
and the torrents of the Adirondack 
Mountains would be linked in one con- 
tinuous web of wires with the lights and 
the electric motors of Staten Island; 
that three giant power plants were to 
be built in Pennsylvania, and that their 
high-tension. tentacles were to reach out 
toward New York as far as the border 
Iine of New Jersey. Only one signature, 
tt is said, is necessary to loose this 
Pennsylvania current through New Jer- 
sey to the western boundary of New 
York. 

Paralleling these developments has 
come news from Washington that the 
United States Senate has ordered an 
investigation by the Federal Trade Com- 
miasion of what Senator Norris calls 
the ‘Power Trust.” ‘This trust,” he 
gaid in supporting his resolution which 
ordered the investigation, ‘‘comes nearer 
to reaching, perhaps, into every home 
and every fireside than any other trust 
in the land. I have been dumfounded 
and amazed at the wonderful way its 
subsidiary corporations reach out into 
every section of the country, sometimes 
controlled by stock ownership and some- 
times by interlocking directorates.” 


The Change in Ten Years. 


Whether there is truth in the Sena- 
ter’s charges or not, the country is in 
the midst of what can only be called 
the electrical revolution — comparable 
only with the industrial revolution 
which began a hundred years ago. 
There is no need of a Government in- 
vestigation to establish that fact. Con- 
erete evidence lies on every hand. 
Whether its tactics and its policies are 
framed by a small-group of prosperous- 
loomng men around a giass-topped table 
or by the less deliberate law of economic 
change, the electrical revolution is 
upon us. 

Take the map of the United States. 
Ten years ago it was dotted with sepa- 
rate electric generating plants almost 
entirely clustered around the big cen- 
tres of population. Today, instead of 
being spotted, ® Is lined. Today the 
northeastern quarter of the country, the 
Mid-Southern States, the Illinois-Ohio- 
Indiana group and the Pacific Coast 
States show a perfect network of inter- 
connecting electric transmission lines. 
One by one and in bunches the separate 
‘generating stations have hitched up 
their lines with those in neighboring sec- 
tions of the country, and these in turn 
with others; new companies have been 
fermed to generate current at water 
power sifes or near the coal mines, 
where production costs are low. These 
concerns have pushed out their spider 
web of high-tension lines for hundreds 
of miles around and have interconnected 

* their lines with similar companies oper- 
ating in other localities and other 
States. 

Today you can start at the southern 
boréer of California and follow the long, 

get lore of the big transmission

wires to almost every nook and ce 
of the State, and over into Nevada. 
Thence. the run northward through 
Western Oregon—there one lone line; on 
to Tacoma and Seattle; then, spreading 
out*agaih ‘into a -web, through Eastérn 
Washington. Then either you can follow 
them east, clear ‘through to Billifigs, 
Mont., or south, with a couple of short 
gaps, through Southern Idaho and East- 
ern Oregén down into Central Utah. 
From the Southern California border to 
Billings by the drooping wire route is 
about 2,300 miles, to Central Utah, about 
2,500 miles. 

An Example of Relay. 


The other day a big generator broke 
down in Providence, R. I. The electric 
company did not have sufficient reserve 
equipment to handle the demand fo: 
current from its customers. There was 
some rapid-fire long-distance telephon- 
ing. In a power house at Amsterdam, 
N. Y., up in the Mohawk Valley, a man 
threw a switch. A few minutes later 
the lights which had dimmed at Provi- 
dence grew bright again. Current had 
been relayed through the interconnected 
lines of two companies across three 
States to meet the emergency. 

Down South there is a net of lines that 
holds in its potent cords the eastern half 
of Tennessee, the northern half of Ala- 
bama and Georgia, the northern part of 
South Carolina and most of North Caro- 
lina as far east as Goldsboro, 800 miles 
from the west to east. But even. as this 
is being written these links may have 
been Hnked to other links in the endless 





chain of power which is beixg forged 
from coast to coast. No one in the elec- 
trical industry speaks with certainty 
about any néw dévelopment; it may al- 
ready have taken place. Maps are out 
of date as soon as they are off the 
press. Nor is this a figure of speech. It 
is a commonplace of the power offices. 
We are dealing here with the stuff of 
progress that moves faster than quick- 
silver under the thumb, 

Mr. Edison started it all back in the} 
‘80s with his incandescent lamp. In 
1882 a generating plant was built in 
downtown New York. It was the first 
in history and it supplied current to sev- 
eral hundred 16-candle-power bulbs in s 
dozen of so buildings in one Pearl Street 
block. The last census of 1922—which 
is already far out of date—shows a total 
of 6,355 electric light and power com- 
panies in the United States, and a great 
many of these operate more than one 
plant. 

The industry is dominated 95 per cent. 
by private capital. While 40 per cent. 
of the plants are municipally owned, 
most are small, and all together gen- 
eraté but 5 per cent. of the nation’s 
current. In Canada some of the largest 
systems are publicly owned, notably that 
operated by the Hydro-Hlectric Power 
Commission of Ontario. 

Last year the nation’s electrical in- 
dustry showed a gross revenue of $1,- 
350,000,000, raised new capital for ex- 
pansion in. the sum of $1,000,000,000 and 
added almost 2,000,000 new customers on 
its lines. The amount of money now in- 
vested in the electric light and power 
industry is approximately $6,600,000,000. 
No less than 95 per cent. of this growth 
has taken place in the past twenty-two 
years. Figures show that the industry 
now doubles itself every five years. 

Periods of Growth. 

Looking back on the process, three dis- 
tinct periods can be seen, each depen- 
dent on the distance of possible trans- 
mission. First came the era of the sep- 
arate generating station. It lasted from 
1882 until about 1917. Then came the 
period of interconnection when these 
separate plants became pretty well 
linked up with other separate plants in 
the network we see on the map of to- 
day. It came in with the war and we 
have all but lived through it already— 
even before the realization of it has 
seeped into the consciousness of the pub- 
lic. Now, with a-rush, we are plunged 
into the giant power age. Now comes 
the “‘pool of power,’* with huge steam

the sources of fuel and water, pouring 
their current into great common sluice- 
ways of transmission lines that carry it 
hundreds of miles to the centres of max- 
imum demand, tapped here and there 
along the way wherever the need exists. 
This age has hardly yet begun; but it 
moves rapidly athwart the centre of the 
\ stage. 

The first era—that of the separate gen- 
erating station—began when the electric 
industry was exclusively the electric 
light industry. Because the voltages 
were small, current could be carried only 
a. short distance around the central sta- 
tion, at first\ only in the immediate 
neighborhood. 

In this era came the most revolutionary 
development of the whole electrical revo- 
lution: the invention and perfection of 
the moter. Early in the 
Westinghouse Company brought _ out, 
after much thought, effort and expense, 
the Tesla induction machine, At last 
electric current could_be used not only 
to light things Sut actually to run them. 


Rapid Spread of Motors. 


It took six or elght years before the 
motor was sufficiently developed to 
filter very far into the industrial proc- 
ess of the nation. But when it did, be- 
tween 1895 and 1906, it let loose upon 
the electric industry a new stream of 
demand that has almost overwhelmed 
the sources of supply and still swells 
into flood tide. One by one, and then 
by the score and the hundred, factories 


changed over from steam to electric. 


power. A thousand processes of manu+ 
facture were adapted to the use of elec- 
tricity. Even in the home came a 
widening demand for current—for the 
heater, the stove, the iron, -even the 
sewing machine. The world is engaged 
in nothing less than the stupendous task 
of changing the horses of its. basic 
power in the midstream of modern in- 
dustrial life. 


It was the difficulties of the process— 
intensified by the pressure of the war— 
that forced the era of interconnection 
upon us. The added load of war manu- 
facture put a‘terrific strain on the elec- 
trical industry; it threatened to break 
down in a hundred places at once. 


Upon investigation, however, the Gov-

the same time. The obvious thing to 
do.was to summon aid from companies 
which had an excess for those that had 
a shortage, 

So interconnection began. At first 
there was doubt and hesitation. DBlec- 
tric companies were not accustomed to 
helping each other out: there had been 
too much hot fighting for territory to 
foster fraternal spirit among them. But 
the Government forced issue where the 
need was acute. Once it had been tried, 
the idea took like. wildfire. Intercon- 
néction swept the country. Nor did it 
slacken when the war pressure was re- 
moved: its advantages were too obvioua. 
Now intercompany animosities have 
given way to cooperation and mutual 
aid from coast to coast. And in the 
friendly contacts which necessity first 
forced were sown the seeds that have 
since bred the undercurrent for nation- 
wide combination. 

But none of this could have come to 
pass had it not been for the progress of 
invention and technique in current trans- 
mission. Voltages which went up with 
the invention of alternating current to 
2,200 in the ’90s increased steadily as the 
mechanism of transmission was im- 
proved. California blazed the trail. 

The time has come now when electrical 
engineers pronounce transmission for 
any distance solved as far ag. technical 
feasibility goes. The transmission prob- 
lem has now become purely ‘a problem 
of finance, of rélative costs of construc- 
tion and maintenance. 

Tapping Many Reservoirs. 

It is the long-distance transmission 
line that has bridged the gap between 
the era of interconnection and the giant 
power age over which the nation passes 
today. Interconnection is essentially an 
exchange of surplus between existing 
generating plants. It builds up reserve 
forces behind the industry’s front ranks, 
but it does not throw any new troops 
into battle to meet the current demand. 

The process-is very much like e chain 
of reservoirs, perhaps twenty on - the 
line from’ Mexico to Billings. Wach 
reservoir represents a separate electrical 
system filled with current generated 
within that system. Suppose an electric 
drought strikes Billings and the current 
reservoir. there: gets low. The intercon- 
nection tap between that system and the 
next one in the chain is opened and|,, 





But that lowerg the current level in the 
next reservoir. ‘The interconnecting tap 
between the next two is then opened, 
and the procedure is repeated: The 
same.process can be carried on. indefi- 
nitely up to the limit of interconnection. 

The next move was inherent in the 
logic of the situation. Why not pump 
new current into all these interconnected 
system reservoirs from giant generating 
stations with all the economies of large 
scale production? And why not ‘place 


these stations not only at waterpower-. 


sites but also—for those that burn coal— 
at the mine mouth? Obviously, it is far 
easier to transport current than to trans- 
port either water or. coal. 

In October, 1923, Secretary tender 
called a conference of the Chairmen of 
the State utility commissions of the 
eleven Northeastern States to discuss 
the situation. They, in turn, appointed 
& Northeastern Super Power Committee 
to study the whole subject and make a 
report. Last year they published their 
findings, a plea for Targe scale produc- 
tion at the primary water and coal 
sources of the region. 

Their map shows heavy red ink lines 
of proposed hydro-power transmission 
which start from Niagara Falls and 
Massena, where the St. Lawrence is to 
be harnessed to electric turbines, and 
run west.to Cleveland and south and 
east to Boston and New York, intercon- 
necting near. Utica, and supplemented 
by several big hydro stations on the 
Delaware and an interconnected t 
line running south to- Philadelphia, B 
timore and Washington, tied up with 
other generating stations on the Susque- 
hanna and the Potomac. 

In the meantime Frank G. Baum, a 
consulting hydroelectric engineer of 
San Francisco, made public the result 

@& super-power study of the entire 
nited. States which he undertook. with 
the cooperation of the Westinghouse 
Blectric Company.: In his report, ‘‘An 
Atlas of U. 8S. A. Electric Power In- 
dustry,”’ published by the McGraw-Hiil 
Book Company, he collected a vast 
quantity of data: bearing on every angle 
ofthe problem and proposed a network 
of -transcontinentgl = interconnecting 
transmission lines which would link up 
all the main water and coal resources

divided into ten super-power districts. 
“Some day,” says General Guy E. 
Tripp, Chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Westinghouse Company, “‘if 
the people of the United States desire it, 
a single ‘super-power’ system will fur- 
nish electric energy to the greater part 
of the North American Continent. There 
is nothing visionary about this system. 
Its construction is: entirely feasible with 
modern electrical apparatus.” 
Expansion Flows Along. 
Underneath all the discussion of inter- 
connection and giant power a relentless 
tide of corporate absorption, consolida- 
tion and expansion has flowed along 
these few years past. It has torn hun- 
dreds and thousands of companies loése 
from their- individual moorings and 
swung them into several main streams 
of financial and economic developmerit 
which, in turn, gravitate naturally to- 
ward a further mingling of the waters. 
Only a few people in the country— 
probably no one person—could chart the 


course of those streams: ‘Where they: 


had their source, how many concerns 
they have borne away and whither they 
flow; but it is safe to say the general 
direction is toward the “single super- 
power system’’ which General Tripp, has 
described. 

The outlines of several of the largest 
combinations of companies begin to take 
shape before the public view. Ten years 
ago Sidney Z. Mitchell, an assistant and 
a stenographer, opened the first office 
of the Electric Bond and Share Company, 
a concern whose entire stock was held 
by the General Blectric Company.

Governor Pinchot’s Views. 


Governor Pinchot sees the picture 
much as Géneral Tripp has painted it— 
in terms of a national super-power sys- 
tem; but he talks much more about 
how the system may be controlled. 

‘“"The consolidation of companies which 
has been going on during the past few 
years,’ he said to the writer the day 
before he delivered his message to -the 
Legislature, ‘‘foretells a situation like 
that if every source of steam power in 
the United States should be under the 
control of a‘ single monster corporation. 
But an electric monopoly would be far 
more embracing than. one of steam 
could ‘ever be. It is almost impossible 
to picture the effect it would have on 
our entice civilization from the most 
intimate personal details to the biggest 
manufacturing project. ~ 

“On the other hand, large-scale pro- 
duction and a unified system. of distri- 
bution—the. basic changes which this 
combination of companies is bringing 
about—is economically*sound and desir- 
able. The situation has in it almost’ 
unlimited possibilities both for good and 
for evil. i 

“The aim of public regulation should 
be to allow for, and even to stimulate, 
the most economical extension of large- 
scale production and distribution ‘of cur- 
rent, but we must see to it that the 
public gets the benefits in lowered rates 
and more dependable and more universal 
service. This last is especially impor- 
tant. In Pennsylvania the existing

“Our giant power prog-am takes no 
account .of. public. ownership. It takes 
the situation as we find it and. does not 
even raise the issue.

Demand for Public Ownership. 


More radical is Senator Norris’s meth- 
od of meeting the- present situation.

Senate, intro- 
duced. by him last March, which would 
set up a. Federal: Public Service Com- 
mission to take over all existing natural 
resources still in Government hands and 
suitable .for the production of elec- 
tricity, and to develop them into gener- 
ating stations rendering service to the 
people at cost. A similar bill was intro- 
duced in the House by Representative 
Kellar. Both bills are still in commit- 
tee.

Transfer of Licensing to the Police Urged by Chief Mag- 
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The Procession of Taxis—Everywhere in the City. 
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GAIN the swarming taxis 

of New York have taken a 
“leading place among the 
‘pressing problems of the city. A 
new phase of the problem is 
centring public attention on it. 
Investigation by the police, fol- 
lowing the death of Dennis J. 
Kenny, who was shot ‘by an ex- 
convict taxi driver, revealed that 
there are fully a thousand illegal 
taxi drivers in the city. In the 
two articles that follow, all 
phases of the problem, and the 
means of solving or improving 
it, are dealt with by two men in 
close official touch with the tax1 
situation. One article is by Wil- 
liam McAdoo, Chief City Magis- 
trate; the other by Richard E: 
Enright, Commissioner‘of Police 
of New York ony:

Chief City Magistrate, New York City. 
EW YORK is the only large city 
in the world in which the li- 
censing power of public cabs is 
not in the hands of the police. 
There will be no proper settle- 
ment of this question. until this power is 
transferred from ‘the License Commis- 
sioner to the Police Department. The 
Mayor appointed a committee Some two 
years ago, of which I was the Chairman, 
and this was one of the questions be- 
fore it. ’ 

,The License Commissioner, however 
competent, honest and impartial, has 
not the means to properly supervise 
the issuance of licenses. The other night 
it took 5,000 policemen-to round up the 
unlicensed cab drivers and those who 
had no proper registration cards. 

As it is now, when the applicant signs 
@ questionnaire for a license before the 
License Commissioner, he, under the 
practice, sends this to the Police De- 
partment for an investigation. The Li- 
cense Commissioner gets back a state- 
ment signed by the Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Policé and the head of the 
special bureau having charge of these 
matters. The License Commissioner is 
not bound in law to be influenced in 
any wise by this report. Under the 
rules the police make no recommenda- 
tion as to whether or not a license 
should be grantec. 

John Smith, say, has applied for a 
license to the License Commissioner. He 
has filled out a-questionnaire as to his 
character, capacity and antecedents. To 
this he has sworn a legal oath. The 
question asked is, ‘‘Have you ever 
been arrested or convicted of any of- 
fense or crime?’’ and he answers that 
he has not. Subsequent investigation by 
the police shows this to be false. Under 
present custom the License Commis- 
sioner sends’ to the Police Departmént 
for a report on the applicant. The de- 
partment makes a field inquiry and also 
an investigation of its own records, so 
the police now do all the work of in- 
vestigating. 

The License Commissioner would nave 
to have a great squad of inspectors to 
do this work, and even if he had inspec- 
tors they would not possess the facilities 
and powers of the police to make the 
‘investigations. 

Investigation by the police, aside from 
their own records, involves a full in- 
quiry as to the applicant’s character. 
When the result comes to Police Head- 
quarters it is accompanied by a writ- 
ten report from the Captain of the pre- 





cinct where the applicant lives or says 
he lives. A> special bureau which 
makes investigations of chauffeurs also 
reports. These records are sent to the 
License Commissioner. 


Perjury by Applicant. 

No law binds the License Commis- 
sioner té grant a license, and, under the 
circumstances, between the two depart+ 
ments, everybody knows that when a 
license is held up or refused by the 
License Commissioner the . applicant 
brings to bear on him personal and other 
sorts of influence to cause him to grant 
the license. The License Commissioner 
is not bound, you see, to accept the 
police report; the police under a rule 
make no recommendation as to whether 
or not a license should be granted. 

The Police Commissioner would be un- 
der the same pressure and appeal, but 
he would be in a far stronger position 
than the licensing power, for before him 
would Be the official returfs of the Po- 
lice Department, returns of Inspectors, 
Captains and the special squad bureau, 
all in writing. No Police Coumienlonat 
would dare grant the license in the face 
off what was recommended, and it would 
work almost automatically instead of, 
as now, under more or less personal 
pressure.

If it is not, then 
the License Commissioner will have to 
get a machinery and a, force almost 
equal to that’ of the Police Department, 
We have found hundreds of cases 
where, with uplifted hands, would-be 
taxi drivers solemnly swore in legal 
form to what would make them ame- 
nable to charges of perjury--that they 
never had been arrested or convicted of 


reports’ by the police showed they had 
long criminal records. Yet no notice 
was taken of the perjuries, so customary 
hitherto mapareatly were such  occur- 
ences. 

On my a EA a the, License 
Commissioner now prints warting in 
red ink on the application that false 
statements constitute ptrjury and would 
leave applicants liable to prosecution 
and indictment by“*the Grand Jury. It 
would be a benefit if three or four of 
these: perjurers could be indicted, con- 
victed and sent to prison. 

There ought to be a limit set to! the 
number of licenses granted. They are 
increasing at the rate of fifty “a day. 
The committee recommended. not more 
than 13,000 taxicabs. Now there are 
27,000, and daily the number grows. 

The licensing power, then, i hold, 
should be placed in the Police “Depart- 
ment, where best results can be obtained 
and carried out by the whole police 
force, The taxicab situation as it ex- 
ists today is responsible in a marked 
degree for the congestion in the busy 
thoroughfares of this city. 


{ * 18,000 Traffic Violations. 


‘Sitice there are stands for scarcely 
more than 2,000 -public taxicabs, and 
since there are cabs to many times this 
number, those unprovided with a place 
at which to await patronage must cruise 
the streets. A cab thus engaged for the 
greater part of twenty-four hours occu- 
pies the public streets an infinitely 
greater time than that of any other 
class of vehicles. This is obvious to any 





one who will watch the intersections of 


the: big thoroughfares panting north arid 
south. 

Therefore, licensing one* taxicab is 
equivalent to licensing a greater number 
of other vehicles. Dependent for’ their 
fares on the mileage covéred instead of 
the time consumed and urged on by 
fierce competition, taxi men are under 
these conditions given to reeckless driv- 
ing, overspeeding, overcharging and 
violations of .traffic regulations. ‘The 
records of the Traffic Court bear withess 
to these facts and the daily experience 
of pedestrians'and other drivers is con- 
clusive on this subject. In 1924 there 
were 12,993 convictions of taxicab drivers 
for traffic violations in Manhattan Bor- 
ough alone. 

It is my belief that the present army 
‘of taxicabs exceeds the number required 
by the public.. This being so, the cam- 
petition, especially with those driven by 
owners, is most bitter and leads.in many 
eases to extortion through driving an 
unnecessary distance or otherwise over- 
charging. It also fopens temptation to 
aiding in the commission of crime. Im- 
proving the metre will not convert the 
driver who should never have ‘been 
licensed, and who would not be licensed 
by the police. 

The greatly congested vehicular traffic 
in these streets, especially in the Bor- 


ough of Manhattan, is vastly added to | 


because of the excess of cabs under 
present. conditions. The daily toll of 
pedestrians killed and maimed, not to 
speak of those whose nervous system is 
dangerously shocked or gassed, is known 
to be appalling and need not be enlarged 
upon. 

How many drivers and taxicabs should 
be on our streets? The committee -was 
of the opinion that the number of -li- 
cepsed taxicabs should be reduced to 
13,000, and that no further licenses for 
such vehicles!should be issued when that 
number is -reached. 

The fhumber of drivers under these 
conditions will regulate itself.' This is 
provided for in an ordinance proposed 
some time ago and which the committee 





endorsed. .That ordinance would be of 


inestimable value in solving the traffic 
problem were it enacted. The ordinance 
would insure against the taxicabs of this 
city being driven by any but reputable 
men, , as

the estimation of the Commissioner suf- 
ficient reason is given for its omission. 

“*(f) Fill out, upon a blank form to be 


‘provided by the department, a statement 


giving his full name, residence, places 
of residence for ‘flve years previous to 
moving to his present address, age, 
color, height, color of ¢& and hair, 
place of birth, length of tifhe he has re- 
sided in the city, whether a citizen of 
the United States, places of previous 
employment, whether married or single, 
whether he has ever been convicted of 
a felony or misdemeanor or any offense, 
whether he has been;summoned to court, 
whether He has been. previously licensed 
as a driver or a chauffeur, and if so 
whether his license has ever been sus- 
pended or. revoked and for what cause, 
which statement shall be signed. and 
sworn to by the applicant and filed in 
the department as a permanent record. 


Any false statement made by an et? 
¢ant for a license shall be promptly re- 
ported. by the Commissioner to the Dis- 
trict Attorney of the county in which 
application was made. 

“The Commissioner ts hereby author- 
ized and empowered to establish such 
additional rules and regulations govern- 
ing the issue of such drivers’ licenses, 
not inconsistent’ herewith, as may be 
necessary and reasonable.’’ ? 

Mayor in,Favor of Trans{er- 

I cannot emphasize too strongly the 
fact -that, since.it is the police duty to 
enforce the regulations, the police should 
be vested with the power of issuing t'ie 
licenses. 

After all, it is incumbent upon them. to 
seek out and punish those to: whom Hi- 
censes have! been erroneously granted. 
The full responsibility should be dele- 
gated to them, not merely a part of it. 

There are many, many angles to the 
subject of proper traffic regulation in 
the great city of ‘New York. ‘The solu- 
tion of the taxicab problem, however, 
is a matter of vital importance to pe- 
destrians and drivers alike. 

In the foregoing I intend no criticism 
of the present or past Commissioner of 
Licenses; who, handicapped as they 
were, did their work conscientiously. In 
fact, I may add that these Commission- 
ers and the Mayor are in favor of trans- 
-ferring the taxicab control to the Police 
Department. The decision is now with 
the Board of Aldermen.

HEN the Berengaria sailed 
from this port recently she 
bore away an imposing gen-

knowledged that he was the Count of 
Thorigny. By this title he had been 
known in Florida and Washington soci- 
ety ever since his arrival on these shores 
three weeks earlier. He would acknowl- 
edge no other, although interviewers who 
had taken the trouble to look up the Al- 
manach de Gotha and similar reference 
books had learned that the title was 
only one of those possessed by the hered- 
itary Prince of the miniature principal- 
ity of Monaco, that tainted bit of para- 
dise on the Céte d’Azure with its won- 
derful museum of deep-sea wonders and 
its alluring gambling tables, where the 
extremes of the grande monde rub 
elbows. 

When, on his arrival, the Count was 
addressed as Prince Louis II. and denied 
that he was the Prince, the only son of 
Prince Albert, who died June 26, 1922, 
at the age of 74, it was natuzally sup- 
posed that he wished to preserve incog- 
nito the higher title. When he went 
away he positively affirmed to the re- 
porters who surrounded him that He was 
not the Prince of Monaco. 


The Count of Thorigny may be cor- |- 


rect. If certain legal and international 
procedures which have been undertaken 
are brought to a logical conclusion, the 
real Prince of Monaco and the heir to 
the Grimaldi millions; which are at- 
tached to the title, may prove to be a 
quaint fisherman and: foundry - laborer, 
who today, at the age of 70; lives in the 
little town of Risca, gix miles northwest 
of Newport, on the Monmouth coast of 
England. It all depends upon whether 
certain international tribunals’ will ac- 
knowledge the apparently ineontrovert- 
ible fact that two hundred years ago 
the Salic law, which prohibits the suc- 
‘cession of women, prevailed in the» prin- 
cipality.

estates are concerned, is said to be of, 
minor importance to the claimant, 
Thomas Howell Grimaldi of Risca. The 
late Prince Albert, who besides being 
the Comte de Thorigny had the right to 
half a dozen other titles, arried ac- 
cording to the rites of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church’ Lady Mary Douglas-Hamil- 
ton, Sept. 21, 1869. Their only: son, 
Loufs, who acknowledges that he is the 
Count of Thorigny, was born July 12, 
1870. On Jan. 3, 1880, the marriage was 
declared null by the Roman Curia. It. 
has been held that the offspring of a 
marriage thus nullified is not legitimate 
in the light of ecclesiastical law, what- 
ever may be its status in civil law. 

The late Prince Albert, three years 
before he died, did his best to preserve 
the succession to his descendants: and 
made use of the precedent established 
in the eighteenth century, the legality 
of which is now disputed by the Risca 
fisherman, Prince Albert’s son had a 
daughter born out of wedlock, Sept. 30, 
1898, who was christened Charlotte 
Louquet. She was formally adopted by 
her grandfather in Paris, May 16, 1919. 
From her grandfather she received one 
of the several titles at his disposition, 
and was henceforth known as the 
Duchess of Valentinois. She married 
at Monaco on March 19, 1920, the Count 
of Polignac of the ducal family of that 
name, who two days before, by decrees 
of the aged Prince Albert, had been 
made a citizen of Monaco, had taken 
the name and the arms of the Grimaldi, 
and henceforth was to be known as 
Pierre, Prince de- Monaco. 


Shift in the Succession. 


It will thus be seen that the future 
heirs to the principality would- not be 
Grimaldi ‘at all; but neither were the 
immédiate. ancestors of the present 
Count of Thorigny, and naturally it is. 
upon’ this point-‘rather than the hypo- 
thetical one of:the future that the pres- 
ent claim is based. -For nearly 750 
years the principality had. descended 
from father to‘son in the Genoese house 
of Grimaldi and in accordance with the 
Salic law, when Antony I. died with- 
out male issue in 1731. According to 
law,.the throne and estates should have 
gone to Ant&my's eldest brother, who 
was living in Genoa and from whom 
the Risca oe aa claims descent. 
But Antony I. had daughter, the 
Princess Louise Hippolyte, and as 
early aS 1715 he had. attempted to se- 
éure the succession for her and her 
descendants. ~< . 

He did exactly what Prince Albert 
did five years ago. In“1715 he caused 
his daughter’s husband, Jacques de 
Goyon Matignon, Count of Thofigny, to 
take the mame and arms of: Grimaldi, 
Louise “Hyppolyte reigned, only ten 
months, dying. in 1732, when she was 
succeeded by her husband under the 
title of Jacques I., who also succeeded 
Antony I. as the Due de: Valentinois, 
and was in'his turn succeeded by his 
son Honorius If. This is. the origin of 
the title of him whom the Almanach 
de Gotha designates as “‘Louis IL,

Louise-Juliette, Duchess de Valentinois,’’ 
but who, in the United States at least, 
has only responded to that humbler 
title of Count of Thorigny, his 
right to bear which is not the least in 
doubt. 

Although the siaiin of Thomas Gri- 
maldi of. Risca thhas been formally pre- 
sented for adjustment to the League of 
Nations, it is likely that the League will 
confess its lack of Jurisdiction in the 
matter. Meanwhile, in anticipation of 
failure at Genoa, steps are being taken 
to bring the case before a responsible 
court of France or Italy. The choice is 
‘difficult for the following reasons; As 
everybody knows, the present Kingdom 
of Italy is merely the ‘expansion of the 
Kingdom of Sardinia, and by the Treaty 
of Vienna, in 1815, Monaco was placed 
under the protection of Sardinia. “It is 
also said"to have been the King of. Sar- 
dinia who.induced Antony I. to break the 
Salic law in 1715. It is, moreover, as- 
serted that in 18¢1 Victor Emmanuel II: 
of Italy ceded his protective rights to 





the French ‘Emperor, Napoleon III. But 


all visible signs/of these rights today are 


to be found in the procedure which 
causes certain crimes committed jin the 
principality and certain litigation arising 
there to be taken to French courts: for 
adjudication. At the same time the late 
Prince Albert, in his will, appealed to the 
President of the French Republic to 
protect the rights of his adopted grand- 
caughter. 


- Claimant Presents His Case. 


Hence the legal advisers of the Risca 
fisherman, T. S:' Edwards & Son of 24 
Stow Hill, Newport, Monmouthshire, 
seem to be on the horns of a dilemma. 
My attention was first attracted to what 
promises to be one of the most romantic 
cases in’ royal litigation by a cepy of the 
petition which Thomas Grimaldi has pre- 
sented to the League of Nations. This

“TI also challenge the so-called right 
of tge Duchesse de Valentinois, other- 
wise Charlotte Louquet, the daughter of 
Prince Louis, to be made heiress to the 
throne in defiance of the Salic law. 

“T also challenge thé right of the 
Marquis Grimaldi of London, whom 1 
first heard of fourteen years ago when 
he was endéavoring to trace the surviv- 
ing members of the Grimaldi family in 
the West of England. 

“Finally, I, Thomas Howell Grimaldi, 
and my nephew and heir, David Gri- 
maldi, besides calling upon the English 
Government and the Minister for 
Foteign Affairs to back our claim to 
Monaco, as the true representatives and 
successors of the house of Grimaldi in 
the male line, call upon the people of 
Monaco for their loyal support, and do 
solicit the good offices of each and all 
before the League of Nations. 

“‘Attached hereto are our photographs 
in which the Grimaldi types, unaltered 
and unalterable, will be readily recog- 
nized; also a certified copy of my bap- 
tizsmai certificate. as recorded in the 
register of the parish-chureh of Lelant, 
Cornwall, in proof of my identity and 
my descent. THOMAS GRIMALDL”

Upon investigation as to the origin of 
the foregoing remarkable document | I 
found, out that the ‘‘discoverer’’ of 
‘Thomas Grimaldi, and the moral’ force 
behind him in presenting his claim, as 
well as the scholarly mind which was 
directing it, was none other than the 
well-known antiquarian, the Rev. Father 
Edmond Mottay, formerly chaplain to 
Reginald Vaughan, Esq., brother of the 
late Cardinal Archibishop of Westmin- 
ster, then parish priest of St. Anthony 
and 8t. at Risca, and now in 
charge of St. Ethelbert’s, Leominster, 
Herefordshire.

HE Pennsyivania Rallroad, which 
_Was originally incorporated under 
that name by an act of the Legis- 
lature of Pennsylvania, passed on 
March 21, 1823, is the oldest rail- 
road on the American continent. . This 
| @et authorized the construction of a 
_| fallroad from Philadelphia to Columbia, 
@ distance of eighty miles, and stipu- 
fated that it was to be operated by 
eteam power. The charter was granted 
‘to John Stevens, and the railroad +. ~s to 
|e built ‘jon the plan and under the 
-| superintendence and direction of the said 
John Stevens.” Stephen Girard and 
Horace Binney were among the incorpo- 
Vaatora named in the act, 
In taking out this early charter, John 
_ Stevens became not only the father of 
the’ Pennsylvaniase Railroad, but it is not 
going too far to say that he is the 
‘father of the American railroad in gen- 
eral. As far back as 1787, having seen 
the imperfect and primitive steamboat 
of John Fitch plying on the Delaware 
- River, he became interested in steam 
propulsion, and being a man of wealth, 
experimented on this subject for the next 





 @hirty years, winning recognition as an 


inventor ef steamboats. He bought the 
land on ‘which Hoboken, N. J., now 
stands, and began the foundation of that 
ty in 1804. In 1812, when an act au- 
ging the construction of the Erle 
Canal was pending, Stevens laid before 
the New York Legislature a statement 
of his numerous and protracted re- 
searches, declared that he could build 
a steam-power railroad at much less 
cost, and urged the construction of @ 
railroad instead of a canal. 


Stevens’s Forecast. 


- The politicians, less far-seetng than he, 
@pposed his views, and the canal was 
; built from Albany to Buffalo, 359. miles. 
But long before the canal was, finished, 
®tevens had turned to the Legislature of 
New Jersey and induced that body to 
“grant him a charter, Feb. '6, 1815, to 
construct a railroad from New _Bruns- 
‘wick to Trenton to be operated by steam 
locomotives, and this was the first 
charter ever granted in the United 
@tates for the building of a railroad. ©: 


‘But Stevens soon found that “the pub- 
ic mind was not sufficiently enlightened 
to Induce moneyed men to embark their 
funds in a project then considered wild 
end tmpracticable,”’ and the railroad was 
‘not built under that charter, although ® 

part of the Pennsylvania Raliroad’s 
New York division now lies along the 
route chosen by him. Discouraged by 
the failure of the people of New Jersey 
to advance the capital to build this rafl- 
road, Stevens turned his attention to 
Pennsylvania, and on Jan. 5, 1871, he 
wrote an open letter to Robert Wharton, 
then Mayor of Philadelphia, advocating 
@ steam railroad from Philadelphia to 
Columbia. Then, in another _ letter 
dated simply “Philadelphia, 1823," he* 
continued to urge the substitution of a 
raliroad for the proposed canal. 

At this time there was not In existence 
anywhere on the face of the globe a 

- pafiroad intended for freight and pas- 
sgenger transportation by steam power. 
In this remarkable letter he salad: “But 
when, in the progress of improvement, 
the power of steam shall be substituted 
for that of horses, transportation will 
most assuredly be afforded at much 
Jess than on a canal.” His vision of a 
great railroad did not stop within the 
narrow limits of his Philadelphia and 
Columbia proposal, for he said: “And 
when this great improvement in trans- 
‘portation shall have been extended to 
gp: sage and thence into the heart 
of e extensive and fertile State of 

Ohio, and also to the great Western 
lakes, Philadelphia may then become the 
, stand empgrium.of the western coun- 
“try.” He went on to say: “The im- 
provement, when once introduced, will 
, URquestionably be extended from Phila- 
' delphia across New Jersey to the City 
‘ef. New York.” This shows that his 
plan at the very start was in complete 
conformity with the ultimate limits of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

The First Raliroad Survey. 


Upon the receipt of his 1823 charter, 
which greatly delighted him, Stevens 
Degan work on his astounding enter- 
prise. From July 17 to 25, 1823, accom- 
panied by Charies Loss, he was en- 

in making a preliminary survey 
of the route from Philadelphia to Co- 
lumbla. His journal, which has been 
preserved, {presents the earliest record 
of the exploration of a route for a raifl- 
road on the Western Hemisphere.

Tn 1825 Stevens, then 75 years old, 
finding himself unable to obtain 


which he operated on a cireular track 
on his estate there, carrying half a 
dozen persons at a spéed of over twelve 
miles an hour. This was the first loco- 
motive in America driven by steam upon 
& track, and a good model of it is pre- 
served ‘in the United States National 
Museum at Washington. Stevens died 
on March 6, 1838, at the age of 89 years; 
being spared to see his wildest dreams: 
come true, with steam railroads spread- 
ing rapidly toward the heart of the con- 
‘tinent in every direction.

In the meantime his conception of the 
Pennsylvania MRaflroad could not be 
killed off. He had- obtained a charter 
from the State, he had expended his 
own funds in surveying the route and in 
advertising its practicability, had em- 
Ployed engineering skill in promoting 
the plan, had declared that the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, as at that time con- 
ceived by him, was to be built. from 
Philadelphia to Columbia, and was 
thereafter to be extended westwardly 
to Pittsburgh, through Ohio and up to 
the Great Lakes, and eastwardly to 
the City of New York. That plan re- 
mained as a legal and potential enter- 





prise without a break in its continuity 
until its final completion. 

Stevens’s importunity had made such 
a strong impression that his friends in 
Philadelphia in 1824 had formed the So- 
ciety for Internal Improvement, forty- 
eight of them paying $100 each to pro- 
vide a fund to promote the objects for 
which they were organized. Their first 
move was to undertake a campaign of 
education which would eradicate from 
the public mind the obsession that a 
canal was the only practicable method 
of inland transportation. In March, 
1825, they sent William Strickland te 
England to investigate the general sub- 
ject there, and on his return to .Phila- 





delphia fn the same year he presented a 
report. which made the choice as to a 
canal.or a railroad a matter of topogra- 
phy—that is,:for level stretches a canal 
and for rolling country a rafiroad. 

The railroad champions, who- were 
represented mainly by the friends of 
John Stevens in the Society for Internal 
Improvement, saw an opportunity in 
Strickland’s report to continue the agi- 
tation for the railroad. But as the 
charter of 1823 was specifically. issued 
in the name of Stevens it was ought 
that its powers should be broadened, 
and accordingly the Legislature passed 
an act.on April 27, 1826, maintaining 
virtually all the provisions of the 1823

State Undertook Constraction. 

By this time the transformation of 
public opinion in favor of the railroad 
was so complete that the Legislature 
was induced without much difficulty to 
take up the subject in a practical man- 
ner. As it was still doubtful whether 
private. capitel could be ~ obtained 
promptly, a mew act was passed on 
March 24, 1828, still embodying the 
charter and plan of 1823 substantially 
in their .entirety, ‘except that now tile 
railroad was to be built at the expense 
of the State. The act retained and per- 
petuated the title adopted in 1823, and 
declared that the enterprise should “‘be 
styled the Pennsylvania Railroad.” It 
directed that twenty miles at each end 
of the line, from Philadelphia and from 
Columbia, be at once put under con- 
struction, and appropriated $2,000,000 
for the work. This was the first rail- 
road in the world to be constructed at 
the expense of a State. _ , 

The work of construction was under- 
taken without delay, and in April, 1828, 
Major Wilson began the location of the 
Pennsylvania. Railroad from Columbia, 
working eastward, with a corps of 
twelve men, the most prominent among 
them being John Hdgar Thomson, who 
later became President of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. An interesting com-

telligencer in July, 1828. ‘We learn,” 
ft said, “that Major Wilson has got 6n 
as far eastwardly in locating the Penn- 
sylvania Railrodd as the farm of 
Colonei.

But it was found in-those early days, 
as always in later times, that pubtic 
ownership is death to all healthful 
growth and enterprise. The State re- 
fused to éxtend its undertaking, and on 
April 13, 1846, a charter was granted 
to a group of citizens of Pennsylvania, 
opening the way for the extension of

and to New York, as originally in- 
tended by John Stevens, and‘this fs the 
charter under which the Pennsylvania 
Railroad is now operated. We cannot 
escape the fact thet the name which 
originated in the 1828 charter was ap-’ 
propriated, retained an@ preserved in 
the 1346 charter. In 1857 the Pennsyi- 
vania Railroad purchased from the 
State of Pennsylvania the railroad lying 
between Philadelphia and Columbia,'and 
that raflroid thereby became.a part of 
its. main line.’ 

Witn this clear recérd of America’s 
first railroad before us, it will be in- 
pe hana te examine the origin of other 

enterprises in this country. At 
the beginning of the nineteenth century 
there were many tracks known as 
tramways in common use, which “were 
constructed of solid planks upon which 
small trams/er cars drawa by horses

NDER circumstances of unusual 
interest and even of contro- 
versy, arrangements have been 
made for the Prince of Wales 
to set forth on his fifth extended 
trip from continent to continent—in 
this case, Africa and South America. 
Assuming that the health of King 
George is at that ting/normal, the 
Prince will set sail toward the end of 
March. 

This tour differs from all the earlier 
trips made by this much-traveled scion 
of the house io hago On previous 
occasions, the has been regarded 
as a pleasant young man, wholly un- 
spoiled by the hereditary honors thrust 
upon him, who ts followed wherever he 
goes by the good wishes of all who see 
or hear him. But this time he has 
to meet sharp criticism, and his tour 
has been the occasion of outspoken 
debate in the House of Commons. It 
means that the Prince of Wales is no 
longer a boy, “but a man of 30, that 
he is coming under the strict scrutiny 
of public opinion and must confront the 
challenge of a democracy which has 
watched the ignominious disappearance 
qf thrones apparently as stable as that 
to which he is heir.

-in the Volstead act and methods of its 
enforcement are needed, but they differ 
Vastly as to the modifications that 
should be made. 

The White Hause has been injected into 
the situation more specifically than at 
any time since President Wilson vetoed 


the Voistead act as first passed”by Con-. 


ress. Intimations have come from 
gources close to President Coolidge that 
Roy Haynes of Ohio, who has n Fed- 
eral Prohibition Commissioner for the 
past four years, will not be reappointed, 

First reports, following the intimation 
that Haynes was not to be reappointed, 
indicated that the President purposed to 
ignore the question of the appointee’s 
enthusiasm for prohibition as a theory 
in selecting a new Commissioner and to 
name the best practically fitted man he 
could find. _There was talk of Arthur 
Woods, former Police Commissioner in 
New York City and an expert in that 
kind of work but with no record as an 
agitating prohibitionist. At. this writ- 
ing, however, his selection doesn’t seem 
to be probable. < 

It is said that the President doubts if 
the time is yet at hand when it would 
‘be. feasible to put the direction of. pro- 
hibition enforcement in the hands of 
one who is not counted among ardent 
prohibitionists. The place, according to 
report, was offered to Senator Thomas 
Sterling of South Dakota, who retires 
from Congress on March 4 and who, in 
Congress, has been @ recognized prohi- 
bition leader. Senator Sterling is more 
than 70 years old. 


Congress as “‘Dry’’ as Ever. 


The Anti-Saloon League, so far as its 
views are expressed by Wayne B. 
Wheeler, its Washington representative, 
has been urging the reappointment of 
Haynes. The league no doubt will in- 
sist that whoever is appointed be first 
of all a personal prohibitionist. And 
the- league still is a mighty factor in 
the prohibition situation in Washington. 

The league’s views in the premises still 
are dominant -in Congress. The next 
Congress is expected to be virtually as 
“a@ry’’—in theory, at. least—as the last 


+ géveral onés, though those taking. the 


‘‘wet’’ view claim to have made a few 
gains in the last election. 

And the drys still apparently are dom- 
inated by those who take the extreme 
wiew on that side. Likewise, the wets, 
in so far as they are represented in 
Washington, are dominated by those 
who might be classed as extremists on 
that side. The moderates—among whom 
President Coolidge is ranked—are rep- 
“resented there scarcely at all. 

There is some indication that the mod- 
erates will function as such in the future 
more than they haye in the recent past. 
This will be the case ifs President’ Cool- 
idge should stress & moderate point of 
view as to future legislation. He 
did this with reference to the Stalkey 
bill, which would have fixed minimum 
Penalties of compulsory jail sentences 
for several forms’ of violation of the 
national prohibition laws. The Pres- 
ident was opposed to an amendnmient 
that would have made it obligatory! upon 
Judges to impose jail sentences upon 
those caught carrying a whisky flask in 
their pockets. Representative Stalkey 
of New York, who put forth the bill 
putting ‘‘sharp teeth’ into the Vol8tead 
act, denies that his measure goes that 
far, saying that it would require jail 
sentences only in the case of repeaters. 


Other Efforts to Strengthen Law. 


The Stalkey bill, which was reported 
favorably by an almost unanimous vote 
by the House Judiciary Committee, very 
probably would have been passed by 
present Congress but for President Cool- 
idge’s intimated opposition. The Anti- 

loon League is for it, so are Commis- 
sioner Haynes and Mrs. Willebrandt, 
Assistant Attorney General in charge of 
prohibition enforcement. 

The Anti-Saloon League also is for 
other measures that the - Sixty-eighth 














“strengthening’”’ the prohibition laws and 
the machinery for their. enforcement. 

Outstanding among these is the Cram- 
ton bill, which would give the prohibi- 
tion unit full bureau status, wit. au- 
thority over all Federal Government 
actions, other than those in the courts, 
having to do with liquors and with pro- 
hibition. Other branches of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, of which the prohibi- 
tion unit has been a part, have a good 
deal to do with industrial alcohol opera- 
tions and with tax matters involved 
with prohibition. The Cramton Dill 
would also put all prohibition enforce- 
ment officers in the classified civil 
service. 

Involved in the discussion of this bill 
is the question of putting all machinery 
for the enforcement of prohibition in 
the Department of Justice, which now 
has to attend to court prosecutions. 
There is much‘ difference of: opinion as 
to whether that change should be made. 

Conflict Among Departments. 

There are now three Federal agencies 
for pursuing bootleggers—the Prohibi- 
tion Unit, the Coast Guard and the De- 
partment of Justice. There has-been a 
good deal of conflict, at least between 
the Prohibition Unit and the prosecuting 
branches of the Department of Justice. 
The unit often asserts that cases de- 
veloped by it are not prosecuted vigor- 
ously by District Attorneys, while the 
District Attorneys reply that their of- 
fices frequently are laden down with 
frivolous and poorly prepared cases. 

The Coast Guard’s operations, having 
to do with smuggling via the sea, are 
not yet on in full force. The Guard is 
now spending $12,000,000 for the new 
equipment to be used in combating the 
rum-runners, and it will have for the 
expenses of this branch of its opera- 
tions about $9,000,000 a year. The Guard 
soon will have 203 small but swift motor 
boats specially constructed for this 
work. From the navy it has taken over 
twenty old destroyers. New officers and 
men to the number of 3,700 have been 
taken on for rum-running alone. Revenue 
cutters and life-saving forees along the 
coasts are used incidentally in the work. 
The Coast Guard seized during “the last 


Congress has considered with a view to 





year nearly 250 rum-running vessels of 
all sorts, mostly. small ones, and cap- 
tured about 150,000 cases of liquor. 

But officials of the Coast Guard say 
they are up againSt a tremendous task. 

‘‘We have 10,000 miles of coast line,’”’ 
said one of them to the writer. ‘Much 
of it is serried .by inlets, rivers and 
bays, and is of easy access almost any- 
where. To overcome all rum-running 
would require the overhauling and 
searching of every boat of every char- 
acter coming to shore anywhere along 
our coast line—every little fishing boat, 
every ‘yacht, every schooner, as well as 
every big ship. Our plan is to prevent 
rum-running by making it so precarious 
that it won't be profitable. That’s the 
way. smuggling of the old type was 
stopped.”” 

Rum-running, though the most spec- 
tacular, is not at present the most vo- 
luminous scource of illicit liquor sup- 
plies, according to Federal officials hav- 
ing to do with enforcement of the law. 
Nor is illicit manufacture—‘‘moonshin- 
ing’’—the biggest factor. The biggest, 
they say, is one that in the beginning 
was scarcely anticipated at atl. It is 
alcohol that is manufactured legally un- 
der Government supervision and, in the 
main, distributed initially according to 
law. 

The Volstead act puts on the authori- 


ties the ducy of encouraging the manu- | 
facture and use of alcohol for indus- | 


trial purposes. Hence they deal sympa- 
thetically -with applications for permits 
to manufacture, denature or distribute 
alcohol for industrial use, While the 
industrial use has increased consider- 
ably, the production ostensibly for that 
purpose has gone far beyond. 


Difficult to Supervise. 


In 1920 less than 29,000,000 gallons of | 


alcohol was produced and denatured for 
industrial use. During the last fiscal 
year 67,687,295 gallons was produced: for 
denaturing, with an additional 10,000,000 
gallons that was not denatured. How 


| much of the denatured was turned back 


into more-or less pure alcohol and then 
used for concocting bootleg liquor no- 
body knows, but all admit the volume 
was immense. 


The difficulty of keeping thorough

check upon it is shown by the fact 
that legal operations were carried on in 
denatured alcohol alone by nearly 5,000 
different persons and concerns. In ad- 
dition there were nearly 120,000 other 
permit holders of various kinds—the 
greatest number being physicians hav- 
ing the right to prescribe liquor and 


druggists authorized to fill the prescrip: | 
tions. But more than 30,000 persons and | 
firms had permits to use intoxicating ‘| 
liquors in the manufacture of. prepara- | 
tions—medical, toilet, &c.—unfit for bev- | 
erage uses. 

The Prohibition Unit has only about 
1,700 persons available for checking up 


.fon all of these permit holders and for 


chasing bootleggers, -.The- pay -of these 
enforcement officers averages about 
$2,000 a year, the majority of them 
receiving less than that sum. 

Out of 4,990 persons appointed in the 
enforcement “branches of the service 
prior to Nov. 30, last, 570 had been 
dismissed for cause, 293 of them for 
what might be termed-graft. About 250 
were dismissed from other branches. 


Progress in Enforcement. 


For the last fiscal. year the Prohibi- 
tion Unit reported -159,176 -. seizures, 
against about 50,000 during the first 





year of national prohibition. It reported 


| 68,161 arrests, against 34,175 in 1920. 


How many arrests were made by oth- 
ers, such as local police authorities, 
nobody knows, but the total, no doubt, 
went beyond 100,000 last year. 

Since the Volstead act became effee- 
tive, 203,608 cases involving its violation 
have been brought in the Federal courts. 
The total last year was about 45,000: 
Fines collected via the Federal courts 
last year totalled $5,026,000, and jail 
sentences aggregated 7,052 years. 
| These and other figures show progress, 
Federal officials having to do with en- 
forcement, and prohibition leaders. such 
as officials of the Anti-Saloon League 


progress as more than “‘fair.’’ 

‘The four, great outstanding. achieve- 
ments of prohibition in the five years it 
has been in operation,’’ said Comniis- 
stoner Haynes, ‘“‘are the closing of the 
distilleries, the closing of the breweries, 
the wiping out of the saloons, and the 
putting an.end to the open making and 
selling of liquor as a beverage.”’ 

“National prohibition is as well en- 
forced as State prohibition was after 
four or five years of experience in the 
States which first adopted it,’’ said 
| Wayne B. Wheeler, Washington director 
| of the Anti-Saloon League.

In Washington there is persistent agi- 
tation for modification, however. This 
goes on both inside and outside of Con- 
gress. In Congress it is led by out- 
standing ‘‘wets’’ like Representative Hill 
of Maryland—who not long ago forced 
the. Prohibition Unit to prosecute him 
for making 11 per cent. wine in his 
home—and. Representative Gallivan and 
Tinkham of Massachusetts. Outside of 
Congress it is led chiefly by the Associa-, 
tion Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment, which maintains a large propa- 
ganda establishment there. ‘The asso- 
ciation is headed by Captain W. H. 
Stayton of Baltimore. Its ostensible ob- 
ject is. the legalization of light wines and 
beer, which it holds would not run coun- 
ter to the Bighteenth Amendment, the 
enforcement of which such modification 
would make possible. 


United States Alone Oan’t Deo It. 


The publicity of the association has to 
do largely with ‘“expbsés’’ concerning 
violations\ of the law as it stands; the 
object being to demonstrate that ex- 
treme legislation on the subject is un- 
énforceable.

GREAT metropolitan aerial ter- 
minal in the heart of the city, 
a place where both land and 
water flying craft may arrive 
and depart on schedule and in 
safety, is promised by the activities of 
the Merchants’ Association of New 
York. That ‘organization’s Aviation 
Committee has been working on the 
project for years. Now it is preparing 
to submit a detailed plan for an air 
port of the kind required by a city of 
this size and importance. 

The recent Congressional investigation 
of civil aviation and its needs developed 
the fact that a New York flying ter- 
minal was of the utmost importance to 
national aeronautics. Witnesses testi- 
fied that New York was the key city of 
a nation-wide system of airways. Its 
present lack of facilities was compared 








to the thriving aerial centres of Europe. 





NORWAY LAYS NEW CLAIM 
TO DISCOVERY OF AMERICA 





NORWEGIAN expedition under the 

leadership of Admiral Didrik Pin- 

ing discovered the American con- 
tinent in 1472, twenty years ahead of 
Columbus, according to Professor Sofus 
Larsen of the University of Copenhagen 
in-a report founded on researches of 
archives of the Middle Ages. Professor 
Larsen’s investigations are reviewed by 
the Norwegian archaeological scholar, 
Dr. Haakon Shetelig, in a recent article 
im the Bergen Tidende that throws con- 
siderable light on early voyages to 
America. ‘ 


In the latter half of the fifteenth cen- 
tury the Portuguese were trying to 
find a “‘Northwest Passage’’’ to. Asia. 
In 1471. the King of Portugal sent a 
message to the King of Norway and 
Denmark, Christian I., requesting him 
to fit out an expedition and to seek 
this route. The expedition was headed 
by Admiral Pining and his colleague, 
Pouthorst, and piloted by a Norwegian 
pilot, Jon Skolp. The Portuguese mem- 
pers of the expedition were two noble- 
men, Joao Voz Corte-Real and Alvaro 
Martino Homem. The ship was fitted 
out in a Norwegian harbor and manned 
by Norwegian sailors. In. the reports 
about the expedition credit is given to 
Skolp for having gone as far ag Labra- 
dor, - 

The original report to the King of 
Portugal of this expedition has been 
lost, and we merely know the results 
from remarks in later geographical 
works. It appears that the members of 
the expedition visited) Greénland, iwhere 
Admiral Pining had been ashore, and 
later the regions around the outlet of 
the Lorenz River. The “Terra do bacal- 
hao,”” or Codfish Country, is the most 
important discovery of the expedition 
and signifies a distinct locality when 
mentioned by later geographical works, 
namely Newfoundland, Cape Breton 
and the adjacent continent. 

It seems that the Norwegians led their 
Portuguese guests by a route which was 
‘well known to them, namely from Green- 
land to “Markland,” a name given by 
the Viking expeditions in the beginning 
of the eleventh century to some section 
of North America. The Norse célonies 


on Greenland still existed around 1470 





and the Greenlanders used to sail. to 
Markland for-lumber. An _ expedition 
leaving Norway in 1472, sailing by way 
of Greenland to Newfoundland, thus 
built on the well-known Norse tradi- 
tions. Christian I. had ordered his Ad- 
Miral to take the Portuguese delegates 
to the most westerly territory in the 
northern sea and, according to Professor 
Larsen, the Norwegians steered to the 
American coasts which they knew well 
from olden times. 

Jon Skolp, or Johannes Scolvus as the 
Latin form was, is.a name unknown in 
Norwegian history. Dr. Larsen con- 
nects it with the Norwegian surname of 
Skolp, which means a man from the 
shore of fishing places of Northern 
Norway. Admiral Didrik Pining was one 
of the most tfemar‘cable personalities of 
Northern Eyrope in the fifteenth cen- 
tury. He longed to a Norwegian 
noble family rene Ae Bergen ‘as early 
as 1304. After the\ expedition referred 
to, he was Vice Regent in Iceland about 
1478. He was in command of the royal 
fleet on an expedition’ to England and, 
according to his own reports,. visited 
Iceland in the early part 6f 1477. His 
report as to this visit has been doubted, 
but it seems difficult to disregard it. 
The next year he was back in Portugal 
and in 1479 he stayed at Porto Santo 
on Madeira. At this place he finished 
his plan to reach Asia by sailing wet 
ward from Euro 

Columbus’s great enterprise was 
founded on various features, such as 
theoretical considerations of the form 
and size of the earth, studies of gep- 
graphical works and finally sailors’ ac- 
counts of navigating the high seas. It 
is told that on Madeira he looked up old 
sailors to have, them tell of their expe- 


ditions westward, and there is reason} 


to believe that he did the same thing 


‘when he visited Bristol and Galway, 
the islands west and ‘north of ‘Scotland, |. 


and finaily Iceland. At this latter 
place he might have been told of ‘the 
sailings to Greenland and to Markland, 
of which the Icelanders had ‘full knowl- 
edge, as Didrik Pining’s expedition had 
started from Iceland only fivé years 
before and the Admiral himself ‘gt that:

RK MERCHANTS WANT AN AIRPORT 


Croydon, the London airport, has been 
enlarged several times within five years. 
Machines fly back and forth between 
Croydon and ail the important centres 
of Europe. Thousands of passengers 
and hundreds of tons of freight and 
parcel express are transported every 
month. Le Bourget; the Paris airdrome, 
is doubling its business annually. It 
is not only an important transportation 
centre, but is chief’among the units. for 
defense established by Paris since the 
war. Tempelhof, the Berlin terminal, 
has wrought an amazing development in 
the commercial aviation of Central Eu- 
rope, : 

The facts warranting immediate ac- 
tion in acquiring a New York airport 
have been collected by the members of 
the Merchants’ Association’s Aviation 
Committee, which includes Richard F.

They. have conducted a long investiga- 
tion of aviation in Europe, where air- 
planes may be seen flying day and night 
over those cities which have adequate 
airports. They. say that New York 
would soon have more flying than any 
other city if it could accommodate air- 
craft. Part of their investigation has 
followed the progress of commercial avi- 
ation, and they believe that further de- 
lay in obtaining a terminal will retard 
all aviation here, 

The experts on the corimittee have 
accumulated volumes of data concern- 
ing the manner in which the foreign 
fields are operated. Weather data, 
wireless facilities, repair depots and de- 
vices for safeguarding the fliers and the 
people on the ground have been sub- 
jected to careful scrutiny as well .as the 
handicaps at the European terminals.

Thus far the ideal location seems to be 
Governors Island, but there are certa.

The committee chose the island 
after its preliminary survey a year ago. 
It went to Washington and asked the 
War Department to turn back the prop- 
etty which it had secured from the 
people of this State. The records show 
that the island was ceded to the Govern- 
ment in 1800 ‘‘for the purpose of defend- 
ing the City of New York.” For genera- 
tions, however, the island has been used 
simply as the headquarters for the army. 
It hds not been employed for defensive 
purposes. 2a 

The present buildings are either tem- 
porary in structure or they are from 80 
to 100 years old, and therefore in need 
of renovation. The New Yorkers pointed 
out to the Government that it could as 
well establish an army headquarters 
somewhere else and at considerably less 
expense. They also tried to convince 
the army officers that ‘more than 100 
acres of built-up land at. the southerly 
end of the island properly belongs to the 
city because it is composed of silt and 
rock taken from. the Hast River tunnel 
operations in 1901.

the heavy traffic, This delays delivery 
and affords an opportunity for much 
criticism. While the mail service has 
sent its pilots over the city on the day- 
light route, it does not dare undertake 
the night service until another terminal 
is found. Accordingly, when the New 
| York-Chicago night route goes intd op- 
eration in April; the planes will land 
near New Brunswick,- N. J., and the 
mails will come into New York by train. 
This delay will handicap everybody who 
employs the air mail. 


- The principal excuse under which the 
‘army has so long held control of Gov- 
ernors Island is that in case of a riot 
troops could be sent to the financial 
section ‘within twelve minutes.. That 
reason might have existed, it is ex- 
plained, years ago when the city did not 
have its present large rese>ves of police 
which are competent to cope with any 
kind of a riot. 


Small Cost of Civil Needs. 


According to the aviation men on the 
Merchants’ Association committee, less 
than $20,000 would be required to make 
the island available for the present 
needs of civilian flying craft. As avia- 
tion developed, the. facilities. could be 
expanded. Mooring masts for dirigibles 
located'on the island would accommodate 
traffic coming from all directions. And 
passengers: could reach Manhattan in a 
few minutes, as quickly as troops can 
now. be rushed into the financial. dis- 
trict.

CHEAPER DIVORCE SOUGHT 
IN CANADIAN PARLIAMEN’ 





ECAUSBD of the high cost of divorce 
in’ Canada and the-necessity, in 
some Provinces, of going before the 


at the coming session of Parliament to 
pass legislation giving the higher courts 
of Ontario power to grant divorce de- 
crees. Several bills have been drafted 
for presentation. 


The Dominion Senators themselves, 
who under the law are required to grant 
divorces, are anxious to be relieved of 
this duty and to let the Ontario courts 
grant decress for that Province. The 
Senators now have nearly 200 cases 
awaiting them, and action requires a 

amount of time. In one year re- 
cently only 100 decrees were granted by 
Senate and Commons. 

Ontario chiefly is interested tn divorce 
legislation in Parliament, because Que- 
bec, although in a similar situation, has 
no pressing divorce problem, due to the 
divorce prohibition of the Roman 
Catholic Church, which is the prevail- 
ing church in the second ‘largest 
province in the Dominion. 

In British Columbia and the Prairie 
and Maritime Provinces, excluding 
Prince Hdward Island, the higher courts 
have power to grant divorces, although 
English laws more than a half century 
old are, followed in these Provinces. 
Ontario's agitation for the disposition 
of -her divorce*cases by her’own courts 
is due not only’to the fact that a spe- 
cial act of Parliament must be passed 
before a marriage can be dissolved: 
legally, and that only. unfaithfulness 
and. non-consummation are allowed as 
causes for divorce, but because the pres- 
ent expense makes divorce possible only 
for the well-to-do:

Unwelcome Social Symptoms, 


Thése unwelcome social symptoms 
suggest strongly that the subject on 
which I am _ speaking—marriage the 
most important event in life—is a timely 
one, because the remedy for the bad 
tendencies I have just mentioned lies 
in ‘the exaltation and consecration of 
marriage and family life. We may ali 
gain courage for new struggles by re- 
membering that primitive man developed 
by slow. stagés into’ the ‘barbafols and 
thence into the civilized in strict pro- 
Portion to the growth of marital love 
and tenderness, and of like affections 
in and toward children. For thousands 
of years the tender woman has done 
more for the progress of the human race 
than the rough man. 

df we look about at our acquaintances 
in the society in which we move I think 
we, easily gee that the number of happy 
marriages is very much greater than 
the number of unhappy marriages. But, 
We also see that an unhappy marriage 
‘is ‘the worst disaster than can_ befall 
two human beings, the very worst dis- 
aster.. If failure fh marriage is tho 
greatest calamity in life, does not that 
go to show that marriage is the most 
important event in life? 


Most of my auditors are, I am told, 
married already. What is your concep- 
tion ofa -happy marriage and how did 
you get it? That is a difficult question 
to. answer for other people, but I hope 
every one of you has a Perfectly clear 
conception in your own mind, attained 
in your own way,.of happy marriage. 
For my own part, I think that a happy 
marfiage is.to be looked for when the 
married pair have a variety of intel- 
lectual, attainments and powers, but 
only one spirit; which is the spirit of 
tender love, and the confident expecta- 
tion of enjoying that tender love each in 
the other. When taat expectation is 
fulfilled and. is accompanied by.an ap- 
proximate equality of powers—intellec- 
tual powers—and Is also accompanied. by 
an ardent admiration of: each other's 
powers, principles, hopes and purposes, 
thé conditions of a happy marriagé are 
completely ‘fulfilled.

The last 
figures. that I saw. on that subject, rep- 
resented that a Harvard graduate mar- 
ried at.the proper, age and, living his 
whole. life-in an active business or -pro- 
fession,. reproduced not two persons but 
only 1.7 plus.on-an average through his 
class. That is a deplorable result even 
when we recognize that the number of 
bachelors is large. The condition is‘ still 
worse in respect to women’s colleges. 
You are probably familiar with the sta- 
tistics on this subject. The last. figures 
that I have seen go to show—I say ‘‘go 
to show” because I find it difficult to 
accept them as. exact—that a graduate 
of a women's college while married does 
not produce, on the average of her class, 
more than 1.5 children. instead of the 
two required to reproduce ‘the; pair. ; 


‘Fear of Race Suicide.: 


It was with these figures in mind that 
not long ago I undertook to’ ascertain

I found. it impossible to ascertain 
those facts, and therefore I abandoned 
the whole research. : 

You see how. complicated and difficult 
such, resea&ches.about. marriage and the 
bearing of children become as human 
society changes, comes under new con- 
ditions, endeavors to encounter pru- 
dently the rapid alteration of the con- 
ditions of civilized life and particularly, 
the conditions which. prevail among the 
white race as a whole. 


That mention -of race suggests to me 
that we must all think about what many 
authors have been calling by a horrid 
name, but a very expressive one—race 
suicide.- It is a discouraging fact that 
the number of’ children in a family ‘is 
rapidly diminishing, not only in* what 
we call the British-American stock but 
in all the Buropean stocks. This is one 
of the most formidable things we see 
as we look forward to the future .of 
civilized society. That-it is formidable 
is only a reason, however, for our:doing 
our utmost to change that state of 
things. -In fact, the formidahl s. of 
it summons us all’ to courageous con- 
tention against it, and one of the points 
at which that contention is most needed 
is this somewhat new view held by an 
unknown fraction of the rising genera- 
tion of modern: youth, that marriage is, 
perhaps not the most important event in 
life, I summon you to that contest, to 
that fight, all through -your -lives . to 
fight against this threatened suicide of 
our race.: I -hope. you all realize that 
there is no career.for a woman which 
compares in lasting influence, in satis- 
factions, in hopefulness, in all the re-

Dr, Nansen, reporting a few years ago 
at a plenary meeting of the third As- 
sembly of the League of Nations, said: 
“T am sure that the Assembly and the 
world have been astonished to learn 
that slavery is still going on in some 
parts of the world. * * It is very ap- 
propriate that the League should deal 
with such a question. It is unanimously 
agreed that something ought to be done 
in order to stop slavery- % may point 
out, however, that when the subject was 
put on the agenda we unanimously de- 
cided in the committee to avoid’ any 
mention of any particular part of the 
world in which slavery was going on.’ 
But since then some reports have been 
made public, 


The exact extent of the slave trade is 
not known. But from the information 
so-far available to the League of Na- 
tions it is still in existence in one form 
or another in Abyssinia, the Hedjaz, 
Gambia and Nigeria, the Portuguese 
colonies, Liberia, the late Colony of 
German East Africa, -« few small areas 
ef British India and among the tribes 
of Belgian Congo. The slave trade. is 
still carried on in-the Red Sea. In some 
of these countries slavery hes been of- 
ficially abolishéd, but. the law rang 
ahead’ of the custom. 

While only few spots are. left in the 
world where slavery, in name of in its 
old barbarous forms, exists today, new 
and respectable names have been in- 
vented. for the evil, and under ‘these 
names:slavery remains throughout ‘vast 
areas of Africa. The inquiry carried. 
on for the last four years by: the League 
of Nations yields; aufficient proof:.that 
the slavery business is still one ofthe: 
important problems of the Dark ec 
nent. ° 


Serfdom in Nepal. 


“Viewed on the map of India, the King- 
dom of Nepal is a narrow country ¢x~ 
tending. for about 520 milés ‘along’ the 
southern: ‘slope ‘of the central? axis: of 
the Himalayas. It, has an area of 
about 54,000 square miles, with a popu- 
lation of about 5,000,000, chiefly Hindus. 
Until a few weeks ago slavery formed 
part of the native social system.

certain. crimes and for some offenses 
against caste. The female slaves in. a 
few of the wealthier households were 
not allowed to leave the house, though 
it is said that in most domestic estab- 
lishments they enjoyed a great deal of 
freedom. They were employed in house- 
work, wood-cutting, grass-cutting and 
similar labor. 


In time this domestic slavery led to 
abuses. The appeals made by tne slaves 
to the sovereign show that to domestic 
slavery. were later added the horrors of 
the slave trade. Husbands were sepa- 
rated from wives, mothers. from chil- 
dren. One of the. painful. instances 
cited by the ruler of Nepal in his decla- 
ration of emancipation was >that of a 
slave mother of seven children, whose 
master disposed of one of her daughters 
and four.or her sons by sale. Not satis- 
fied with this,“‘to.her dismay, the hard- 
hearted master arranged to take away 
the baby slave: \that still was at her 
bieast.’’

By GARDNER L. HARDING, 


OCIAL idealism and reform are 

such novel movements in modern 

Japan that it is still mostly young 

men who are leading them. The 

statesmen, soldiers and commerce 
builders, who have won and held for 
the Japanese Empire a place: among the 
leading. nations of the world, continue 
to dominate the national ego, but with 
that place secure and the pride in it 
acknowledged, a new expression in 
Western moral idealism and a spiritual 
quality altogether native and Oriental 
have. made very. marked progress. in 
Japan within a few years. A pre- 
eminent type of a group of men. who 
have thus led Japan into a new, and 
at the same time a very old, spiritual 
experience since the war is that of the 
slum Christian preacher, poet, novelist 
and social reformer, Toyohiko Kagawa. 

He is now on a lecturing visit to this 
country, which he left something over 
twelve years ag6 as a promising young 
man who had taken a course and re- 
ceived a degree*at Princeton Theolog- 
ical Seminary, but whom all his friends 
believed was doomed to an early death 
from. tuberculosis. Yet in the mean- 
time millions _of .Japanese have read 
books of. his, written from the raw mar 
terial. of jife as he observed it. in the 
lowest slums of Kobe. ‘His rise to fame 
has been no more remarkable than his 
complete cure in health, though he has 
sought the most degraded surroundings 
in modern Japan for his living place 
and has spent almost all his life among 
the criminal, the sick and the very poor.

as in Europe, already had touched Jap- 
anese imagination. 

Its author was unaffected by populari- 
ty. He did not move to Tokio and join 
the ranks of the young novelists, he did 
not set up @ literary coterie, nor did 
he seek a quiet though costly villa in 
the hills to prepare to improve on his 
message. He put what proceeds his 
book brought him into what we would 
call settlement work in Shinkawa; and 
he.continued to wear the clothes of the 
working classes, to eat their food, to 
live in his single room and to work 
twelve hours a day at his clubs, hie 
meetings, his modest works for better 
conditions. Yet the popular acclaim for 
his writings was such that when his 
next book neared completion the book- 
sellers of Tokio came to him and made 
an agreement that it would be put on 
sale simultaneously throughout Japan 
at half-past one on the afternoon of 
Nov, 16. 


This was the next year, 1921, and 
Kagawa had in the meantime so vigor- 
ously espoused the cause of the striking 
Kobe shipyard workers, many of whom 
lived in Shinkawa, that-he joined some

So many callers flocked to him that 
Kagawa, unable to relax the routine of 
his days, set aside his’ nights to see 
them. iIt- was during this period he 
received an American ‘journalist for an 
hour’s long-sought: interview at.11 in 
the evening. His first invariable ap- 
pointment in the morning was a service 
for the early morning factory workera, 
which began promptly at 6 o’clock. 

Kagawa is a Christian, and he is that 
most unusual and consistent type. of 
Christian, one who has tried to carry 
out the original purpose of the faith in 
a land where its accepted forms mean 
little, ‘yet where its spiritual purposes 
carry. strong personal conviction. He 
has now a sturdy. physique, virility, 
marked : fight quality and charm.° 

His writings vignettes, They defy 
description in their combination of fra- 
gility and forcefulness. Yet one can say 
the manner is purely Japanese. A tragic 
episode, a casual character study, a 
page or two of. reflections on the ‘con- 
sequences of social equality, @ love af- 
fair, an old‘ man’s. shame, the heauty 
of a touch of sunlight on a wretched 
roof—the material is all plain to see, 
The perception is. of an inner beauty. 
Kagawa has written poetry, though ‘it 
is not different from that of other gifted 


young men of his day and all days in 


Japan. He is unique in that he has 
put hig poetry into a social message. 
He has also-written novels. One .of 
them, “‘Before the Dawn,’’ is now being 
published. serially in. English and is in 
much the-style and form of the works 
which brought him his early reputation, 
The growth of his ability to influence 
native conditions naturally brought Ka- 
gawa much more. out of Kobe in recent 
years, especially since his social ideas 
have definitely taken shape in the direc.

‘Athong other United States treaties, the 
provision was incorporated in the Jay 
Treaty of 1794 with Great Britain and 
the treaties of 1799 and 1828 with Prus- 
sia, later made applicable to all Ger- 
many. 


Hamilton Opposed Molestation, 


Im defense of the Jay treaty with 
Great Britain, Alexander Hamilton 
wrote his famous Camillus Letters. In 
@iscussing the article establishing the. 
sanctity of private property against any 
impairment ‘‘on account of national dif- 
ferences and discontents,’’ he said: 

fn my opinion this article is nothing 
More than-an affirmance of the mod- 
ern law and usage of civilized na- 
tions,and is valuable as a_ check 
upon a measure which, if it could ever 
take place, would disgrace the Gov- 
ernment of the country and injure its 
true interests. 

The right of holding or having prop- 
erty in a country always implies a 
duty on the part of its Government 
to protect that property and to se- 
cure to the owner the full enjoyment 

; of it. Whenever, therefore, a Govern- 
ment grants permission to foreigners 
to acquire property within its ‘terri- 
ories, or to bring and deposit it there, 
it tacitly promises protection and se- 
curity. * 

The property of a foreigner ‘placed 
in another country, by permission of 
ts laws, may justly be regarded as 
a de: osit, of which the society is the 
trustee. How can it be _ reconciled 
with the idea of a trust, to take the 
proverty from its owner, when he has 
personally given no cause for the dep- 
rivation? * * * There is no _parit 
between the case of persons and goods 
of enemies found jn our own country 
and that of the persons and goods of 
enemies found elsewhere. In the for- 
mer there is a reliance upon our hos- 
Pitality and justice; there is an ex- 
ao. or implied safe conduct; the in- 

ividuals and their property are in the 
custody of our faith; they have no 

ost to resist our will; they can 

wfully make no defense against our 
piatenes. ** * To make them a prey 
is, therefore, to infringe every rule of 
generosity and equity; it is to add 
cowardice to treachery. * * * More- 
over, the property of the foreign ur 
within our country may be regarded 
as having paid a valuable considera- 
tion for its protection and exemption 
from forfeiture; that which is brought 
fin commonly enriches the revenue by 

@ duty of entry. All that is within 
our territory, whether acquired there 
or brought there, is liable to con- 
tributions to the Treasury, in common 
with other :similar property. Doés 
there not result an obligation to pro- 
tect that which contributes to the ex- 
pense of its protection? Will justice

Practice in Later Wars. 


In the war of 1812 no sequestration 
atatute was passed. Nevertheless, an 
attempt was made to persuade the Su- 
preme Court to sanction the confiscation 
of British-owned private property as a 
war right. The attempt failed. 

Lord Ellenborough, in 1817, in refus- 
ing to give effect in England to a con- 
fiscation by Denmark of a debt due a 
British enemy subject, said 


that the practice of Europe in refrain- 
ing from the cuntisbation = of debts had 
: so general that confiscation 
must be considered as a violation of 
the public faith. 


Not a single case of confiacation of 
private property of enemy citizens oc- 
ourred during the rest of the nineteenth 
century, except the Confederate States 
act of 1861, which excepted from its op- 
eration ‘‘public stocks and securities.’’ 
The Union acts of 1861 and 1862 were 
directed against property directly used 
in aid of the rebellion or against per- 
sons who treasonably aided the Confed- 
erate cause. They were not general 
confiscatory measures against. private 
property. C 

Articles 46 and 47 of The Hague Regu- 
lations .of 1899 and 1907 expressly stip- 
ulate that ‘‘private property may not be 
confiscated” and “pillage is formally 
prohibited.” Latifi, an English spe- 
cfalist writing on the’ subject in 1M, 
felt justified in saying: 

Will the conscience of civilized man- 
kind permit a return to -what ap-, 
peared, even to the rough barons who 
extorted the Great Charter from King , 
Joha, to be too harsh a system, or is 
- the private property of the citizens 
of the hostile State to remain invio- 
lable within a belligerent’s 
es it practically is in hos 
under military occupation? 


The enormous improvement in the 
means of communication and the in- 
creased senee of solidarity among 
@ivilized nations have made a return 
to the older principle impossible. 

The non-confiscatory principle ‘as to 
property on land was deemed so firmly 
established that the’ United States pro-

Review of Past “Policies ‘Toward 
Private Investments of the Enemy 





In the Fall of 1914' the several bellig- |: 


erent Governments “‘interned,”’ as it was 
ealled, enemy-owned property within 
their jurisdictions to prevent its use 
during the war in the enemy interests. 
‘The English House of Lords and other 
courts during the war in several cases 
reiterated the time-honored doctrine 
that “it ts not the law of this country 
{England} that the property of enemy 
subjects is confiscated. Until the 
restoration of peace the enemy can, of 
course, make no claim to have it de- 
livered up to him, but when peace is 
restored he is considered as entitled .o 
his property, with any fruits it may 
have borne in the meantime.”’ 

Shortly after our entrance inte the 
war in 1917 the American Congress 
passed a joint resolution requisitioning 
the German merthant' shijs in our har-

Here it may be said that the Alien 
Property Custodian is continuously tak- 
ing in more property. Debts due to ex- 
enemies long after 1919 have been deemed 
t6 be properly seizable by and payable 
to the Custodian. It is also a fact that 
millions of the property he seized: have 
long since ceased to be owned by Ger- 
mans, , Austrians or -Hungarians, but 
have by the operation of law come into

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bors and providing that their -values 
were to be established by a board of 
survey, (the findings to be used as evi- 
dence on any claim for compensation by 


the ‘private. owners of these ‘vessels. 


On Oct:°6, 1917, the- Trading with ithe 
Enemy ‘act was passed, which was de- 
signed to prevent unlawful trading be- 
tween the United States and Germany. 
One of its incidental safeguards was to 
sequester the private property belong- 
ing to citizens of Germany, later ex- 
tended to citizens of Austria and Hun- 
gary. The announced purpose was to 
conserve the property and to prevent its 
hostile use against the United States. 
In the light of American traditions it 
was natural for the President to an- 
nounce that ‘‘there was no thought of 
any confiscation or dissipation of prop- 
erty thus held in trust,’’ and the com- 
mittee members who reported the bill 
ali seemed to agree that the property 
would be promptly returned to its own- 
ers on the conclusion of the war. There 
seemed to be no doubt as to the safety 
of the private property thus taken over. 

The act of Congress was a mere mea- 
sure of sequestration and conservation, 
and did not purport to be, as some of 
our courts appear erroneously to have 
assumed, an exercise of the Constitu- 
tional ':ower of Congress ‘‘to make rules 
concerning captures on land and water.”’ 
It was designed solely to prevent.a 
hostile utilization of the property‘ for 
credits, and to conserve it for its own- 
ers during the war. The officer to ad- 
minister and safeguard it was appropri- 
ately designated as the Alfen Property 
Custodian. 

Congress Authorized Sales. 


The function of the Custodian was, de- 
fined as that of a common-law trustee. 
But as money and property of all kinds 
began to come under his administration, 
and as the war excitement inevitably 
grew, new ideas began to develop, and 
the theory of destruction of enemy 
property interests.in the United States 
began to take root. Under the allega- 
tion that much of the property had been 
invested in the United States with hos- 
tile intent and was earning money, and 
that the réle of profit-maker for the 
enemy was an incongruous one for the 
Custodian to play, the first Custodian 
obtained authority from Congress to 
make sales of the property. with a view. 
to their so-called ‘‘Americanization.’’ 

The effect of this step was not ade- 
quately appreciated by Congress, for it 
resulted in sweeping sales at inade- 
quate prices of some @f the most valu- 
able of the sequestrated property, tan- 
gible and intangible. Judge Iredell 
Meares, formerly counsel of the Alien 
Property Custodian, now at 3,016 Dum- 
barton Avenue, Washington, D. C., has 
written a small book entitled ‘“The Con- 
fiscation Fact,’’ in which he points out 
that the purpose of the act was thus 
altered by the Custodian from _ conser- 
vation to implied confiscation. Yet it 
should in fairness be added that in the 
administration of some 30,000 trusts, in- 
volving perhaps $500,000,000 in value, 
good-faith mistakes are bound to occur; 
and it must also be said that the pres- 
ent Custodian, Colonel Miller, has ad- 
ministered the property with full re- 
gard to the principle of trusteeship. 

John ‘Bassett Moore, now Judge of the 
Permanent Court of International Jus- 
tice, whose wisdom and sound judg- 
ment have on ‘many occasions been at 
the service of his country, has taken 
occasion in his recent table work on 
“International Law and@ Some Current 
Tilusions’’ (Macmillan, 1924) to point 
out ‘the departures from American ‘tra- 
ditions involved in our. current: policy 
toward alien property, and has thus de- 
scribed the administration of the prop- 
erty’ by the first two Custodiafis: 


Subsequently, however, there came a 
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the ownership of citizens of the United 
States and of other countries. It is not 
returned because the original owners 


would, if alive, have been unable to get 


their property back. Among the se- 
auicgtrated:, property.. are. millions of 
United; States Government bonds, The 
property of citizens of the truncated-Re- 
public of Austria is held as security, as 
will presently be explained, for the war 
obligations of the old Austro-Hungarian 
Empire of 52,000,000 people. Alstria- 
Hungary did not séquester American 
private —property. The stock of the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad, owned in 
the United States in large ‘amounts, if 
held by or for Germans, Austrians or 
Hungarians, is still held by the Alien 


Property Custodian because the Cana 


dian Government has fmstructed the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad not to honor 
transfers. These conditions are anom- 
alous. 


Reparation Stipulation. 


In 1919 the Peace Conference met. To 
the surprise of many students of inter- 
national law somewhat familiar with 
the history of and economic reasons for 
the rule dictating the immunity of pri- 
vate enemy-owned property, there issued 
from the conference’ in the form of 
Article 297 of the Treaty of Versailles, 
and embodied also in the other peace 
treaties, the following provision: 

Subject. to any stipulation which 

may be provided for in the present 

treaty, the Allied and’ Associated 

Powers reserve the right to retain and 

to liquidate all property rights and 
interests belonging * * * to German 

nationals or companies controlled by 
them, within their territories, colonies, 

possessions and protectorates, includ- 
he ee eee ceded to them by the 
present treaty. 

The proceeds were to be devoted to 
the payment of general enemy private 
debts and public reparations, and the 
enemy country was to compensate its 
expropriated nationals. The enemy 
Governments were required to restore 
immediately all the ‘private property 
that they had sequestrated, and with 
the exception of mark deposits in banks 
which creditors refused to accept at a 
depreciated rate, it is understood that 
American sequestrated property in 
enemy countries has been prattically 
completely restored. The Mixed Claims 
Commission in Washington is adjusting 
claims for requisitions and mark obli- 
gations. : 

It has been said in some quarters that 
the remission of the expropriated owners 
to their own Governments for reimburse- 
ment removed the taint of confiscatfon. 
The allied Governments made this 
answer to the German protest at Ver- 
sailles. They naturally sought to lay 
hold of all‘assets which could plausibly 
be reached and, notwithstanding inter- 
national law and modern’ precedents, 
even private property. 

They thus obtained the effects of 
confiscation while seeking to avoid the 
name; indeed, it soon became apparent, 
as Lord Blanesburgh’s committee (1924,

States. of America and, no dis- 
position made thereof, except as shall 
have been heretofore or. specifically 
hereafter shall be provided by taw,’’ 
until such time as the enemy Govern- 
ments ‘‘shall have * * * made suit- 
able provision for the satisfaction of’’ 
the claims .of American citizens for 
losses they may have sustained eid: 
the war. 

In view of: the discretion thus vedtad 
in Congress, Senator Knox, who. pro- 
nounced the retention of the property 
as not ‘‘decent,’’ felt that an early 
statute of Congress would be enacted 
returning the property, and that the two 
Governments would work out their dif- 
ferences regarding the. ciaims of Amer- 
ican citizens, ; 

But the political disputes in Burone. 
centring around the issue of repara- 
tions, and the fact that no effective 
method of paying the American claims 
could therefore be devised, btought 
about a reluctance to release the se- 
questrated pronerty. 

In March, 1923, Congress passed a 
statute returning the small trusts up 
to $10,000, so that now practically only 
the larger trusts are left. The Harding 
Administration, so far as public state- 
ments were made, seemed to take the 
position that until provision had been 
made for paying the American claims 
the property should be retained, but a 
method of payment was sought. 

This seemed to have been found in the 
Dawes report, which provided that the 
total. war odligations of -Germany of 
all kinds were to be paid out of the 
Dawes bonds and annuities. Hence the 
necessity for our participation in the 
recent financial conference, if our claims 
were to be paid. After much nego- 
tiation, and overcoming an initial ob- 
jection by Great Britain to our sharing, 
in the Dawes payments, the financial 
conference in January, 1925, accorded 
us an allotment of about $13,000,000 
annually for Rhine army costs and 
about $11,000,000 annually for war dam- 
age claims. 


Borah Upholds Tradition. 


Whether these arrangements made 
“suitable provision for the satisfaction 
of’’ the claims. of American citizens will 
be for Congress to determine. 

Senator Borah takes the. position that 
the obligation to restore the private 
property. is not and should not be tied 
up with the American claims, and pre- 


‘| fers to appropriate the money for. the 


claimants from the Treasury rather than 
abandon a traditional American policy. 

Nevertheless, there appears still to be 
some disposition to hold on to the se- 
questrated property ‘as further security 
for the payment of the war claims. 
Here, also, it may be said that some 
of the allied Governments have exerted 
continuous pressure on the United States 
not to rélease thé property. The reason 
for this, it may be surmised, is not be- 
cause of the comparatively small amount 
-of money involved, but, as some of our 
press have intimated, because our o%- 
servance of the principle of the inviola- 
bility of private property would give us 
a financial advantage and enhance our 
investment reputation at their expense. 
Indeed, the interests of the owners of 
the property are now overshadowed by 
the importance to the United States of 
saving its reputation for the observance 
of international -law and the security 
of foreign investments under all cir- 
cumstances. A highly integrated com- 
mercial world depending on the mobility 
of capital can hardly tolerate the doc- 
trine that on account of national dif- 
ferences private property may be con- 
fiscated or retained. 

It is believed to be an error to sug- 
gest that foreign countries might ask 
us to throw the sequestrated property 
into the general reparation pool. Under 
the Treaty of Versailles each country 
kept its own sequestrated property 
separate and utilized it as it saw fit. 
Some, like most .of the Latin-American 
belligerents, China and, South Africa, 
have completely restored it; others, like 
Italy and Japan, have restored most of 
it; others, like Great Britain, France 
and Belgium, have confiscated most of 
it; others, like the United States and 
Canada, have not yet settled their 
policy. We have no obligations of any 
kind to foreign countries, nor have they 
any claim upon us, in this respect. 

It has been said that in remitting the 
German expropriated owners to their 
own Government for reimbursement 
precedent is followed, and the Spanish- 
American Treaty of 1898 is cited. This 
involves. a misconception, it is believed. 

As a consideration for the transfer of 
territory from Spain to the United 
States we agreed to pay Spain $20,000,- 
000 and. in addition to assume the war 
claims for unliquidated damages of our 
citizens upon Spain. The Spanish 
Treaty Claims Commission allowed 
claimants something over a million dol- 
lars, and this was paid from the United 
States Treasury. The French Spolia- 
tion claims in a somewhat analogous 
case. But those claims arose ‘out of 
unlawful acts committed in- the area 
of hostilities, and the amount and 
validity of the claims were highly un- 
certain. American-owned, property in 
Spain and Spanish-owned property in 
the United States was’ left intact. The 
taking of alien private property found 
in one’s own territory and then remit- 
ting, the owners to their own Govern- 
ment for reimbursement .{s unprece- 
dented. The result 1s confiscatory. 

Claims Against Germany. 


The American. claims against. Ger- 
many, originally amounting to about 
$1,500,000,000, will be cut down, bythe 
Mixed Claims Commission, it is esti- 
mated, to about $250,000,000,- of which 
about $200,000,000 are the claims of pri- 
vate individuals and corporations. It! ip 
only as security for’ these claims that 
the Knox-Porter embargo on alien pri- 
vate property exists:

fied public obligations: now outstanding. 
It will also be recalled that there are 


‘hundreds of millions of foreign invest- 


ments in‘thé United States which ‘would 
inevitably ‘be’ jeopardized“ in’ the event 


of war, and’ American dnvestments of 


ten. billions. dn foreign. coufitries, now 


for their safety upon the preponderance 
of our armed strength, or on the belief 
of foreign countriés in such prepon- 
dérance. Victorious Turkey won back 


defeated Turkey surrendered at Sévres. 
This substitution of potential force for 
established law should be combated by 
intelligent nations and peoples, for -the 
further promotion of the insecurity ‘of 
private property Is destructive of con- 
fidence and commerce. “Borrowers ‘will 
have to pay, in higher interest rates, 
insurance for this element of insecurity. 
The ‘Listing’ Committee. of the “New 
York Stock Exchange, which now: pro- 
poses to investigate ‘the security of for- 
eign bonds, will have to determine as a 
major consideration the teputation of 
the borrowing country in safeguarding 
private property and investments. in 
times of war or crisis: Great Britain 
has begun to realize the mistake she 
made in.this respect and has appointed 
a committee to suggest methods of re- 
Heving the expropriated owners’ and in- 
cidentally presumably restoring the con- 
fidence of foreign investors. The Blanes- 
burgh Report of 1924, referred to above, 
recommends the release of the still un- 
liquidated enemy property. 


“Might Create Temptatien.’’ 


Senator Borah, whose views on public 
policy’ command respect, has correctly 
sensed the importance of the subject. 
Like Hamilton, he has maintained that 
to hold private property as security for 
public obligations undermines the se- 
curity of international commercial rela- 
tions. John Bassett Moore, in the work 
above cited, makes the following com- 
ment on the question of American 
policy: 

The Preacher has told us.that the 
thing that hath been shall be, that 
what is done shall be done again and 
that “there is no new thing under the 
sun.” ‘So it is in the present in- 
stance. Hamilton, in his denunciation 
of the principle of -confiscation, did 
not overlook those who, as he said, 
“then, defended the confiscation or se- 
questration of debts as our best means 
and coercion, as our 
moést powerful, sometimes as our only, 
means of defense”; and, pursuing his 
protest, he declared: 

‘But so degrading an idea will be 
rejected with disdain by every man 
who feels a.true and well-informed 
national pride; by every man. who 
recollects and glories that, in a staie 
of still greater immaturity, we achieved 
independence without the aid of this 
dishonorable expedient; that even in a 
revolutionary war, a war of liberty 
against usurpation, our national coun- 
cils were too magnanimous to be pro- 
voked or tem gg to depart so widely 
from the path of rectitude; by every 
man, in fine, who, though careful not 
to exaggeraté, Yor rash and extrava- 
gant projects, can nevertheless. fairly 
estimate the real «nesources., the 
country, for. meeting dangers . which 
prudence cannot avert.’ 

In the main, the momentous question 
as to what shall be done with ‘the ‘ene- 
my private property takén over by the 
‘United States in the recent war is yet 
to be determined; and with more than 
three bililons of the world’s supply of 
gold in the coffers of the Federal Re- 
serve ‘system, and continuously toler- 
ated additions to the more than eleven 
billions of tax-exempt securities al- 
ready in private hands, the United 
States is hardly in a position to put 
forth the pleaof financial stress to 
exeuse or palliate the retention -of 
what it seized. 

The subject has also another aspect. 
During the past ten years the invest- 
ments abroad of citizens of the United 
States have enormously increased, and 
the process has only begun. Consider- 
ing the question, therefore, purely as 
one of selfish calculation, I venture 
to think it directly contrary to the 
interests of the United States to re- 
suscitate the doctrine that enemy pri- 

vate property found in a country on 
the outbreak of war may be confis- 
cated. Such a doctrine might even 
create a temptation. 

But there is yet another and higher 
reason. The United States has an hon- 
orable past as well as an expedient 
future to consider. 

Of all the illusions a people can 
cherish, .the most extravagant and 
illogical is the ——o that, along 
with the progressive degradation of 
its standards of conduct, there is to 
go a progressive increase in respect 
for law and morality. Again we may 
remark that “there is no new thing 
under the sun.’’ The world never: wil 
be rid of thé. problem of preserving its 
elementary virtues. Three hundred 
years ago Grotius declared that, as he 
who violated the laws’ of his country 
for the sake of some present advan- 
tage to. himself ‘“‘sapped the founda- 
tion of his own perpetual interest, and 
at the, same time that of his pos- 
terity,’’ so the people who violated the 
laws of nature and nations ‘broke 
down the bulwarks of its future happi- 
ness. and tranquillity.”’ 

No less pertinent is the confession of 
Adexander Hamilton, e a century 
and a quarter a. is that, serious as the 
e of war ha appeared to him to 
be, yet the manner in which it might 
be carried on was in his eyes sans tii 
more formidable.’’ It was, said Ham- 
ilton, ‘‘to be feared that, in the fer- 
mentation of certain wild opinions, 
those wise, just and temperate maxims 
which will forever a tute the true 
security and felicity of ‘a State would 
be overruled,”’. and that, one violation 
of suetoe succeeding another, meas- 
ures be adopted which even 
might be oy vate and embitter the 

ordinary calamities of foreign war.’ 


A Solution Stggested. 


Secretary. Hughes, at Philadelphia, 
Nov. 23, 1923,.made the following state- 
ment:

Actual Values Tested. 


I have tried to.apply laboratory meth- 
ods, in the form of.a series of twelve 
tests covering various periods. In each 
test ten common stocks were selected 
upon a pre-established formula, in order 
that their selection might not be in- 
fluenced by knowledge of events which 
could not have been foreseen, and ap- 
proximately $1,000 worth ofieach were 
assumed to have been bought, making 
a total original investment of $10,000. 

The first three tests cover the period 
from 1901 to 1922, a period of deprecia- 
ting dollars, and omitting detail show 
the following results:

This proved to be possible and re- 


sulted in the heavy line shown in the} 


accompanying illustration. So interest- 
ing did this chart appear that addi- 
tional data were obtained, running back 
to 1837, thus creating, perhaps for the 
first time, a picture of the gragually 
increasing values that would have fol- 
lowed the investment of $5,000 in a hold- 
ing of common stocks in 1887, retaining 
all steck dividends, but spending all 
cash dividends. 


If we turn to the successive low points 
in this chart we cannot fail to notice 
the regularity of their upward progres- 
sion, which is continuous from the low 
of 1857 through the low points of 1878, 
1885, 1896, 1908, 1914, to that of 1917, 
as shown in our solid line. 


Joining these points produces ‘a line 
which displays a gradually accelerating 
upward swing, a line that is strongly 
reminiscent of a graph representing the 
effect of compound interest at some con- 
stant rate.

When Bonds “Diluted Purity.’’ 


Commencing in 1897, shortly after the 
major depreciation of the dollar set in, 
our holdings represented by the solid 
line begin to include bonds received as 
capital distributions, purchase money, 
collateral trust securities and cash dis- 
tributions applicable to capital account. 
These tend to reduce the fluctuations 
of our ‘solid line and to dilute the purity 
of our common stock holdings. 

We have therefore added the light

The second section_of this ‘‘law’’ is 
supported by data which need not be 
here included. 

If we are ready to accept the law, not 
as proved, for that .is impossible, but as 
sufficiently indicated to warrant its ac- 
ceptance as a measure of relative invest- 
ment values, then we have raised a 
standard for long term investment which 
it will be hard to equal in any form 
of maturing obligation—any bond, note 
or real estate mortgage.

Our goal is to have at least 100 members 
in each State, so that we can say to 
our speakers: ‘You will virtually ad- 
dress an invisible national audience of 

5,000 persons, for your ‘speech will be 
’ printed and mailed to our membership 
throughout the country.’ 

“We hope. to. reach the country wo- 
man, the woman in. the more remote 
regions who would otherwise have no 
opportunity to hear the principles of the 
Democratic Party or the League of Na- 
tions explained.

When, therefore, Mrs. Thomas J. No- 
lan, after a brief career in the leader- 
ship of a political orchestra chenged 
from the familiar demand for more 
power to a pleasant willingness to hand 
‘over ier baton to a mere man and re- 
gume the second fiddle, the quiet little 
‘Woman at once took on a distinction 
quite aside from any conferred by her 
tenure of authority. 

Mrs. Nolan, wife of Justice Thomas J. 
Nolan of Special Sessions, has. recently 
had the limelight quite suddenly turned 
upon her through the death of Thomas 
¥F. Foley, ~ which left her temporary 
Tammany leader of the east side of the 
Wirst Assembly District after having 
béen for several years co-leader with 
Mr. Foley—and. still more recently. by 
the commendation of her work as tem- 
porary leader by George W. Ghypay. 
leader of Tammany Hall. 

When seen at her home, 9 Madison 
Street, a few days after the acknowl- 
‘e4gment by her chief of her successful 
Jeedership, Mrs. Nolan suggested more 
strongly the head of a household than 
of any organization, political or other- 
wise. Gentle of manner and quiet of 
voice, she seemed a little reluctant to 
advance opinions, but was enthusiastic 
in discussing , her experiences in public | 
life. 

“I am in favor of women going into 
Politics, and I think the field offers 
' Many attractive careers to them,’’ she 

gaid. ‘‘In fact, it is plainly our duty 
to take up our part, now that the men 
have thrust the part upon us by giving 
ws the vote.”’ 


Politician by Accident. 

When asked whether her entrance into 
Politics had been of her own seeking or 
accidental, she answered: ‘‘Purely ac- 
cidental. When Mr. Foley asked me to 
“become his co-leader, it seemed to me 
quite impossible, and I said no very 
Then he asked me to recon- 
sider—Well, you know how it ended. I 
Was absolutely without experience, al- 
most without interest in such things. I 
Thad not even been a suffragist. No, I 
fad not been an anti either. ’ The sub- 
ject simply had never appealed to me. 
I had been entirely occupied with other 
Matters. But when the vote was handed 
»to us I looked upon the matter as one 
ef duty and not of choice. 


“My experience both as leader and as 
Co-leader has been more than satisfac- 
tery. I soon found that there was a 
‘very real field for a woman in such 
work.

“WAS REVOLUTIONARY FORT 





N the rocky height at 19ist Street 
and Audubon Avenue, which during 
the Revolution attracted the keen 

‘military eye of George Washington, a 
new school will be dedicated tomor- 
row. It'will be known as the George 

Washington High School. : 
For years it has been dream of 

patriotic citizens in the ashington 
Heights section to erect an appropriate 
monument on the wooded hilltop, so in- 
timately associated with the early -his- 
tory of the country. Land was finally 
purchased, and today there stands upon 
the historic site a stately four-storied 
structure with six Ionic columns adorn- 
ing the tall portico. The new school, 
both inside and out, offers an on 
number of interesting features. 

It’s a far cry from the swimming waite 
of this modern educational temple to the 
hilltop of Henry. Hudson’s day. Here 
prowled the agile Indian long before 
the Half Moon poked its nose into Hud-' 
son shallows, and close by in picturesque 
Inwood ‘may still be seen the cave in 
which recently were found the primitive 
ut s and weapons of those Indians. 
A little to the north is the famous tulip 
tree of enormous girth under which 





stalwart warlike redmen. held their pow- 
‘In the days of the thrifty old Dutch 
merchants this northern part of the 
island was regarded as a place for graz- 
ing cattle and burrowing hogs. But 
after New Amsterdam was taken by the 
English the Kingsbridge Post Road 
(now Broadway) was routed along these 
heights to Westchester. From the Har- 
lem to the Hudson Rivers the land was 
divided irito strips and portioned out 
among the farmers. 

At the beginning of the Revolution 
there were. many ‘prosperous Butch 
Colonial houses along the Post Road. 
The Jumel Mansion (now a public 
museum) was there, near the present 
160th Street, and further on were the 
Dyckman, Post and Nagel’ farmhouses. 


When fortification of the region began |. 


the homes were deserted by the owners 
and occupied by the soldiers® The Ju- 
mel Mansion, then the property of Colo- 
nel Morris, served as Washington’s Head- 
quarters. ‘

W,: Alexanderson, 
chief consulting engineer of the Radio

“There is only one kind of disturbance 
that this system does not practically 
eliminate, and that is @ thunderstorm in 
the neighborhood of the station right on 
the line from which the signals come, 
To insure service even in this contin- 
gency, & similar large antenna system 
has been built at Belfast, Me., which 
‘would be immune to a thunderstorm on 
Long Island, whereas a ‘station on Long 
Island would be only slightly affected 
by a thunderstorm in Maine. But the 
problem was, how to get the signal 
down from Maine to Long Island. 

“The signals from Europe are picked 
out of the ether in Maine, scrambled 
together and sent out by a single trans- 
mitter. This composite signal ig then 
received on Lorg Islang and unscram- 
bled into a dozen signals, which are fed 
into the long-wave receiving sets, where

In thig connection E. H. Jewett, Prese 
ident of the Jewett Radio and Phone- 
graph Cempany, advances. the thought 
that a good deal of money may be saved 
to the ultimate radio purchaser by keep- 
ing radig shows and expositions within 
beunds, 

‘There ig no’ denying. the importancs 
of the radio shew,” Mr. Jewett said, 
‘put nevertheless there is a growing 
tendency to duplication and over effort 
along this line which should be checked, 

‘Radio shows cost the manufacturer 
& good sum in the course of a year and 
it -naturajly is added to the cost of the 
article he sella, Duplicate shows in cer- 
tain cities, shows in smaller cities where 
the populace has access to the near-by 
metropolis, all sorts of unnecessary 
shows are adding to the cost of radio 
products, 

‘The radio industry may well take 
counsel from the automobile world, 
where expositions have been reduced to 
an exact science, benefiting to the 
greatest degree both the public and the 
manufacturer,

true economy se that the public may ob- 
tain the finest quality product at the 
lowest pessible price, It is beund ta 
work out that way eventually; it should 
be made to work that way right now,”

F indirect advertising is the aim: of 
~ any broadcast program the advertis-

- cotding to Martin P. Rice, manager 

of broadcasting for the General 
Electric Company. 

“The listening public carinot be ax- 
pected to listen while a merchant ex- 
ploits his wares unless at some future 
date some unused band of wave lengths 
is madé available for just such a pur- 
pose,"* said Mr. Rice. 

During the three years beginning with 
1922; 626 stations. discontinued broad- 
casting and 1,079 new stations were 
licensed. In 1924, 259 new stations went 
on the air and 270 stopped broadcasting. 
In discussing the future. of broadcasting 
Mr. Rice “used these figures to empha- 
size the need of constructive programs 
with continuity of purpose. He pointed 
out that a study of the past three years 
of broadcasting,.in which so many sta- 
tions started and then stopped sending 
out programs, shows that strictly local 
institutions seldom are warranted to 
undertake broadcasting. 

Mr. Rice said: “Broadcasting is more 
logically the function of institutions in- 
terested commercially or otherwise in 
the welfare of the community through- 
out the land. For example, a depart- 
ment store or a local newspaper in Nat- 
chez, Mississippi, can have very little 
interest in broadcasting to . Portland, 
Ore. Thus, three years of broadcasting 
have- resulted in a rough classification 
of stations, local and general, the for- 
mer being of interest in a limited range 
and the latter having national.or, at 
times, international interest. The future 
will probably see this principle more 
generally recognized and if so, unwise 
investment in -broadcasting apparatus 
will be saved and the problem of alloca- 
tion of, wave lengths will be simplified. 


‘ Wave Lengths Are Scarce. 

*"The Department of Commerce is now 
embarrassed. by the number of broad- 
casting stations desired in comparison 
to the number of wave channels avail- 
able. A reallotment of wave lengths is 
now in progress in the hope of improving 
conditions for the radio listener. It 
would be highly desirablé to provide an 
exclusive wave length for each station 
operating with sufficient power to reach 
across the continent and having pro- 
grams of national interest. Such a plan 
would increase materially the reliability 
of long-distance broadcast reception and

large, stations to strive for the best in 
programs. Progress along. these. lines 
would not. restrict the development of 
the strictly local stations. designed to 
reflect the community life of their own 
districts. Such stations, operating on 
another band of wave lengths, have 
their own function and they may, on 
occasion, be tied into the general or 
national group by means of wire lines 
or radio rebroadcasting. 

“Radio broadcasting has advanced so 


\rapidly and the conditions of -continual 


operation are so exacting that little 
opportunity would seem to be available 
for technical improvements. Neverthe- 
less, the art has advanced technically 
both in transmission and reception at 
fully as rapid a pace as the progiam. 
The acoustics of the studio have been 
carefully studied. and the requirements 
for good reproduction are now well 
understood. Mictophones have been im- 
proved, new types developed and their 
best location~for soloists, speakers and 
groups of musicians is known to every 
competent studio manager. Tubes are 
more reliable and station apparatus have 
been improved and standardized for the 
average station. 

“Systematic progress demands “& 
thorough investigation of all the forces 
employed,’’ said Mr. Rice. ‘The ques- 
tion of power, which is now frequently 
mentioned as a matter of opinion, should 
be reduced to a matter of knowledge— 
the characteristics of broadcasting 
transmission should be definitely plotted 
at all workable powers and frequencies. 
These and numerous other experiments 
which cannot well be undertaken except 
in connection with a large research lab- 
oratory will shortly be made by the 
new experimenta!] station being built by 
the General Electric Company _ near 
Schenectady. 

“The crowded condition of space at 
all the usual broadcasting frequencies 
has introduced new problems in recep- 
tion. In tthe early days, maximum 
sensitiveness’ was the aim and long an- 
tennae were employed to ‘bring in’ the 
signals. Unless such antennae are 
specially designed for a given © wave 
length, they do not .‘tune’ sharply and 
are not sufficiently selective for present- 
day conditions. Antennae are, there- 
fore, being replaced by loops or coils 
which inherently tune more sharply and 
have the further advantage of direc- 
tional tuning. 

‘‘Further - improvements undoubtedly 
will be made along these lines, which

tube set connected to an antenna 
95 feet long, including the lead-in. 
I cannot get any stations outside of New 
York, although friends with the same set 
get distant stations. I use C-201-A tubes 
and the aerial is eight feet above the 
roof. Do you think the trouble is in the 
aerial?7—A. S. Answer—The length of the 
antenna is all right, but if it is shtelded 
by a building the distant results will not 
be good. A poor ‘ground contact will 
lower the distant range of a set. Try 
both the radiator and cold water pipe as 
the ground. Clean the contact point and 
make the connection firm. Shift the 
tubes about in the sockets to determine 
in which position they work most effi- 
ciently. All tubes are not sensitive de- 
-tectors, although they may be good am- 
plifiers. Distant reception depends to a 
great extent upon the sensitiveness of 
the detector. Tune in a weak signal and 
then try each: tube as detector to find 
out which one brings the feeble sound 
in with the greatest intensity. It is pos- 
sible that one of the tubes is worn out or 
defective. One inefficient tube will re- 
duce the efficiency of the entire set. 
Question—Are there two stations at 
Miami? (2) Where is station WKAR?7— 
H. M. Answer—WMBF is at Miami 
Beach, Fla., and WQAM is at Miami 
(2) East Lansing, Mich.

We have a one-tube regen- 
erative set and when tuning for distant 
stations we run across a whistle-like 
sound that swings in and out. What is 
the trouble?7—P. C. Answer—When the 
waves of two stations are very close to- 
gether, as many of the low wave length 
stations are, an ;interaction is caused, 
which produces a whistle, known as a 
“beat note.”’ - 
Question—Friday evening I heard an 
announcer give a call 6KW and when 
signing off said that-the difference in 
time between Cuba and the United 
States was twenty-nine minutes. | Can 
you tell me where 6KW is located?— 
H. T. Answer—6KW, Tuinucu, Cuba. 
Question—What are the advantages of

H. G. Answer—Less distortion, but the 
volume per stage of resistance coupling 
is less than the volume per stage of 
transformer coupled amplification. 
Question—The signals come in much 
louder when I place my hand across the 
primary of the first audio transformer. 
What device will save this loss of en- 
ergy?—S. W. Answer—Place an .001 
mfd, fixed condenser across the primary 
of the first audio transformer. 
Question—When the voltage of either 
“A” or “BY battery drops to a \sw 
point can any harm result to the fila- 
ments or plates of the tubes because of 
excessive voltage of ohne source being 
applied when. the rheostats are turned 
up to give more volume? (2) Please give 
me information about the care of a 
storage battery as regards to its water 
and acid.—C. J. Answer—The. rheostats 
control the “‘A’’ battery current supply 
to the filaments. If the ‘‘A”’ battery 
drops to a low point the rheostat con- 
trol should be turned so that the re- 
sistance is reduced. The rheostat does 
not control the ‘“B’’ battery voltage 
supply to the plate. As the “A” bat- 
tery supply becomes less and less grad-* 
ually turn the rheostat control and there 
will be no danger of burning out the 
tubes. If you ‘find that the rheostat 
adjustment. works. most -efficiently. at 
point six, for example, on the rheostat, 


after the set is in operation for awhile, 
do not place the rheostat at six after 
the set has not been in operation for 
several hours, because the batteries 
have recuperative powers while standing 
and you might burn out the tubes, if 
the rheostat was turned over too far. 
(2) Distilled water should be added to 
keep the electrolyte level about a quar- 
ter of an inch above ‘the top of the 
Plates. Seldom is it necessary to add 
acid unless some of the electrolye is 
spilled, and in such a cage the battery 
should be taken to a service station. 
Always keep the top of the battery case 
dry and clean. 

Question—What is the difference be- 
tween two stages of tuned radio fre- 
quency and two stages of transformer 
radio frequency? (2) Will two stages 
of radio frequency add much value to a 
set?—A. G. V.. Answer—The frequency 
involved in the different wave lengths 
depends upon the length of the wave 
and the speed with which it travels. 
A transformer to work efficiently on 
all waves must be designed to meet the 
electrical requfrements of all frequencies. 
Fixed radio frequency transformers do 
not receive all wave lengths equally well. 
There is a peak with a narrow band on 
each side which favors stations operat- 
ing on certain wave lengths. On either 
side of this band the efficiency is \re- 
duced. The advantage of tuned radio 
frequency transformers is that they can 
be adjusted to receive all wave lengths 
equally good. Incidentally, this condi- 
tion does not\exist in audio frequency 
transformers. They do not deal with 
high frequency currents. By virtue of 
their position after the detector only 
currents rectified to low frequency reach 
the. audio transformers. If an audio 
transformer is designed. to handle fre- 
quencies within the audible band, rough- 
ly from 200 to 5,000 vibrations a second, 
it will work well with any set no matter 
how high or low the wave length and 
the original frequency of the signal. (2)

NAVY AND AMATEURS 


TO TEST SHORT WAVES: 


T the request of the Navy Depatt- 
ment, which is desirous of testing 
the possibilities of short-wave radio 

communication, F. H. Schnell,. traffic 
manager of the American Radio Relay 
League, has been given leave of ‘ab- 
sence so that he may accompany the 
Pacific fleet during its forthcoming 
manoeuvres. He will be on active duty 
from the middle of April until Oct. 1. 

The short-wave transmitter will be 
installed during the period of the cruise 
for communication with amateur mem- 
bers of the American Radio Relay 
League in the United States and for- 
eign countries, the object being‘to com- 
pare the efficiency of the short-wave 
low-power transmitter with the regula- 
tion navy sets. 

This formal investigation by the Navy 
Department through a civilian radio 
organization of national scope is re- 
garded as_ significant appreciation of 
the amatéur development of short 
waves. The navy thoroughly appre- 
ciates the economical advantages of the 
amateur short-wave transmitter, and it 
now proposes to determine how its 
range and capabilities compare wijth 
high-power sets. 

The amateur radio transmitting sta- 
tions in common use are prohibited 
from operating with more than one 
kilowatt of power, while the navy sets 
employed on shipboard sometimes ‘go 
as high as 30 kilowatts. There is also 
a tremendous difference in the initial 
installation costs, the high-power sta- 
tions amounting té several thousands 
of dollars as compared with the few 
hundred required for setting up the 
average amateur station. 

The short-wave transmitter designed 
for use during the cruise has been given 
the call NRRL to identify it as the 
special navy station for communicating 
with amateurs. While this set will 
operate on a wave length of 54 or 55 
meters, Mr. Schnell will take with him 
two transmitters for use on 20 and* 40 
meters. 

The tremendous range covered by 
amateu> transmitters< with their one 
kilowatt of power has so impressed the 
Navy Department that a thorough study 
of their operations under all kinds of 
atmospheric conditions appeared to be 
worth while. 


WOC CHANGES SCHEDULE 

Beginning foday, WOC, Davenport, 
will inaugurate several new changes in 
its weekly schedule. Owing to a new ar- 
rangement with station WSUI, State 
University. of Iowa, the silent night at 
WOC will be changed from Tuesday to 
Monday, so that the 9 and 10 o’clock 
musical schedule previously broadcast 
on Monday will in future be broadcast 
on Tuesday nights. ; 

The nightly visit of the WOC. Sand- 
man will be broadcast at 7:30 instead 
of at 8, as heretofore, except Monday 
nights, which will be silent. The regular 
Wednesday evening organ recital will 
be broadcast at 10 instead of 9 o'clock.

part in the production of the studio 
drama at KGO. 

The dramatic studio is not brilliantly 
lighted. Just two stand lamps, casting 
a circle of light about ten feet in di- 
ameter, are used-and within the circle 
sit the KGO players. The microphone is 
suspended atop a pedestal in the centre. 
Back and slightly above the microphone 
is the signal’ box with one red and one 
green light. 

It has been found that seated within 
the circle, bounded in by darkness, radio 
players have the feeling of being alone 
with the microphone. Every second of 
the time the play is being produced they 
are conscious of the microphone. But 
in a fully lighted room players are con- 
scious of each other and incidentally 
aware of the microphone. . For the best 
results it has been found that players 
should be strictly microphone conscious. 

When keeping constantly the thought 
in mind that thé microphone is the thing, 
players use intervals of silence with bet- 
ter effects. ‘That is, intervals hetween 
speeches, or between a speech and ‘the 
sound of a door or some other ’ object. 
As an examplé, assuming that the scene 
of the play is in a room, and that one 
of. the characters of the story is re- 
quired to leave the room, time enough 
must elapse to traverse the ‘distance be- 
tween his speech before the microphone 
and the sound of the door opening: and 
closing. Judgment -on the part of. the 
player is here required ‘constantly: He 
must always keep in mind the time re- 
‘quired ‘to do certain things radio

listeners are imagining. One = ete. in 


teactions during the course 
are sufficient to cause many 


lose interest or fail to. keep the thread 
of the story. While not always con- 
scious of the trouble, listeners, it has 
been found, are aware of the. slightest 
error in judgment of radio players as 
to intervals of time. 

The true psychology underlying radio 
listening is that of the ‘eavesdropper. 
Real life is being unfolded into his-ears 
from out of the mysterious somewhere. 
Audie players know this ahd keep con- 
stantly in mind the fact that they are 
not .acting their parts on a'stage.. They 
are simply characters come to life in 
the story, acting out what the author 
requires of them. 

The radio drania director may flash a 
red light in the face of a player when he 
is too loud, or a green one when he ts 
too soft; but it is the aim of the director. 
of the KGO players to teach each one ‘of 
the actors to stand’ on his own responsi- 
bility before the microphone. That the 
radio player mu&t do a lot of thinking 
while he {gs acting is evident. Within 
the circle of light, with its. atmosphere 
of exclusiveness, the actors before ‘the 
KGO microphones keep their minds free 
from all distracting influences, and are 
better able to do the right thinking at 
the right time. 

Not only the distance at which he 
stands from the microphone must be 
kept in mind by the player. He must 
also remember how loud or’how soft he 


is speaking, and, worst of all, the tech- 


nique of his speech. In low tone pa: 
lip and mouth noises must be avoided. 
Sucking of breath, even so faintly, be-

_™Mmodern viewpoint, members of the exist- 


ng Presbyterian Church in Alexandria, 
which adheres to the Southern Assem- 
bly, are waging a vigorous campaign in 
Northern and Southern quarters to have 
the ‘Old First Church restored not 
alone for its historic interest but as a 
symbol of the accord between the North 
and the South. > 

The church remained true to its 
Northern traditions in a Virginia com- 
munity throughout the Civil War until 
the last remaining members of its con- 
Bregation were reluctantly forced to 
disband. Now the descendants of the 
Seceding Southern brethren of the Old 
First Church hope that its crumbling 
steeple will rear itself once more to its 
full height so that it may proclaim that 
“there is no strife, no enmity which 


-@annot be forgotten.” 


Washington Associations. 


The committee of Presbyterians in 
charge of the appeal has just submitted 


. @ report dealing specifically with the 


associations of George Washington and 
the historic edifice. It says: 

“Here it was, according to that valu- 
able work of reference by F. L. Brock- 
@tt and Alfred G. Uhler, that the lodge 
of Washington held its first religious 
ceremony after its institution under the 
charter of 1783. This was on the oc- 
casion of the anniversary of St. John 
the Evangelist in that same year 1783, 
when, it is recited, ‘on that day the 
lodge walked in procession to the Pres- 
byterian Meeting House, Fairfax Street, 


‘where Parson Keith delivered a charity 


. Sermon, 


‘Lodge No. 


after -which a collection was 
taken up for the benefit of the poor 
of the town.’ 

“And thus it is that the annals of 


the lodge show that the anniversary of 


St. John the Evangelist in many years 
thereafter was commemorated in Ma- 
sonic manner at the Old First Presby- 
terian Church. It seems clear that 
George Washington was an attendant at 
various of the Masonic commemorations 
of the anniversary of-St. John the pi- 
vine. 

“It was in the Old First Church that 
the Masonic funeral honors were sol- 
emnly paid to their departed brother 
and Master, George Washington, by 
22, ‘the Lodge of Washing- 
ton,’ and Brooke Bodge No. 47 on Dec. 
27, 1799, and that it was here on the fol- 
lowing Sunday, Dec. 29, 1799, that the 
Union Memorial Sermons for the Public 
were preached by the Rev. Thomas Da- 
vis in the forenoon and in the afternoon 
by Rev. Dr. Muir, both chaplains of 
the lodge, and on the following Sunday, 
Jan. 5, 1800, the Rev. Mr. Tallison 
delivered a discourse on the ‘Death of 


_ Washington.’ 


“In the First Presbyterian Church, at 
10 o’clock on the 22d of February, 1800, 
‘was observed the first Masonic celebra- 
tion, at least by the Alexandria Lodge, 
and perhaps first of all of the birthday 
of Washington. It was at the close of 
this sermon of Dr. Elisha C. Dick that, 
in alluding to the name of Washington, 
he stated ‘his fair fame, secure in its 
immortality, shall shine through count- 


shall be the statesman’s polar star, the 
hero’s destiny, the boast of age, the 
companion of maturity and the goal of 
youth." . 

The old First Church was built in 
1774, It was. restored in the next 
century after having been gutted by 
fire. ‘The main structure contained the 
first steeple in Alexandria. Its mem- 
bers held their services under a license 
from ‘the County Court, having sub- 
scribed to the conditions imposed for 
worship. It was required that their 
doors should be opened and remain 
open. Presbyterianism was founded in 





Northern Presbytery, till about fifteen 
years ago, when it was turned over to 
the Presbyterians of the South. It ought 
to be preserved as one of the sacred 
memorials of the heroic days of our 
country, as well as a monument ‘to: the 
sturdy Calvinists who stoed against 
George III., as their predécessors had 
stood against Charles. I. 

“It ought never to -be forgotten that 
the Scotch Covenanters: always had re- 
sisted religious tyranny in England and 
that Presbyterians were. largely in sym- 
pathy with the.Roundheads. - In the con- 
test between Charles I. and his Parlia-

Alexandria before the incorporation of 
the. town, with a charter under the-Tol- 
eration act. 

The congregation of Preshyterians 
(mostly Scotch) in Alexandria was 
granted no special favors, save only to 
be allowed to hold meetings in the Town 
Hall before the erection of their church. 
There was no contest with the authori- 
ties, as in England, concerning submis- 
sion to the “orders and constitution .of 
the Church of England and the laws 
therein established.’’ The Presbyterian 
Church was the established church in 
Scotland, whence these settlers had 
come, and the Church of England was 
the prevailing one in Colonial Virginia. 
The Scotch Presbyterians were willing. 
to ‘‘conform’ in Alexandria, and the 
records show that the town was little 
troubled with Tories. 

The graveyard of the “Old First 
Church"’ is interesting. Under the church 
floor was buried’ Dr. James Muir, who 
officiated at Washington’s funeral as 
chaplain of Alexandria Lodge of Masons. 
Others buried there are John Carlyle, 
who was General Braddock’s quarter- 
master, and possibly his son, who lost 
his life at Eutaw Springs, S. C., in 
fighting for the Colonies in the Revo- 
lution. 

Another buried there was the ‘“‘grand 
old surgeon-soldier,”” Dr. James Craik, 
one: of the most intimate. personal 
friends of Washington in Alexandria, 
who followed his fortunes from the be- 
ginning of the Revolution to Yorktown. 

Stood Against George III. 

In the announcement of plans for re- 
storing the building, the ‘Old First 
Church”.

SCHOOLS TRAIN WOMEN IN 
MODERN FARM MANAGEMENT 





RE American women behind their 
HEaropean sisters in the art of hor- 
“ticulture? Judging from the num- 

ber of gardening colleges already es- 
tablished and doing good work in the 
Old World, this would appear to be the 
case. 

The first of these centres for training 
the professional woman gardener was 
founded in England thirty years ago. 
Nine years later the Countess of War- 
wick opened near her home in Warwick- 
shire a similar school for women inter- 
@sted in the development of orchards, 
truck farms and flower gardens. The 
*back-to-the-land’’ movement then 
@pread through England, resultfng in the 
establishment of fourteen other colleges. 
It spread to Germany, Italy and adja- 
cent countries. And now America, 
through the School for Horticulture for 
Women at Ambler, Pa., and: the Low- 
thorpe School at Groton, Mass., is be- 
ginning to contribute its quota to this

ognized as admirably adapted to the in- 
creasing demand of women to gain their 
own. livelihood.

the training qualifies students to take 
Positions of material importance. With 
the growing interest, yin. outdoor life, 
American landowners are more and more 
utilizing to the fullest extent their fam- 
ily acres, and they are-looking to spe- 
cialists to help them in this work. Be- 
Sides the salaried worker there is the 
woman who owns a farm that must be 
made to pay. This woman, after taking 
a course in horticulture, is able to gather 
in a satisfactory income from an inheri- 
tance of land which, without such train- 
ing, might easily prove a ‘‘white ele- 
phant.”’ 

New types of salaried work in the 
outdoor field are being created. With 
the expansion of industrial plants many 
progressive owners see the wisdom of 
encouraging their employes in improve- 
ment projects. They are willing to.em- 


ploy supervisors to beautify mill vil- |: 


lages and. factory grounds. In this 
work trained women are already meet- 
ing with success. In institutions such 
as reformatories or hospitals for neu- 
resthenics, the introduction of horticul- 
tural branches has gone far toward 
restoring patients. Women, by their 
intuitive sympathy. and understanding, 
have done notable work in many cases. 

Germany's first gardening school 
was founded by a woman dentist. It 
was while studying in Baltimore in the 
early ‘90s that this pioneer was 
struck by the large quantity of fruit, 
particularly apples, exported to Ger- 
many. On returning to her homeland 
Fraulein Castner, through a group of 
interested friends, was instrumental in 
starting a practical horticultural school. 
Students, many of them. gentlewomen 
of ¢gonsiderable means, were trained to 
grow,their own fruit. Others went to 
live on private estates while the own- 
ers themselves became familiar with 
modern methods of orcharding. Before 
the war women of rank in Russia, Po- 
land, Austria and Spain were sponsor- 
ing the ‘“‘back-to-the-land’’ movement, 
which later produced the well-known 
farmerette.

STAGE. CENSORSHIP ISSUE 
ONCE MORE GROWS ACUTE 





Demand for Action Against Certain Producers Greater 
Than Ever. Before—Danger of an Official Censor 
—Difficulty. of Setting Up a Moral Standard 


GAIN the shadow of the censor 

looms above New York's thea- 

tres. Producers have observed 

the spectre and there is some 

alarm. Behind the shadow—as 
the most apprehensive see it—may be a 
policeman. stationed in every theatre at 
every performance to interpret morality, 
just as a fireman stands guard to see 
that nobody blocks ‘the -exits. 

The response to the threat has taken 
the form of @& new effort toward regula- 
tior of the theatre, .The thing has been 
tried many times and on each occasion 
the theatre has. escaped by a margin 
constantly decreasing. Today that: mar- 
sin has been worn to the point where 
another escape will be even more re- 
markable. The plays of this season 
have perhaps aroused wider protest 
than ever before. 


Even among theatrical producers there 
is a tendency to grant that this has 
been a lax season.. A fairly numerous 
group finds defense in that old appeal— 
that somebody else did it first and that 
the public want it. 


There also is a broad psychology ‘in 
the play of questionable -standing. 
Broadway. long ago found that many of 
its visitors from back home came to 
New York prepared for a “shocking’’ 
time, And Broadway, being fairly 
acute, has endeayored to supply the 
needed quality. One of the evidences is | 
the rubberneck wagon to Chinatown and 
the earnest efforts to keep alive some 
semblance of wickedness in Doyers and 
Pell Streets. _The plays that have ex- 
perienced the widest criticism also have 
drawn the best patronage from visitors. 

An Earlier Agitation. 

These are just a féw of the questions 
that throng upon the man who tries to 
discern whether the theatre requires 
censorship. It would seem that one 
method of dealing with the problem 
already had been supplied but never 
used. In 1922 agitation brought forth 
an organization led by Owen Davis, the 
playwright. It included representation 
from about forty other bodies and as- 
sumed the title of the Committee Op- 
posed to Political Censorship of the the- 
atre. Its membership varied in inter- 
est from the actors themselves to groups 
of churchmen. 

After extended investigation, acting 
upon the suggestion of Winthrop Ames, 
the producer, a plan was devised .creat- 
ing the play jury. This jury was to be 
drawn from a panel of some 200 citi- 
zens, including men of many profes- 
sions, all selected for intelligence and 
a broad viewpoint. The panel was 
placed at command of the New York 
Commissioner of Licenses and it was 
agreed that in the event of criticism he 
might summon any twelve men of this 
jury, chosen by lot, to rule upon the 
play in question. If scenes or lines 
were objectionable the jurors could give 
the produce® twenty-four hours to 
amend his play. If the whole produc- 
tion was considered in bad taste the 
jury could warn him to close down, or 
proceed by prompt legal measures. 

This jury seemed to offer an excellent 
medium of dealing with the theatre.

bad playa diminishea in number and 
criticisms dropped off. Then came the 
new season of last Fall and those who 
have appeared against the theatre say 
that the tone of succeeding plays has 
been worse than ever before. . 


Tt fs certain that the pressure of criti- 
¢ism has grown insistently stronger un- 
‘til it finally has broken through the 
barriers, But the play jury never has 
been-‘calied upon to: act and there is 
nothing to ‘indicate that it ever will hold 
@ session. Officials of the city Govern- 
ment decline to discuss the matter,’ say- 
ing that. bad plays should be called to 
the attention of a grand jury, the Dis- 
trict Attorney or the police. There is a 
latent prospect that operation of thé play 
jury may be transferred to some~other 
city department, perhaps the police or 
even the District Attorney's office. But 
the situation became confused ‘in’ re- 
cent days by demands from many quar- 
ters that action be taken against a for- 
midable list of plays, including some of 
the outstanding productions of the sea- 
son. 

One advantage of the play jury from 
which much had been hoped was the 
fact that: it would proceed quietly, 
without publicity, and the public never 
would learn ‘when 4 manager was 
called to account for going too far 
afield: Unless a manager rebelled; none 
‘hut @ few officials would have occasion 
to learn of the jury's action. It is. well 
known that each time a play has been 
publiely assailed its seats immediately 
Tose into- speculative values. . 

Two years ago, when the custom of 
electing ‘‘dictators” for various fields 
of business first came into fashion, the 
Producing Managers’ Association select 
ed Augustus Thomas to serve in that 
capacity. It was assumed that Mr. 
Thomas would have considerable influ- 
ence on the kind of plays offered to the 
New York public, but the association 
has been dissolved. Another organiza- 
tion of similar character is being 
formed, but supervision of the plays 
produced is not expected to be a part 
of its program. 


Actors’ Equity’s Stand. 


The actors themselves, as represented 
by the Actors’ Equity Association, are 
opposed to the play which deals with 
vulgar subjects for their own 
Of course, a play properly may deal 
with matters not included in everyday 
conversation, when the play rises to art. 
But that type of drama has not come 
in for criticism. It is the play which 
supplies a thrill, and nothing else in 
particular, by skirting along the edge

That sort of play the actors would 
like to see discontinued. They have a 
prominent clause in their standard con- 
tract which’ provides that any player 
may’ quit any play on the spot when it 
has been condemned by the play jury. 
But it is not to be expected that an 
actor will relinquish a contract in what 
is-likely to be a successful play be- 
cause some of the lines are unpalatable. 
The actors had an influential part jn 
forming the play jury and it is their 
position that the jury should be left to 
decide what is good and what is bad. 
When a play has beén condemned efter 
due: trial they are ready to lay aside 
their wigs on a moment’s notice. 

Manifestly these many shadings of 
opinion and intention lead straight to 
the producer, who is responsible in the 
first and last instance.. And the pro- 
ducer has a special set of problems that 
the public never. sees or hears about. 
His play must draw spectators or there 
can be no play. The obvious way to- 
ward success is a production that will 
cause whispers or even gossip. 

But it is worth while to observe that 
these plays, despite all of their advan- 
tages in a monetary way, make up only 
a tenth part of any season’s production, 
even in a year when they are particu- 
larly numerous.; So it may be believed 
that the producer is an average citizen, 
without any wish to besmirch the com- 
munity or the stage. At a moment 
when so many persons have assumed 
to decide the moral qualities of the sea- 
son’s plays, the interesting problem 
arises—just where does gain stop 
fand immorality begin? 


What Is Immorality? 


That might appear a simple question 
until one seeks an answer. ‘Then it is 
seen to require thought. Differences in 
viewpoint go a long way to constitute 
morality. The thing which passes cur- 
rent in New York might be frowned 
upon in New Jersey and condemned out-. 
right in Ohio. One or two illustrations 
may serve to enlighten the matter. 

The License Commissioner received a 
complaint that a current production 
should be retired because it dealt with 
the worst of all crimes—murder. The 
critic argued that the play was bad in 
conception, immoral in its working out, 
and, generally speaking, an example of 
the drama gone to bad ends. 

That criticism had the earmarks of 
earnestness and caused a prompt inves- | 
tigation, a policeman being the inves- 
tigator. But this officer—surprising as 
it might seem—reported that he found 
the’ play all right; in fact, a beautiful 
production, somewhat melancholy, but 
highly moral in the fullest senss of mo- 
rality. Maybe the reader will be inter- 
ested to recall the title of that play. It 
was “Hamlet,”’ written by one William 
Shakespeare.

at interest signing an agreement to ac- 
cept the decision. 

*¥ do not know that this would be 
a feasible plan. It is a suggestion. But 
it would seem evident that we should 
not’ place..the theatre under any polit- 
fecal censorship where its spontaneity 
would be stamped out, The theatre can- 
not be dealt with by a mailed hand. It 
is a delicate growth at best and’ re 
quires understanding. Surely'‘we might 
hope to find that understanding in a 
Permanent body of intelligent men, 
drawn from many fields, and always 
with a view.to selecting men who have 
the competence to judge.’ 


The British Method. 


The example of English managenient 
is impressive. Before a play can be 


produced in London it is necessary that? 


the manuscript be approved by the 
Lord Chamberlain. Supervision after 
production is fairly strict. Recently one 
of the London revues was ordered to de- 
lete scenes in which a mysterious ‘‘Mr. 
A” appeared, personifying the same 
“Mr. A’ who flashed upon the world 
stage in connection with a famous 
blackmailing case. The real ‘“‘Mr. A” 
was an Indian potentate, Sir Hari 
Singh, whose dignity England tried 
hard to protect. So the ‘“‘Mr. A” of the 
revue was ordered from the stage. Had 
such an incident taken place in New 
York the resulting outcry would have 
echoed across the country. Under our 
system of court appeals and such things 


it would have been impossible to order a 


character from the stage in the interest 
of international comity. 

The Lord Chamberlain is an austere 
man, One American play recently went 
to London accompanied by a poster that 
few eyes have failed to see in New 
York, This poster portrays’a kissing 
scene that drew crowds around windows 
when first shown here. But it scarcely 
had appeared in London when the Lord 
Chamberlain demanded it for inspection, 
then returned the print marked ‘“‘O. K.” 
He had wiped out the two figures and 
left nothing but the heads. 

The institution of an official censor 
was one of the greatest blights of the 
medieval theatre, when religious views 
dominated.

declares the Earl of Lonsdalé regard- 
ing the introduction of a measure 
recently in Parliament designed to” 
legalize the sport. ‘‘I certainly should 
be one of those ready to take part 
in any proposal for legalizing box- 
ing in the House of Lords were it 
necessary, but boxing is legal,’’ says 
Lord Lonsdale, ‘‘There was an at- 
tempt to restrain Slavin and Mc- 
Aulfffe many years ago and I fought 
the case, spending a large sum over 
it. A verdict was given in thé courts . 
against’ the applicants. and the 
match was allowed to take place. - 
The Judge said there was no law to 
prevent boxing, so long as it was 
witiout any mal-intent on the part 
of the competitors. It is for that 
reason that inspectors of police are 
always present to warn the par- 
ticipants before ‘commencing that, 
should they injure their opponents, 
they would be taking a risk, but that 
is nothing but a formal notice that 
the men are to box and not fight.’’

ty-second Streets. The situation is by 
no means new, for the migration and 
passing away of the famous hotels and 
some of the amusement houses which 
formerly contributed to the greater part 
of the activity in those blocks had its 
inception several years ago. The pres- 
ent changes are the logical expansion 
and growth of the upbuilding of that 
area as a prominent commercial office 
and showroom centre, closely affijiated 
with and, to a large extent, a part of 
the expanding textile and garment 
trade district in the area from Sixth 
to Ninth Avenue. 

The pioneer in this new building situ- 
ation was the twelve-story Johnson 
building, on the westerly block front be- 
tween Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth 
Streets, which wiped out, several years 
ago, ene of New York’s celebrated 
amusement houses and a number of. low 
buildings. Later came the two large 
structures on the southeast and north- 
east corners, respectively, of Thirty-sev- 
enth Street, the latter being the Sadow- 
sky building and which preceded its 
southerly neighbor. 


About a year ago the attractive Green- 
wich Savings Bank Building was erect- 
ed on the northeast corner of Thirty- 
sixth Street, directly opposite the old 
Marlborough Hotel, the site of which

BUILDING REVEALS | 


NO REAL SHORTAGE 


Says No Material Rental Re- 
ductions in Good Localities 
Can Be Expected. 


Has the building ‘shortage existing 
since the -war en met by the great 
amount of new building carried forward 
in increasing volume each year and cul- 
minating in a total of more than $5,000,- 

0,000 In new structures erected in 1924? 
This question has been presented by,G: 
L. Miller, President of G. L. Miller & 
Co,, which has financed many building 
projects by first mortgage real estate 
bonds. In answering it he says: 

“It has-been estimated that the: na- 
tional shortage of building on Jan. 1, 
1920, was $6,806,135,000. According to the 
method of computation used, this short- 
age was decreased from year to year, 
showing an estimated shortage on Jan. | 
1, 1925, of only $750,000,000. It was also 
shown that there existed a cumulative 
shortage of housing space of 271,000,000 
square fect in 1913, and the figures in- 
dicated that this shortage was increased 
every year until 1924, when the total 
0 ade shown was 1,420,000,000 square 
eet. 

‘It was pointed out that it is incorrect 
to estimate building shortage or surplus 
in terms of dollars, since building costs. 
per square foot vary from year to year, 
and it is actual physical supply and 
demand which must be considered. 

‘“‘With this contention most of us will 
agree. But can we agree with a recent 
statement claiming that although in. the 
last three years the country hds been 
spending for new. buildings an amount 
never approached before, the building 
shortage, instead of being relieved, 
seems to be growing worse. 

“One survey showed no shortage to 
speak of; a second indicated a worse 
crisis than before. Can. we ever ascer- 
tain the true facts of the situation? I 
do not believe it possible. Nor is it of 
practical importance that we do so. 

‘In times like the present it is more 
difficult to tell whether there is an 
actual shortage and to estimate exactly 
its extent, for the reason that so many 
other factors enter into the problem. 

**Rental levels and construction costs, 
ease of securing money, general pros- 

erity and high wage these enter 
nto the problem of how many additional 
buildings can be filled at any given time. 

“The factors of supply and demand 
are always active. There is always de- 
mand for better accommodations: when 
they can be secured at the same figure 
as has been paid for those of inferior 
quality, and wherever a new building is 
opened in a locality it usually results 
in an exodus fram older structures. 

‘When rental levels are lowered there 
is a gradual but constant expansion 
caused by people moving from small 
apartments to those with more rooms, 
and thus a more or less constant balance 
is at all times effected by the operations 
of the law of supply and demand. 

“I see’ no possibility of any marked 
reduction in material or iabor costs for 
some time to come, neither do I look 
for any reduction of rentals in the. case 
of well-situated buildings properly con- 
structed. 

“The entire question of shortage con- 
cerns us not nearly so much as the 
actual conditions in a particular loeal- 
ity, and the results which may reason- 
eer f be -expected from an individual 
building. In other words, each project

MORE HOMES NEEDED. 


Housing Conditions in Brooklyn 
Sald to Be Unsatisfactory, 


An article contributed to the Brook- 
lyn Chamber’ Commerce by Dr. 
Thomas J, Riley calls~attention to the 
fact that the lack of homes near the 
large industrial establishments compels 
many of the employes to live at a great 
distance, thus decreasing by the amount 
of the fare paid in traveling to and fro 
the amount of the compensation earned, 
as well.as the loss of time in going be- 
tween the home and the place of the 
work. Dr. Riley says-that this is a great 
handicap.to industries and a burden 
upon the man. and his family. 

“The housing conditions surrounding 
our industrial centres in Brooklyn,” he 
says, “‘are not satisfactory. In some 
places they can properly be called 
slums. ‘Yet there is no justification for 
in Brooklyn. The 
model tenements which the late Alfred 
T. White built many years agb indicate 
the possibility of good housing at low 
cost. More recent developments having 
the same end in view have proved con- 
olusively that first-class housing can be 
provided for wage earners and their 
families within a reasonable rental.’’ 

Dr. Riley says that if the Chamber of 
Commerce can deers slum clearance 
and the mnalaing, of ood homes at a 
reasonable cost it will make a distinct 
contribution to the welfare of Brooklyn 
and that this benefit will come from 
both the standpoint of industry and 
health. He explains that it is well 
known that bad housing is conducive to 
illness and inefficiency, en he writes: 

“As Chairman of your Committee on 
Naturalization and Immigration, and by 
virtue of, my personal interest, I should 
like to see some improvements in this 
field. Contrary to the expectations of 
many, the pe ration law of 1924, 
which great] uced the quotas of in- 
coming imm: eraute, also increased the 
number who are seeking naturalization. 
It is known to_everybody that the new 
law is on trial and that there are groups 
who are very much aggrieved because 
of its seeming discrimiation. 

‘‘Closely related to the subjects of im- 
migration and naturalization is that of 
Americanization. Your committee is 
studying the methods and results of the 
attempts at pimeriventsation in Brook- 
lyn and hopes to be able to present a 
report with surge estions before the cur- 
rent year shall have closed. We espe- 
cially invite any who may be interested 
to hein us with eugeestions with respect 
to these exceedingly important topics,”

residential sections of Nutley. The town > 


authorities objected to the issuance of 
the permit 6n the ground that the zon- 
ing ordinances of the town forbade the 
erection of that kind of a building in 
that kind of a locality. But the Supreme 
Court, on appeal, overruled the town 
authorities and practically ruled that a 
man who owns a piece of land anywhere 
can plant anything on it that is not a 
menace to the public health or within 
the line of the’ thing the law knows asa 

*“nuisance."’ 

It was seen at once that this ruling, 
which has been practically repeated in 
other cases taken before the court, was 
the end of the zoning systems the com- 
munities all over the State had set up, 
and it has been recognized as so serious 
a blow to the growing attractiveness of 
the commonwealth for home seekers that 
the local legal authorities and even those 
of the State have been exhausting their 
wits ever since in efforts to find a way 
around it. In a special message to the 
Legislature on the subject last. week, 
Governor Silver says that the geograph- 
{cal position of New Jersey—between the 
great State of New York, with ee me- 


tropolis across one river, and the great 
State of Pennsylvania, with Philadel- 
phia just across another river—makes a 
ooh policy of vital importance there. 
He pictures the multitude of commuters 
who swarm into the State at both ends, 
from their working places to home spots 
they have picked because ‘of their near- 
ness and opportunity for adornment and 
wideness of movement and vision, and 
fears that these will be driven out from 
the towns they have beautified, as a 
good many of them already have and 
the State lose in wealth and beauty and 
social acceptability, unless something 
be done at once. 

Some weeks ago the Governor called 
all of the Justices of the State Supreme 
oak into conference with him on the 
subject.

One, 
ing between the lines.of his message, 
can easily see that the consultation was 
without satisfactory results, and the 
Governor’s appeal to the Legislature is 
the outcome.

ATUS AS ‘FIRE RETARDERS 


Subjested + to a Temperature In Ex- 
_ Sess of 1,700 Degrees in Com- 
bustion Chamber. 


- The rapidly increasing use of hollow 
- eOhcrete building blocks for partition 
“Walls in buildings of all sorts, and even 
for bearihg walls in those of moderate 
héight, has led. those interested in 
' their manufacttire to undertake a series 
of élaborate tests to determine their 
_ st¥ength and durability under the com- 
“bihed action of fire ard load. 


The Underwriters’’ Laboratories has 
rééently completed an exhaustive series 
Of experiments‘ at the Chicago plant 
carried out under the joint auspices of 

the American Concrete Association, The 
- @6ncrete Products Association and the 
Portland Cement Association. 

Explaining the methods of tésting and 
thé results obtained George B. Muldaur, 
afi official of the laboratories, said: * 

“The material ‘tested withstood stand- 
ard fire cxposure conditions in excess 
of five hours without serious bulging 
or. disintegration and without permit- 
ting the passage of flame, smoke or 
dangerous heat through the assembled 
partition. 

“It was also determined that unloaded 
Walls or partitions, one unit thick, may 
be regarded as two-hour fire retardants, 
that is to say, they will withstand a 
témperature in excess of 1,700 degrees 
om the exposed side for two hours be- 
fore reaching a temperature of 300 de- 
greés on the unexposed side. 

- “Loaaea walls are classified as fifteen 

minute retardants, this figure indicating 
the time at which cracks developed near 
the exposeed face sufficient to affect 
thé stability of the wall after the fire 
Was removed. 


“The loaded Walls, however, were per- 
féctly satisfactory as fire retardants 
efter the cracks occurred 80 long as the 
Walls themselves remainéd in place. 


“The laboratories tests show that as 
these walls do not add fuel to a fire 
‘their use is to be preferred over walls 
of combustible materials and also over 
non-combustible materials in which the 
strength is seriously affected by extreme 
héat. 

“In most tests made by Underwriters’ 
Laboratories the test apparatus itself 
has first to be designed in accordance 
With the special work to be carried out. 
In this instance the furnace employed 
consisted of a shallow, combustion 
chamber enclosed by a solid brick wall 
at the back and one énd and by movable 
brick walls in steel frames at the front 
and at the other end. 


“The movable walls are suspended 
from overhead steel girders by trolleys. 
The wall forming the front of the fur- 
nace contains the material to be tested 
built up and rigidly held by the steel 
frame, exactly as though it were part of 
& finished building. 

“The top of thé furnace is made of 
heavy fire clay block with apertures 
Jeading to the stack which carries off 
‘tthe gases of combustion. There are 
observation holes provided at both sides 
covered with mica through which the 
Process of: the test can be noted con- 
tinuously. 


The built-up panei to be tested is slid 
into position very much as a heavy piece 
of scenery might be handled in a the- 
atre, except that the handling is done 
by overhead cranes. The furnace is 
then heated by means of six fovir-inch 
blast burners mounted in the back wall 
at the bottom of the combustion 
chamber. These burners afe supplied 
with gas and air, and additional air is 
led directly to the furnace through fifty 
@mall inlets distributed over the back 
Wall. 

“The flow of air and gas is regulated 
to a nicety_ by individual valves which 
may be se® with exactness to produce 
the heat where and in such quantity as 
may be required. The gas is taken from 
the city main through a six-ifich pipe 
and the air is supplied to the burners 
and to the air inlets through a“blower 
driven by an-eléctric motor. 


“In order to determime such high tem- 
peratures as occur in a furnace of this 
thpe, electric thermocouples designed to 
register almost any degree of heat are 
placed. at intervals along the inner wall 
of the material to be tested. 

“At the front of the test piece, where 
the temperature is. not supposed to ex- 
ceed 300 degress, ordinary thermometers 
afe placed at regular intervals. 

“Under the influence of head a panel 
will ordinarily bulge or deflect to a cer- 
tain extent. Such distortions are care- 

ly measured by taking readings from 
fixé@ positions indicated by wires 
stretched horizontally across the face 
of the panel. The distance between the 
wires and the panel at various points 
ig measuréd at frequent intervals dur- 
ing the course of the test. There is 
also an apparatus for measuring the 
fife pressures within the furnace. ‘ 

“After the partition has been subjected 
to the fierce heat of the testing furnace 
land measurements’ of its distortion and 
temperatures on both sides have been 
obtained, the entire panel, including its 

eel frame, is bodily slid away on the 
overhead trolleys provided for the ‘pur- 
pose and Cceluged: while at its greatest 
leat by a stream from a fire hose at a

“In this, as in all laboratories tests, 

Onditions are made to conform as 
nearly as is humanly possible with those 
of actual practice. 

“In a burning building such a partition 
as the one described would be subjectéd 
© the intense heat on one of its sides 
due to.a fire starting in any partieular

‘After the firemen had obtained ac- 

as5 to the building they wotld natu- 

illy use the fire hose and the partition 
fould stanc the brynt of this while in 
highly heated condition. It is easy 
see that the tests carry out’ these 
sonditions in an almost ideal way. 
"One reason for the enormous fire loss 
fi. the United States has been the prev- 
shce of wooden construction owing 
the large quantities of lumber avail- 
pele. With the rapid disappearance of 
the forests wood is no longer used to 
Huh, an extent as it has been for build- 
’ peueroses. This is certainly advan- 
a s from a conservation standpoint, 
it is necessary to learn how the

TENEMENT LAWS. 


What the Landlord Must Do for His 
Tenants. 


Every owner of afi apartment house 
or tenement and every lessee of the 
whole house must file in the Tenement 
House Depariment his name, “address 
and description of the property. Penalty 
of $50 for non-compliance. This applies 
to all apartment houses and tenements 
recorded in the Tenement House Depart- 
ment. 

Heat—Whenever the street temperature 
falls below 50 degrees Fahrenheit, a 
minimum temperature of 68 degrees 
tmhust be maintained in apartments be- 
tween 6 A. M. and 10 P. M., unless 
otherwise provided by agreement. 

Lighting of Public Halls=Night lights 
(not less than 12 candle power gas or 15 
watt electric) are required in apart t 
houses and tenements from sunset to 
sunrise as follows: 

Buildings not more than three stories 
high, with not rfiore than two families 
on any floor nor more than six families 
im all, one light, entrance hall, fear 
stairs. ; , 

Buildings more than thréeé stories high, 
with no more than two fafnilies on any 
floor, one Hght on entrance floor and 
every alternate floor, near Stairs. 

All buildings with more than two fam- 
ilies on any floor, one light near stairs 
on every floor. 

Light for Mail Boxes—In apartment 
houses and teneménts wheré mail boxes 
are provided in the entrance hall, there 
must be sufficient light to read within 
eight feet of such receptacles. 

Drop Ladders—All “drop .ladders’’ on 
fire escapes’ must be provided with 
“guide rods’’ so that the former can be 
easily lowered. 

The price to make this change runs 
from $20 to $50 and in a few cases 
higher. 

’ All contracts for such should be made 
in writing and provide that no payment 
shall be made until the contractor gets a 
certificate in writing from the Tenement 
House-Department that the work meets 
its approval. 

This work may either be done now vol- 
untarily or after the Tenement House 
Department files a violation. 

Fire escape balconies not more than 
five feet above the ground do hot réquire 
drop ladders. 


WASTE SPACE ALTERING. 


Big Loss in Changing Old Houses 
for Business. 


David W. Kempner, discussing the | 
features of the new construction, said: 


“The waste of space in altering most 
old private houses for business and 
apartment use is appalling. Little at- 
féntion is given to the width of the 
halls, especially on the grade floor, 
where space is valuable. Where the 
former stairways and ‘their ‘winder’ 
halls are extravagantly wide and long, 
because often situated far in thé build- 
ing they have been allowed té remain 
Sometimes ‘a twenty-two. foot. building 
has a store not over 13 or 14 féet wide.” 
“On the ground floor we have brought 
the foot of the staircase forward to 
within four, feet of the building liné, 
leaving only a small entty hall. - Wé

Annual Report of Governor Towner 
Recites Year's Achievements—~ ~ 
Home Economies Emphasized.

White pons progréss has been effected 
in education in Pdrto Rico since Ameri- 
can occupancy of the island, existing 
conditions atill cali for mich reform and 
improvement, says the annual report of 
Governér Horace M. Townér for the 
year 1924. The largest item in Porto 
Rico’s annual budget, it is pointed out, 


is the appropriation for education, this 


constituting almost one-half of the total 
appropriations for all the expenditures 
of the 9s vernmént. 

“pnat this large proportion of éxpéendi- 
tures is fully justified will hardly be 
quéstioned by those who have knowledge 
of conditions existing in the island,’’ de- 
@lares the report. ‘‘With one-half the 
éntife population totally illiterate, With 
tens. 6f thousands of childrén~who are 
not yet provided with any school privi- 
jeges Whatever; with more than one- 
half the schools cénducted in rented 
rooms unfitted for the purpose, with too 
few teachers and most of those we have 
inadequately prepared, and with insuf- 
ficlént books and apparatus, it has been 
fully realized that to better these con~ 
ditions should be the sapremé task of 
the .Government. 

‘While it might appear that with such 
éonditions existing progress would seem 
ta be doubtful, it may be shown that 
in no-other direction is the ottlook 
more hopeful. At the commencement of 
the American occupancy theré was prac- 
tically no public school system in eéxist- 
éncé. Between 80 and 90 per cent. of 
the people could not read or write; 90 
per cént of thé population was rural, 
and there weré ho rural schools what- 
éver. By 1910, undef Américan adminis: 
tration, 950° rural sdhools were éstab- 
lished. By 1920, the number was in- 
creased to 1,700. Now over 2,000 rural 
schools: are in operation. The percent- 
agé of illiteracy has béen réduced al- 
most oné-half since 1900.

Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been spent in 
the past few years to protect the beach 
front, but the sea has washed in several 
feet during the Winter and it is feared 
that at the next high tide the water will 
get in behindthe Villa Maria‘and wash out 
the underpinning of this old four-story 
structure and the Priest House near by.

Volume Will Cause New Judgment 
on French Renalssance 
Authorities Say. 


Vanishing mysteriously in Europe 387 
years ago, a manuscript of Sebastiano 
Serlio, called ‘the missing link in the 
complete practical manual of architec- 
ture which Serlio, for the first time 
since antiquity, proposed to give to the 
world,”” has suddenly reappeared at 
Columbia University. Announcement at 
Columbia yesterday declared that the 
manuscript, which igs accompanied by 
seventy-three. large drawings, ‘‘will 
cause a revision of our judgment of the 
Renaissance in France.’”” The manu- 
script, recently aequired by the School 
of Architecture, has been definitely 
identified as Serlio’s famous Sixth 
Book, it was said. The revelations 
were. characterized ‘as of world im- 
portance to architecture and letters. 

Serlio was the heir of Peruzzi and 
royal arcHitect to Francis I,, the medium 
through whom the High Renaissance 
was transplanted to France, The manu- 
script, when it reached this country, 
was placed in the Avery Architectural 
Library at Columbia, where it could be 
studied in detail by the librarian, Pro- 
fessor William B. Dinsmoor, with ref- 
erence to the numerous published vol- 
umes by Serlio ‘which the library already 
possessed. 

How the manuscript, which embraces 
“designs for every type of dwelling, from 
the meanest hovel to tthe palace of the 
King,’’ was lost, is still a mystery. 

‘Internal evidence, such as the anal- 


ye of the nine kinds of paper used for 
e text and drawings,’ said Professor 
Dinsmoor, ‘‘revealed that the work ar 
been executed between 1541 and 1551; 
was in this latter year that one jexoing 
was added as an afterthought, and other 
late drawings are on Legy which can 
be dated as of 1545 and 1547; but the 
bulk of the work was done on paper 
which had been purchased in Lyons,

complete practical manual of architec- 
ture which Serlio proposed to give to the 
world, based on the drawings collected 
by his master and himself, together 
with an explanatory text.

ublished in 1537, and Book III. in 1540, 

oth in Venice. The latter book being 
dedicated to Francis I. of France, the 
King returned the compliment by in- 
viting Serlio to Paris to become the 
royal architeot, a position which he held 
be the King’s death seven years later, 

“Tt? was at Paris that he published 
Books I, and Il. in 1544 and V. in 1547. 
But he was unable to continue the work; 
an outburst of: national spirit on the 
accession of Henry II. in 1547 displaced 
the Italians at the French court, and 
Serlio retired to Lyons 

There he was icand by the antiquary 
Strada in 1550, rheumatic and penniless, 
and was persuaded to sell ostensibly all, 
as Strada claimed, of his manuscript 
material, from which Book VII. was 
published in 1575, twenty-one years 
after Serlio’s death. And Book VI. was 
never ublished. ° 
owever, we glance at any com- 
plete Set of Serlio’s collected works, of 
which manv editions apneared between 
1584 and 1666, we see that there is a 
Book VI. in its appropriate place. This 
is because the later editors suppressed 
the fact the real Book. - had not 
appeared, by inserting and designating 
as Book VI. a series of drawings of 
doorways which SePlio had issued in 
1551 as an extra book. 

‘How Book VI. was lost is still largely 
a matter of conjecture. It is evident 
that Strada did not succeed in purchas- 
ing this particular manuscript, for he 
did not describe it in the very careful 
list of the material which he obtained. 
After Serlio’s death, in 1554, the com-
